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pleaſure and cõmoditie, if gatheryng to gyther out c 
Linius, and other autours, the lyues, the policies, — 
marciall actes of two the moſte wooꝛthie e capitaynes, of the 
two moſte renoumed eniptres of the woꝛlde, that is to ſaie,of 
Anniball of Carthage, and Scipio of Rome, I woulde brynge 
the ſame into our englyſhe toung : Ak ation aver fr the pleas 
ſaunt beſtowyng of tyme, inthe readyng therof,men alſo may 
iearne bothe to dooe diſpleaſure to they? and to :  _ 
uoyde the crafty and daungerous baites, which ſhall be layde 1 
for theim. The one of theſe capitayns, after many countreis 1 
of Spayne brought vnder — to ſeeke honour, and to . 
_ exercyle hym ſelte, with his men, in feates of warre, paſſed 
the terrible mountaines to entre into Italy, through 3 
ryllous ſtreightes and vnknowen paſſages, there vex 
ſporiyng the countrey with coneynuall warre, by the — 2 
xvi. yeres. Duryng whiche tyme ponder bg hr 
ſleyng many Romaine logtono withtheys en, capytaines. - 
Theother, that io to wete, Scipio the Romain conſull, being 
a man of no leſſe courage than his ennemie, leauyng hem with 
bis power in Italy, ſailed ouer into Affrica: where vanquy⸗ 
3 of the Carthaginenſes, at the laſte he 
ought Carthage to ſuche extremitie, that the — * 
977 were dꝛyuen (foꝛ theyꝛ onely refuge) to call A 
agayn to ſuccour them: where — teie fargbred We Sci- 
pio ouercame Anniball andalthts power, put hym to flygbr, 
⁊ made the empire of Carthage to be vnder tribute to Rome. 
The one of theſe capitaines was crafty, politike, peynfulLand 
hardy: and by ſubtil traines wought his enmies muche diſple 
ſure: The other was wiſe, chaſte, liberall, and valiant: and by "|  _ 
his yerruous courage, mired with temperaunce,raiſed . 
banner of fame ⁊ honour of Rome, which 1 „„ 
lowe, and almooſte to vtter deſolation. And as theſe e

moꝛtall fame. Emong whiche moſte victoꝛious conquerours, 
although your moſte excellent maieſtee maie without all con⸗ 
trouerſie 02 doubte moſt woꝛthily chalenge and take the chief 
place, yet would not J, befoꝛe your mateſties owne face, offre 
my ſelfe to be a ſetter out thereof, oneles the expꝛeſſe veritee 
of your graces pꝛocedynges dyd ſo manifeſtly publyſſne and 
declare the ſame, that I maie not by my ſo doing poſſybly ens 
curre any maner ſuſpicion of flatterie oꝛ adulation, as by com 
paryng the noble dedes of the foꝛenamed great pꝛincios, vnto 
your moſte wootthy actes, ſhallappere manifeſt. Anmball,by 
the helpe of the frenchemen, paſſed the mountaines, and after 
in Italie fought thꝛee oꝛ fower notable battailes, to the great 
ruine of the Romaines ; but they were achieued rather by 
crafty ſleightes and policies, than by ſtrength. In theim alſo 
he had the aſſured ayde of thefrenche men. The citie of Taz 
rent be wanne by treaſon. Capua, and many other cities, wyl⸗ 
lyngly yelded vnto bym,whoſe aſſiſtence after, was muche bis 
auauncement. Onthe other part, Scipio arryuyng in Uffris 
ca, founde there kynge Maſſaniſſa his olde frende, by whoſe 
helpe, valiantneſſe, and conduite he pꝛeuailed againſt the Car 
thaginenſes, and ſubdued kyng Syphar. Theſe thynges ſee⸗ 
med than to men ſo notable, that emong others, my chief au⸗ 
thour Titus Linius, to auaunce tbe renoume of them, wꝛote 
thereof a noble and goodly hiſtoꝛie.

The Car⸗ 
petanes with the Uacceis and Carteians thynkyng theyz en⸗ 
nemies for feare to be ſiedde from theym, and in to 
purſue them, without any fozeſyght oꝛ oꝛder, with all ſpede, 
 makyng great clamour, euery man raſhely toke his next way 
de water. Hannibals hoꝛſmen perceyuing that they 
were entred the fourde, violently ranne on chem, and with li⸗ 
tell peyne ouerthꝛewe a great number of their fotemen in the 
water, whiche thyng was eaſy to doo, foꝛ a footeman in the 
ſtrength of the ſtreame coulde in no wyſe ſuſteyne the foꝛce 
of a hoꝛſeman, onety the ruſhe of the hoꝛſe, though the ry⸗ 
der be pnarmed, is able to ouerthꝛowe any foteman : ſo feble 
is the ſtay of his fote inthe water. Thus ſome were dꝛeow⸗ 
ned, and ſome other that paſſed ouer the ryuer, were oppreſ= 
ſed with the elephantes, ſo that in ſhorte ſpace they were all 
vtterly diſcomfyted and ouercome. For befoꝛe that thoſe, 
whiche laſt entred the ryuer (though they eſcaped the dan⸗ 
ger of the hoꝛſemen) coulde recule backe agayn tolande, and 
aſſemble togyther, and ſet them ſelfe in aray, Annibal with a 
freſhe band of men entred the water,and ſo quyckly folowed 
and chaſed them, that fewe eſcaped. Wherypon ſhortly after 
he conquered al the Carpetanes, and broughtthem vnder ſub 
iccrion of Carthage. And thã all the boꝛderers beponde the 
water Iberus, holly became tributaries to Carthage, ſauyng 
only the Sagiitmes, with whom as thi they had not medled, 
but diuers quarels were pycked by their ney o, to get. 
ſome occaſtonto warre ageynſte them. And perceiued 
well the Saguntines. Wherfoꝛe to pꝛeuent the matter, they

Anniball bym ſelfe hauynge ſoꝛe eies, by reaſon of the intem⸗ 
perate ſpꝛynge tyme of the yere, that chaunged now to heate 
and nowe to colde, being caried vpon an elephant (which on⸗ 
ly remained) bicauſe he ſhulde be hyghe from the water : yet 
though his great watche and colde, and by reaſon of the fen⸗ 
ny ayꝛe beinge noyſome to his heade , and bycauſe there was 
no place noꝛ tyme to heale him, he loſte one of his eres. And 
whanhe had paſſed the fennes, not without great loſſe bothe 
of men and of beaſts, as ſoone as he came to dꝛy ground, he 
pytcbed his campe, bauing certayne knowlege by his eſpies, 


that the Romane hoſte was about Aretium,a cuntrey as ple= - 


ſant and fertyle as was in all Italy. 
¶ The conſall was than fierſe and cruell, for the ioy and the 


pude of his newe office, And he not lyttell feared the 
lawe and dignitie of the fathers of 2 25 but alſo he wan 
ted the feare of the immoꝛtall goddis,Wo:tune alſo had nou⸗ 


ryſhed this his foolyſhe hardynes with pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe, 
sa wel in the ciuile buſynes and aſfayꝛes at home, as in certain 
fozeynbatayles: ſo that it appered, that he wente aboute all 
thynges cruelly and ouer haſtily : nother counſaylynge with 
the goddis, noꝛ with men. And howe moche moꝛe redye he 
was to folowe his owne foly, ſo moche the buſper was Anni⸗

nyng : to thintent he ſnulde therby the rather be pꝛouoked to 
batrayle. Flamminius of hts owne nature was gruen to be

and his neyghbours bourned befoꝛe his face : 
biſhonour vnto hym, to ſee Anniball wander edroughe th the- 
myddes of Italy, taking his pleaſure without any reſiſtence, 
be determyned incontinent to gyue battayle, although many 
of bis men perſwaded hym, that he ſhuld tary the commynge 
of his felowe the other conſul, ſo that they ſhulde with both 

tlizeir counſayles and hooſtes togyther, pꝛocede vnto they:

1 Nniball this whyle diſtroyed and waſted, 
2 by cruell warre, all the fieldes that were 
betwene the citie of Coꝛtona, and the lake 
of Traſimenus, thynkynge the hartes of 
his enemies the ſooner to be moued to re⸗ 
, dreſſe the miuries of theyꝛ frendes: And 
5 2 they came to a place meete foꝛ treaſon and 
8 diſceyte, where as the great lake oꝛ fenne 
| of T raſimenus dydde almoſte ioyne vnto the hylles of Coꝛ⸗ 
tona. There wa3 at that place one onely ſtrayte and narowe 
waye toenter in, but afterwarde the fieides waxed a lyttell 
bꝛoder and larger: Quer that plaync the hylles aroſe of a 
great heyght. In the ſame fayꝛe and playne place Anniball 
pytched his campe, where he onely with the Affricanes and 
Spanyardes dyd reſte. The reſt of the lyght harneyſed men 
of the army: he bꝛought about the backe of the hylles . And 
he diſpoſed the hoꝛſemen nere to the mouthe of the narowe 
entre, n the belles mys?t ſecretly couer and hide them:

¶ Flammimuo folowynge his ennemies, was come aboute 
the ſettyng of the ſonne to the lake: And the next day early 
in the moꝛnynge, whan it was ſcarcely day lyght, be with his 
boſte were paſſed the ſtraytes, And whan his people began 
to ſtray abꝛode into the larger felde, they ſaw al the place be⸗ 


fore them occupied with theyꝛ enemies: And than they aper 


ceyued treaſon bothe behynde them, and ouer theyꝛ heades. 


Whan Anmball knowynge his ennemies to be encloſed with 


the lake and hylles on the one ſyde, whyche he deſyꝛed, and 


alſo compaſſed about with his army on the other ſide, he gaue 


a ſigne to his men ſodeinly, to inuade their ennemies: which 
his commandement they anon with all diligence executed, rũ⸗ 


nyng downe from the hylle and aſſaylyng the Romanes on all 


partes. Sne thyng moche amaſed the Romaynes by the ſo⸗ 
dayne and ſtraunge chaunge thereof: there aroſe frome the 
bꝛode lake a myſte thycker and darker than the hylles in aps 
parence, whyche letted theym of the ſyght and true know⸗ 
ledge of the maner of they: ennemies inuaſyon. The noyſe 
of rhe ſodayne affraye aroſe amonge theym, befoꝛe they per⸗ 
ceyued theym ſelues to be betrayde and hemmed in: And the 
battayle was begonne bothe befoꝛe and on bothe ſydes, be⸗ 
fore that they coulde be put in good ara, oꝛ take they: armoꝛ 
and dꝛawe they: ſwerdes. 3 | 

C The Conſull Flamminius, whan all his people were thus 
oppreſſed with feare, he hym ſelfe as a man of great courage 
and lyttell affrayde, oꝛdered his troubled company, and ſette 


them in oꝛder as well as the tyme and place wolde ſerue him, 


ſtyll exhoꝛtyng them by all the meanes he myghte, to abyde 


and to fyghte, ſhewynge theym, that it booted theym not to 
pꝛaye and call on they: goddis, oꝛ to make yowes theym fot . 


they: delyuerance: There was nowe no waye to for therm 


to eſcape but by ſtrengthe and hardyneſſe, there was no way 
than to be made, but with the ſwerd : and the leſſe feare they 


dydde take, the leſſe ieopardye and perylle ſhoulde they be 
in.

ſtayed from further fleinge. Some were c towarde 
the battayle, and by the diſcomfyture of ſuche as mette, 
whyche ficdde awar, were diſcouraged and fledde allo. But 
at the laſte, whan they perceyued no way to eſcape, than felle 
they earneſtly to fyghtyng, not kepyng oꝛder oꝛ aray , but by 
companyes, as it happed theym to falle togyther. Than be⸗ 
gannc the battayle to be fyerce in all partes, and endured als 
moſte thꝛe howꝛes, and cuery where very cruell, but moſte 
daungerous about the conſull. F oz the ſtrengthe of the hoſte 
folowed bym : And on what ſo euer parte he ſawe his men in 
daunger, quyckly and diligentiy he reſcued them: And he be⸗ 
inge very valiant, bothe myghtyly aſſayled his ennemieso, and 
defended his citeʒ ens, vntyll one of Inſubꝛia, called Duca⸗ 
rius, knowyng bothe his hoꝛſe and his face, ſayd to his com⸗ 


pany: Mere is the Conſutß that not longe agone confoun⸗ 


ded our legyons, and diſtroyed bothe our cyties and fieldes: 
nowe ſhall I ſende his ſowle to the company of our frendes, 
that be all redy bath ſlayne: and hyttynge his hoꝛs with the 
ſpurres, he ranne violently though the thyckeſt of his en⸗ 
nemyes route, ſleinge a ſquyꝛe, whyche mette bym vnhap⸗ 
pyly in the way, And afterwarde with bis ſpeare, ranne the 
Conſull though the body, and hadde ſpoyled gym, had not 
the ſtronge company of the Romayne knyghtes withſtande 
bym. After his deathe beganne the Romano to flee on al pars 
tes, and than nother hylles noꝛ lake coulde lette theym : they 
wandred as blynd men thꝛough the ſtraites and ouer the roc⸗ 
ke s, ſome fallyng one ouer an other. And whan they coulde 
fynde none other waye, they toke the next way through the 
fennes, runnynge into the water ouer head and ſuldero, and 
were forthe moſte parte dꝛowned. Thus was the daunge⸗ 
rous battayles at Traſymenus, xv. M. Romans were ſlarne 
in the bataile, and.x. . ſparkled abꝛode by diuers wars, cam 

; to 
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any died after by reaſon of theyr 
| Anniball deliuered all the pryſos 
| without raunſome, but the Romans he kept in 
priſon. commanded he the bodies of his company that 
were deade, to be diſſeucred from the other, and buried. He 
ſought the body aj. + ey with greate diligence, to haue 
buried it, but be coulde not finde it, Whan the newes of this 
cat ſlaughter was firſt knowen at Rome, the people aſſem⸗ 
led with great fcare and rumour in the market place, gathe- 
ryng into companies, to knowe the trouth therof. And a litel 
before the ſonne ſettyng, Marcus Pomponius pꝛetoꝛ ſaide: 
Witz great bataile we ar ouercome;and although the people 
berd him ſay no moꝛe of certainty, vet by receiuing the newes 
one of an other, they filled the hole city with tidingis, thatthe 
conſul, with a great part of the hoſt, was ſlayne, and that fewe 
were left on lyue, but were other chaſed abzode, oꝛ taken of 
theyꝛ ennemieo. The women chiefely made eyther great ioy 
for they: frendes that eſcaped, oꝛ elles great ſozowe foꝛ the 
deth and captiuitie of them that were ſlayn and taken. It was 
ſayd, that one woman whan ſhe herde ſodeinly, that her ſonne 
came home eſcaped from the battaile, foꝛ toy dyed at the gate 
ofthe citie . And an other, to whome it was ſhewed falſely, 
Carver coxid was ſlaync,ſhe abode in her houſe very ſoꝛow⸗ 
full, but whan he came home to her ſodaynly, ſhe at the fyiſt 
ſygbt of bym for great ioyr dyed. The Pꝛetours kepte the 
Senate fot certayne dayes frome the ſonne ryſynge, to the 
ſonne ſette, counſaylynge what capytaynes, and what hooſte 
they myght haue to withſtande the Carthagmenſes: but be- 


fore they had made any certayne determination of they: bue 


ſynes, they had ti dyuges of an other newe ſlaughter, which 
was, that.tiu. thouſand borſemen, which were ſcent by Seru- 
hus the other conſull to Flammimus, vnder the gouernãce of 
one C. Centronius. After they herde of the battaile of Tra- 
ſy menus, they returned backe, and in Ambꝛia were betrayed 
by Anm ball, and diſtroyed.

Wherfote they made Auintus Fabius xPapimus Prodies 

tatoꝛ, that was ruler of the commons, and Marcus Rufus 
2Hinutws mayſter of the hoꝛſemen, to theſe it was gyuen 
in charge by the Senate, to eſtablyſſhe and make ſure the 
walles and towers of the cytie, and to foꝛtifye ſuche places, 
as they ſhoulde thynke conuement. Alſo to bꝛeade the bud⸗ 
ges, that were ouer the waters, and to pꝛouide for the keping 


of they: hoꝛſes and citie, ſeing they coulde not defend Italy. 


Chowe Anni ball by a crafty decepte eſcaped the ſtrai⸗ 
tes of Fomiana, wherein he was enclolcd by 
| Q. Fabius Maximus. Cap x vii. 


SYN niball came in the meane ſeaſon by Umbria to 
Spoletum, diſtroyeng and burnyng all befoꝛe 
bym. Than began he to lay ſiege to the towne 
© but he was duuen thenſe with great ſlaughter 
ot his men. Wherfote ſuppoſynge the citie of 
Rome to be of a great ſtr , ſeing that ly⸗ 
225 oſe ſtrength and 


countreys abꝛode in the way as he went. 

C Whan Fabiuo, whom the Romanes had choſen bygh offi⸗ 
cer, had ſet all thynge at a ſtay in Rome, he (takyng him 
the army, that befoꝛe was with Seruilius the conſull, and al- 
ſo.ii. other newe Romayn legions for the encreaſyng of his 
army) went with the mayſter of the horſemen zHinutius, to 
mete with Anniball, and to ſtay hym from the deſtruction of 
the countrey. Fabiuo committing notbyng raſhely to fortune 
by eaſy iourneis and good efpies,came into the feldes of Ur- 
pos, pytcbyng his campe not farre from his ennemies. Anni⸗ 
ball ſoone after his cominge, brought his people into the fiel⸗ 
des in good aray redy to fyght : but Fabius al that day kepte 
his men intheu campe, wherypon Anmball rebuking the fe⸗ 
ble courage of the Romans, withd:ew his people into their 
tentes, fearyng in his mynde the ſobꝛenes of Fabws; whiche 
was a capitarne choſen, farre ynlyke to Sempꝛonius oꝛ Fli-

to proue the faſcion and cor 


and 


foꝛage, oꝛ woode, he ſent a great numbꝛe togyther, that ther 
myght walke ſurcly. And alſo thoſe that wente therfoꝛe, he 
ſuffered not to ſtray farre from the hoſte. He badde euer his 
hoꝛſemen and lyght harneyſed footemen in a redyneſſe and in 
aray, for feare of ſodayneinuaſions of his enemies. And alſo 
to thintent they ſhulde be redy to oppꝛeſſe his foes, that at a⸗ 
ny tyme ſhulde roue abꝛode fot ſpoyle oꝛ for vitailes, he myn⸗ 
dedneuer to ieoparde the hole eſtate of the empire in open 
battayl, but be remayned ſtyl as a ſtay to weary his enemies. 
Mhiche bis ſobzenes was no leſſe diſpleaſant to Anniball, thã 
it was to Minutius, the maiſter of the horſemen. For he be⸗ 
inge raſhe, and deſyꝛous to put all in auenture, fyꝛſt pꝛyuily, 
and than openly dy ſpꝛayſed the flacknes of Fabius, callynge 
bym bothe flowe and fearefull. Anmball often remouing, cam 
from Arpos to Samnium, waſtyng the ficldes of the Bene⸗ 
uentanes, and there he toke the rowne of Tileſia, truſtyng by 
the ſhewe of ſoo moche diſpleaſure, to cauſe Fabius to gyue 
bym battayle. There camme to bym the ſame tyme thꝛe gen⸗ 
tylmen of Italy, whome Anmball hadde befoꝛe at the bataile 
of Traſimenus taken pꝛyſonero, and delyuered to lybertie 
without raunſome. Theſe men ſhewed hym, that in cafe he 
wolde conuey bis army into Campania, they wolde helpe him 
with ſmalle peyne to wynne the noble citie of Capua. To this 
their motion Anniball at length agreed, ſendyng them to Ca- 
pua before hym, to ſtere the myndes of the rulers and of the 
communes therto, and to retoꝛne, bryngyng him the certain⸗ 
tie of their ſpeede. Than commanded he his guy de to leade 
bym the next way to the fielde of Caſſinuo, hauyng knowlege 
by diuers expert men of the ſame countrey, that yf he were 
ones

full countrey about the ryuer of Uulturnus , | 
¶ y this tyme was Fabius come by the hilles, to the toppe 
of 2Haſſicus the mountayn: where the Aomayns myght be= 
holde the Carthaginenũs lodged in the fayze playnes vnder 
them, who ccaſſed not to ſpoyle the fieldes of , and 
to burne the houſes of Simeſſa. This diſpleaſure entred er⸗ 
neſtly into the hart of Minutius: who aboue other maligned 
at the cowardiſe of the dictatour Fabius. And by an oration 
full of great inuecnues, ſet the hartis of che moſt part of the 
hoſt agaynſt bym. But all theyz murmurynge Fabius lyttell 
eſtemyng, contynued the reſte of the ſommer in his olde faſ⸗ 
cion, euer kepyng Anniball from battaile, the thyng that he 
moſt deſyꝛed. Whan the wynter began to dꝛiaw nere, cone 
perceiuyng the countrey not to be able to ſuſteyne the of 
his ennemies any long ſeaſon, and that there was none other 
way fo: them to paſſe out of the fieldes of Falernus, but only 
by the lame ſtrayte wayes, by whych they befoze had entred, 
be ſendyng ſufficient power of Romans to the hyll of Calli⸗ 
cula, and the tow ne of Lafilinus : bym ſelfe, with the mayſter 
of the bozſemen, kept the narowe way, by whyche Anniball 
muſt nedes paſſe, Anniball wylling to pꝛoue the maner ofke- 
pyng of that ſtrayt, came thyther, and there made a ſkirmiſhe 
with the Romanes, ſomewhat to his loſſe, and was fayne to 
rccute backe. Und he perceruynge the Romans to haue the 
Samnites and the Campanes their frendes at they: backes, -

9 * towarde Apulia. And Fabius ſet his ten- 
tro betwene the citie of Rome and his en- 
; mmnemies, nother goyng from theym, noꝛ gy⸗ 
uinge them battay le, tyll in ſhort ſpace after he was called to 
Rome, fo: bycauſe of the ſacrifice that ſhulde be doone to the 
goddis. Before his departyng, he not only exhoꝛted Minu⸗ 
tius, mayſter of the hoꝛſemen, whom he lefte with his army,

but alſo ſtreyghtly commaunded hym, that he ſhuld in no wiſe 


haue to do watt; his ennemies, fot any occaſion that ſhule be 
gyuen him: and that he ſhuld better truſt to counſayle than to 


fortune : and that he ſhuld rather folowe his aduiſe, being his 


capytain, than vſè the trade of Septonius and Flaminius,ſhee 
wyng the dangers of it by examples. Alſo he declared to him 
He diſceite of theyꝛe nnemies. And whan he had gyuenhym 
theſe exhoꝛtations in vayne, he departed to Rome. 

¶ In the begynnyng of ſommer, whyles thoſe thinges were 
done in Italye, great warre begunne in Spayne. Haſdruball 
deliucred vnto Himilco.xl.ſayle, wel furniſ ed for the warre, 


and hym ſelfe with a great numbꝛe of ſhyppes, alſo departed 


from Carthage, and ſayled into Spayne, where aſter he was 
arryued and landed his hoſte, he ſet his ſhyppes at theſh

Che Carthaginenſes noo 
mote troubled with they: enemies than with theyꝛ owne ru⸗ 
mour, were ſhoꝛti ouercome and fledde:and at the firſt con⸗ 
fiyct the Romans toke two ſhyppes, and dꝛowned. uu. Und 
although the Romans ſawe all the ſhooze occupied with men 
of armes, yet were they not aferde, but folowed their . 
mies ſhyppes fleynge, in ſoo moche that of. xxx. ſayle they 
toke and diſtroyde.xxv. And with this great pray went again 
to the ſea, and landed at Zarracon, where Scipio taryed not 
longe, but that his brother . Scipio arriued there alſo, ſent

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An nan was there in Sagunt a noble ſpanyard, 


WAg called Acedux, who befoꝛe that tyme had 
ven very faythfull to the Carthaginenſes: 
but than (as it is the facion of many of the 
common ſoꝛt of men) whan foꝛtune fayled, 
his faith lykewyſe chaunged. He imagined 
wvith hym ſelfe, what way he my ght beſt at- 
Tendityp of the Romans. After many ſundry ima⸗ 
ginations, be thought ſooneſt to bꝛynge it about, if he might 
finde the meanes, to delyuer them thoſe noble mens children, 
whiche were left at Sagunt as pledges and ſuerties . Foꝛ by 
that meanes he thought the Romans myght beſte wynne the 
hartis of the pꝛĩcis of Spain. But this enterpriſe he thought 
be coulde not compaſſe, onleſſe he myght obteyne the fauour 
of one Boſtar, who lay encamped without the citie vpon the 
28 of the l a ous —_ of — — 

e ſure kepyng of the citie, to ſtoppe te Aomanes 
cõmandement 


entre that way from the hauen, without whoſe 


be knewe well the kepers of the pledges wolde nothyng do. 
Zhan Acedux thought with crafte to aſſay Boſtar , and went 
to the campe where he lay, deſyꝛyng ſecretely to ſpeake with 
hym: And fyꝛſt he beganne to ſhew hym the daunger that the 


countrey was in, conſyderyng the ſtronge armye of the Ao⸗ 


mano, whiche was than at hande. He ſhewed hym alfo, that 
the Spantardes had ſo longe continued in the frendeſhyp of 


the Larthaginenſes, fo: feare mote than foꝛ loue, And all by 


cauſe the Romane army was ſo farre from theym: but nowe 


ſyns they were come ouer Yberus, it was to be feared, leſte 


they wolde all yelde them ſelues vnto Scipio. Mher foꝛe be 
de ſpꝛed hym to woꝛke wyſely therin. 

¶ Whar Boſtar demaunded of him, what he wold haue him 
to do for remedy therof, he anſwered: Þ wold aduyſe you, to 
ſende the children of the noble mẽ, whom ye haue as pledges 
in this towne, to their parentes frendes and cities: ſo ſhal ye 
get all they: hartes and loues by this kyndnes ſhewyng, whia 


put 
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meanynge all truthe and playnnes, was anone pe 


the fame purpoſe, and graunted bym the conduite ofthe ſure © 
ties. Than went Acedur pꝛiuyly to Scipio his tentes, and 


there declared vnto hym the good wyll that he bare towarde 
bym and the Romanes : And appoynted with hym the tyme 
and place of delyuere of the pledges. Than went Ucedur as 
gayn to Boſtar, of whom he receyued ſpeciall cõmandemen- 
tcs and tokens to the kepers of the pledges,to go with him, 
takyng with them the pledges, whan be woid requyꝛe theym. 
Than ſhewed he the kepers of the chyldren, that he wolde 
depart frum the citie in the nyght, to thintente the better to 
eſcape the danger of the watches ofthe Roman boſte. Wher 
fore be wylled theym to be redy to rede with bym, whan he 
called on theym at an how:e certayne in the night folowinge : 


They as innocentes in the matter, made all thynges redye to 


departe at the howꝛe appoynted , at whyche bow:e be fay⸗ 
led not to come. Thus departed be from the cytie, both wi 


the cbyldren and alſo their kepers, and cre they were ware, 


be leddetheym amonge a numbꝛe of Romaynes, that by his 
crafty appoyntement were layde in imbuſhementes fo: the 
ſame purpoſe : where they were all taken, and bꝛought to 
Scipio, who delruered the pledges to they: cities and 
frendes : wherby he gate the loue of the moꝛe parte 
of the cities in Spayne : ſo that they were redy to 
take armour tothe ayde of the Romans, whan 
ſo euer Scipio commaunded them . Theſe 
thynges were doone in Spayne, the ſe⸗ 
conde yere of the battayl betwene 
the Carthaginenſes and 
the Romaynes.

his owne men, ſent in — boſting letters to Rome, wherwith 
the citie was moch cõfoꝛted. Not withſtanding Fabius ( whan 
all che citie was mery, wold nother beleue the newes, noꝛ the 
letters, At the laſt be ſaid, if al were trewe, he rather feared 
their pꝛoſperous aduenture, than reioyſed therin. Whyche 
ſaying cauſed him greatly to be bated of the citexens,7 Mar⸗ 
cus Metellus openly rebuked Fabius therfoꝛe, ſayinge,tbat 
he kept his men in theyꝛ campes, moꝛe lyke captiues and puts 
ſoners, than men of warre. Specially it was not to be ſuffred 


that he being pꝛeſent, wold not only ſuffer nothing to be done 


yalyantly agaynſt his enemies, but now alſo being abſent, held 


againſt the thing that was well done by his maſter of hoꝛſmẽ. 


Fabius anſwered but fewe woꝛdes, foꝛ be thought they ſhuld 
be euyll harde:but he ſayd, that where. i.ꝓeres paſt, the citie 
had ſuſtemed great harmes and loſſe thꝛough the foliſhe hare 
dyneſſe of the gouernours, he douted not, but yf he myght 
beare rule and haue his mynde, he wolde make it euident to 
all men, that foꝛtune coulde lyttell do oꝛ woꝛkte againſt a good 


captain: but that wiſdom ⁊ reaſon ſhuld haue the dominion o⸗ 


uer al her chances. e ſaid further, that he had ſaued his hoſt 


from a cruei enmy, mal this perillous time without harme oz . 
ſname: which he thought, ought more to be pꝛaiſed, thã to kyl 
a great nũbꝛe of enmies. But in concluſion, te determination 


of the ſenate was, that . Utrilms Regulus ſhuld be conſull 
in the plabe of Fliminius: And that Minutius, the maiſter of 
the horſemen (who ſo nobly had gouerned his army) ſhuld be 
balfe ruler of the hoſte with Fabiꝰ, ⁊ the gouernice therofto 
be parted betwene the, With

CWith theſe diſpleſant actes of the ſenate returned 
to eee. that alth — 2 
balfe the rule with hym, yet ſnuld be want the policy and mas 
ner of oꝛdryng his part of the army to him c6mirted: whiche 
policy by exercyſe and great trauayle be had obteyned. Mi- 
nurius perceyuyng bym ſelſe to be had in ſuche eſtmation at 
Rome, as wel with the ſenators as with the commons, where 
he was befoꝛe a lyttell pzoude, he than beganne to take moch 
moꝛe on hym, boſtyng hym ſelfe, that in they2 great calamitie, 
alone was founde out a captapne able to matche Knmball, 
and than began he to diuiſe of the parting of their empyꝛe 02 
rule. Me wold haue had it ſo parted, that one day oꝛ one weke 
be ſhulde haue ruled all: one other day oꝛ weke, Fabius 
to rule al, and ſo ro take the hole gouernance by tourne. That 
wolde Fabius none of: but wolde haue the army parted be⸗ 


twene them, with the oꝛdynances and other neceſſaries. Say 


os that in caſe be coulde not by his counſayle ſaue the hole 


e: yet be wold aſſay to ſaue the halfe therof,as wel as be 


myght. And on that poynt they agreed, and therypon deuy⸗ 


ded theyꝛ companies ot legions, and alſo theyꝛ campes. This 
debate and oꝛder of the Romayn capytayns was knowen to 
Anniball by eſpyes, as were all other thinges that were done 
in the tentes of his ennemies, whyche tydynges brought to 
hym double ioye. One was, foꝛ that he thought to yanquiſhe 
the foolyſſhe hardynes of Miutius euen as he wolde bym 


ſelfe. The other was, fo: that halfe the ſtrengthe of Fabius 
was dymynyſihed, by reafone of the partynge of the hoſte. 


Thanne was there a bylle betweene the hooſte of Anmball, 
and the hoſt of Minutius, which hyll who ſo euer bad goten, 
ſhuld be able to do moche diſpleaſure to his enemies. Unmbal 
deſyꝛed not ſo mocheto take it without batayle(although the 
occupation therofſhuld be to hym very neceſſary) as to make 
it an occaſion of batail to Minutius:whom, be wiſt wel, wold 
euer run to withſtande his enterpꝛiſe in the attaining therof, 
A fielde there was in the myddell betwene hym and the ſayd 
byll, whyche fielde was very playne and fayꝛe, and appeered 
moche vnmete fo: treaſon, to hyde any embuſhement in, bys 
cauſe it was nother couered with woode, ſhwbbes, noꝛ buſ⸗

they: great hardines reſtoꝛed them ſelues to they: countrey, 
Whan Manlius had fynyſhed bis oꝛuation, al though many of 
theymwere of the kynrede andalyance to the ſenatours, yet 
the anſwere was gyuen them, that they ſhuld not be redemed. 
And that foꝛ two cauſes, the one was for the olde exaumple 
of the citie, that had euer lyttell fauoured the redemption of 
captiue pꝛyſonere. An other was, the greate ſumme of mo⸗ 
ney that muſte be payde foꝛ them. wherof they: treaſure had 
ben befoꝛe made bare with manyfolde charges of warre. And 
allo they were that Anniball, than being nedy of money, 
ſhulde with they: be ſo greatly enryched. Than bes 
ganne a newe mournyng fo: the loſſe of the cytezens . They 
folowed the legates with greate wepynge and ſoꝛowe to the 
gates. One of thoſe tenne Romayne meſſangers, that were 
ſent from Anniball, after that his company departed towarde 
Rome, fayned that he had lefte ſome thynge bebynde hym, 
and ſo returned to his tentes, and in the nyght ouertoke bis 
company, by whiche fraudulent retourne, thynking him ſelfe 
quytte and diſcharged of his othe, wente home to his owne 
houſe. And there remayned ſtyl, not returnyng to Anniball: 
but whan his vntruth was knowen, be was taken 7 ſent to the 
tentes of the Larthaginenſes, todo with hym they: pleaſure. 


C Howe Pacuuius by crafte became ch{cke ruler of Lapua, and 
of the peldyng of that citic to Ina(bal. Cap. xx vi ti. 


Amball after the battayle at Cannas, with as greatte 
ſpede as he mygbr, went from Apulia to Sammy, and 
to Coſſa, and ſo to Aaples, but the ſtrengthe of that 
towne made him afrayde to grue aſſaut terto. Mherfoꝛe he 
went from thens, and came to Capua, whiche as than * 
- e 
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e and abundance by long felicitie ⁊ ſauoꝛ of fore 


tune. was there in Capua one Pacuuus,a noble ma, ſa- 
n ye 
the Romans loſt the bataile at T 


kyng to make a diſcoꝛd betwene the ſenate and the cõmon pe 
ple, who long had vſed great licence and liberty without rea⸗ 
ſon, and therby to increaſe both his authoꝛitie and ſubſtãce, de 
uiſed a great and perillous enterpꝛiſe, which was, that ſo ſone 
as Auniball uld come thyther with his army, he wold cauſe 
the commons to ſlea the Senatours: After whoſe death, he 
my ght at his pleaſure relde the cutieto the Carthaginenſes. 
pet at the laſt he confydered, that better it were fort hym to 
rule and gouerne a cõmon welth flouſhing in all thinges 
to rule a citie, that were vtterly ſubuerted and diſtroied (whi 
che he acc ompted tobe, vf the noble men and ancient counſel- 
lers therof were ſlayn) he than imagined a way, that he might 
both ſaue the ſenate and counſel of the citie, and make the coil 
ſell of tbe ſame, to thinke them ſelues bound to him and to the 
commune people. Wherypon he called a counſayle, wherein 
be ſgewed the ſenatouro, that to receiue the Larthaginenſes, 
and to leaue the Romans frendſhip, dyd nothyng pleaſe him, 
conſyderynge that he had maryed Appme dough⸗ 
ter, and alſo that Liuius hadde maryed one of his doughe 
ters: ſauynge that neceſſitie dydde requyꝛe it, bycauſe there 
was other matters in hande moche moꝛe to be doubted, whi⸗ 
che was, that the commune people were pourpoſed fyzſte 
to ſlea theym all that were of the Senate howſe, and after 
to velde vp the citie to Anniball. Neuer the leſſe he ſayde, 
be wolde vndertake that he wolde ſaue theym frome dauns 
ger, yf they wolde commytte theym ſelues wholly to hym: 
wherwith he made theym greatte aſſurance by othes. Whan 
they all, beinge ouercome with feare, had conſented to bym, 
J wyll hut you(ſaith he )into the ſenate houſe, as thoughe Y 
were of the comons councell, and dyd alowe their dedes and 
purpoſe: but after. I ſhall fynde a waye to conſerue and ſaue 
you. And whan they were agreed to the ſame, be encloſed 
them in the capitoll, ſo that none could come to them, nother 
they gette furthe, vnleſſe it were by his licence. And than he

were incloſed. And whan the cõmons herd his name, they all 
cried, that be was wicked, ⁊ y of puniſhment, Than faid 


Pacunius, I here well what you ſay, lette him be caſt out for 
nought, ⁊ an other choſen in his place. Than were they at the 


firſt put to ſilence, bicauſe they wanteda better to be choſen in 


bis place. And whan any man wolde take vponhym to name 


any other man: there woldariſea greater rumoꝛ and noy ſe at 
his naming. Some ſaying,they knew him not, and ſom repꝛe⸗ 
dending his birthe, ſome his maners, ſome the vilenes of his 
craft and with ſuch other like obiections: ⁊ moch moꝛe 
the notſe was for of the ſecond and third:ſo that they 
al agreed, that it was rather better fo: them to ſuffer the olde 
noughty ſenatours to remain, which they knewe,than to haue 
ſuch new as were woꝛſe and vnknowẽ. ſo that they cõmanded 
to let the old ſenatours go free, and vie their romthes. After 
this maner Pacuuius gat the rule of the cõmon welthe, pea⸗ 
ſybly makyng the ſenators moche moꝛe bounde to him foꝛ ſa⸗ 
uinge their lyues, than to the commons of the citie. And by 
this meane by al mens conſent he had the hole gouernance of 
the citie. f this cam the loſſe of the dignitie to the ſenators, 
forgetting their liberte, doing nothig in the coũſel hous with 
out the coͤmous aduiſe. The citie was always pꝛone 7 gruen 
to luſt 7 pleſure, not only by the noughtynes of their RE 
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but allo by the abundance of pleaſures, ryches, and other des 
tyres, and of all fruitefulnes bothe on ſea and lande, and was

xed wanton thꝛough the flattery of pꝛyncis, and, 
udertie of the people, folowyngthep: p | 
Fonde all meaſure, ſo that they diſpiſed both = 
ther magiſtrates, andalſo all rule and lawc. And 
toe battarle of Canuas, they that had a lyttell hamefaſtneſſe 
before, were not aſhamed to diſpiſe the empire of Rome. And 
in ſhort tyme after, they conſented to yeld vp the citie to An⸗ 
mball, and to leaue the amitie of the Romans:yct befoꝛe they 
wolde ſende they: legates to Anniball, they ſent meſſangers 
to Rome, to deſyꝛe that one of they: citie de euer one 
of the couſuls at Rome, yf they wolde that they ſhuld helpe 
them in theyꝛ buſines. Mervpon there aroſe great indignas 
tion and angre, foꝛ that they that were befoꝛe in amitie and as 
ſubiectes, ſhulde requyzc ſuche equalitie of honour the 
Romans. Wherfo:e they cõmaunded, that the legates ſhuld 
be brought out of the ſenate houſe, and further they ſeute an 
officer, who ſhoulde conueye theym oute of the ciric, and to 
charge them to departe oute of the limyttes and boundes of 
Rome, The ſame legates incontinent yppon they: retourne 
home, were ſent to Anniball, who receyued them, and grans 
ted them all the conditions of peace, accordynge to they: aſ⸗ 
kyng, ſo that no ruler oꝛ magiſtrate of Carthage ſhulde heres 
after clayme rule oꝛ dominton ouer any citizen of Capua, no⸗ 
ther ſhuldeany of them be enfoꝛſed to go in the warres, but 
at his owne pleaſure. Agayne, that they myghte kepe ſtylle 
they: owne lawes, with they: rulers and magiſtrates. Umons 
geſt whyche requeſtes,theydeſy:ed. tit. £. Bomane captiues 
to be delyuered vnto them, whiche ſhulde be chaunged fo: o⸗ 
ther. iii. C. of theyz horſemen, that kepte warre in Sicilia, 
whiche was not denyed theym. To this agreement, Decius 
_ Hagius, aman.of great authoutie(ſauing the commons 
were not agreable to hym) dyd vtterly ande: fyiſt wil- 
lynge that no legacy ſhulde be ſent to Anniball. And as ſoone 
as he hearde, that the agreement was made, and that Anni⸗ 
_ ball wolde ſende his men of armes to Capua, he ſhewed them 
f;ioꝛ an example, the pꝛoude raygnynge of Pyꝛrhus: and the 
my ſerable ſeruitude of the Tarentines, crying alowde, that if 
ther wolde here hym, Anniballes army ſhulde in no wyſe be

¶ Ao ſoone as theſe thynges were ſhewed to Anniball (as 
they were not ſecretely ſpoken) hec5manded, that Magius 
ſhulde be taken and ſent vnto hym: but than he fearynge the 
diſpleaſure of the people, ſent woꝛde to Marius the Preto, 
that be wold beat Capua the next day folowyng, Marius ins 
continent aſſembled the people, and ſhewed all men of Anni⸗ 
balles commynge,commandynge them to be redy with their 
wyues to meete hym. And whanne he was commynge, and 
all the citie went to mete hym, onely Decius, with his ſonnc, 
and a fewe of his frendes, wolde not go with them: but wal⸗ 
ked openly and ſtubburnely in the market place. As ſoone as 
Annibal came to the citie, he called a counſayle, myndynge in 
bis angre to do cruell execution of his aduer ſariẽn, not withs 
ſtandyng the rulars of the citie deſyꝛed bym, that he ſhuld do 
nothing as that day, but be mery and celebrate the ſame in the 
wo:lhyp of hiscommynge. To whole requeſt (although be 
was of a ſodayne inclinatiou to wꝛath and angre) be was con⸗ 
foꝛmable: and ſpent that day in vewyng the citie. | | 
C PÞacrutus Lalauius, of whome we ſpake befoꝛe, who was 
chiefe of the citie, and chiefe cauſer of the yeldynge thereof 
to the Larthaginenſes, brought his ſonne, being a yong m3, 
thyther, whom he toke from thecompanye of Decius, with 
whom the yonge man ſtode fyꝛmeſy agaynſte the bandes and 
frendihyp made with the Carthaginenſes: nother coulde the 
citezens, being enclyned to that parte, nother the auctoꝛitie 
of bis father, moue the yonge man to the ſame : vnto whome 
bis father, wich great interceſſion, made Anniball good loꝛde 
and frende. Hnmbgll being ouercome and appealed with the 
requeſt of dis father, cauſed the yonge man, with his father, 
to be ſent for to ſupper : at whiche ſupper there was none of 
Kage npng Ore were lodged in that howſe, and one 
Jubellius ea, a noble warriour, The ſouper was begun 
befoꝛe the nyghr, the feaſt was ſumpruous, and not after the 
maner of fare in warre tyme, Thia yongeman, nother by the 
pꝛouocation of the rulars, noꝛ by the chering of Annibal him 
ſclfe, coulde be perſwadedto be mery,but he hewed his fa⸗ 
ther, that be was diſeaſed, and that his minde was iooꝛe trou 
bled.

ye, meune of ua, your lybertie, whiche you deſyꝛed: In 
the markette Ie dorly , and in the preſence 
of you all, I beinge chiefe and moſte auncient of Capua, be⸗ 


inge bounde, am dꝛawen to deathe . What coulde haue bene 
done moꝛe cruell and violente, yf Capua had be taken? whan 
be coulde not be ſtayed, but contynued crienge after this mas 
ner,bicauſe the commune people were thoughte tobe moued 
with his woꝛdes, dis face and bead was couered, and be was 
ledde quyckely out of the gates into the tentes of Anhiball, 
and from in haſte ſente towarde Carthage by ſhyppe, 
leſte there ſhoulde be anye ſedytion moued foꝛ the fame a⸗ 
monge the Cytezens: but in ſaylynge thyther, the ſhyppe 
was dryuen by tempeſte to Lyzenas, where Magius fledde 
to the pycture of Þtholomeus the kynge for bis ſauegarde. 
Wherevppon he was bzoughte by the kepars of the towne 
to Alexandria, befoze Ptholomeus. And whan he badde 
declared vnto the kynge , that Unmball hadde ſente hym 
bounde , contrarye vnto the league and bandes of the truce

Myles theſe thynges were done in Italy, 
7 ago the ſonne of Amilcar, not ſent from 
the army by his bꝛother, but ocupied acer 
ſtayn ſpace, in receruynge the cities of the 
Vꝛuſtano, whiche yelded ſelues wil⸗ 
lyngly to the Cartha dꝛought ty- 
(dinges to Carthage of the victory at Can 
. Whan the ſenatours were foꝛ him aſ- 
ſembled;be — ribe — done by his bꝛother in Italy, 
ſayde: that he had foughten with ſix cap of the whych 
titt, were conſuls, the fyfteDictarour, is chiefe rular in 
the common welthe of the citie, and the ſyxte mayſter of the 
hoꝛſemen. He fayd alſo, that be had oucrcome, vi. conſulles 
boſtes : ſo that there was ſlayne by hym.ii.C. . and aboue 
fyfty.

the circumſtance of the matter: wylling him to come to them 
yf he intended that they ſhuld kepe the towne. Who percei⸗ 
uyng they: ſtedfaſtnes, greately prayſed the ſenate of Rola, 
deſyꝛynge them to perſeuere in they: pu al wth : and vſe ſuche 
ſubtiltie in prolonging of tyme,as they had done, vntill 
bis commyng to them, whych ſhuld be ſhortly : Ya the meane 
ſeaſon, he willed t ow not to beaknowen of any ſuccour that 
was commynge. Than eps abr made hym redy, and with 
hio army toke the way to Calacia, and ouer the riuer of Uul- 
turnus, aud foro Rola. 
- Anniball befoze the Pretors comming, went from Hola to 
 Haples,very deſyzous to wynne ſome towne that laye on — 
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ten thyther . Junius Syllanus) and ſhulde as well be kept 
out there as he was at Rola: he went and layde ſiege to Hus 
ceria, whyche at laſt, virnge many wayes, he cauſed them by 
famyne to yelde. Marcellus was by that tyme inthe towne 
of Rola, and was no ſurer of his owne ſouldyours thanne he 
was of the pꝛyncis of Hola: but he feared the commons, and 
aboue all other he dꝛadde a yonge man, very hardye, and of a 
noble lygnage, whoſe name was Lucius Bantius, who was 
moche deſyꝛous to yelde the towne to Anniball. for beynge 
founde amonge a heape of dead bodies and ſooꝛe wounded in 
the battayle at Cannas, Anniball cauſed hym to be healed, and 
ſent home with large gyftes : fo: which gentyll dede, he wold 
fayne that Nola ſhuld be yelded to Anniball. 2Barceilus pers 
ceyued this Bahrius to be troubled in his mynde with ſuche 
ſtudy, ſo that be muſt eyther with p cment be refrained, 
oꝛels by benefic reconciled: he ſent for bym, and fo beninglye 
with woꝛdes, promyles, and entertayned hym, that 
there was none in the citie ſo ſureafter tothe Romans as he. 
Coban Unmball was come from Auceria (which he of late 
bad taken) before the gates of Rola, Marcellus was entred 
the citie, not fearyng to kepe his campe abꝛode: but leſt bis 
taryinge without ſhulde be an occaſyon of betraying and yels 
dyng vp thecitie. Than beganne ſmallſkyzmyſhyng betwene 
the citie and the Carthaginenſes: at whiche time the pryncis 
of Aolaſhewed Marcellus, that the common people hadde 
ſecrete metynges and communication in the nyghee, with the 
Carthaginenſes: in the whiche it was purpoſed, that whanne 
the Romans were gone out to fyght, they wolde take they: 
ſtuffe n gates: and fo whan they had 
gotten bothe they? ſtuſfe and goodes, they wold reccyue the 
Carthaginenſes into the towninſtede of the Romans. Wha 
they bad ſhewed theſe conſpiracies to Marcellue, he praiſed 
the yꝛ fidelitie greatly, and thought to aſſaye what be mygbt 
do by battayle, before any ſuche trouble ſhoulde be within the 
citie. Firſt he oꝛdered his hoſte being diuided inthe partes, 
at the. iii. gates, whyche opened agaynſte his ennemyes . he 
commaunded the ſtuffe and baggage = folowe a prety 1 
after 
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after. And at the middel gate he ſet the ſtrẽgth ofthe Noman 
legions, the newe ſouldiours and other that cam to their ſuc⸗ 


cours, he ſette at the two other gates, ſtraighfly commaun⸗ 
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dyng, that the Nolans in no wyſe ſhulde come on the walles, 
noꝛ nere the gates. e ſent alſo certayn ſouldiours to awaite 
on the cariage and ſtuffe, leſt whan they were buly in battaile, 
the Aolanes myghte ſpoyle and take it. Whanallthynges 


were thus put in good oꝛder, they ſtode ſtyll within the wal⸗ 
les, without makyng any ſhewe. * | 


'C Annidball ſtanding in aray in the fieldes alonge ſpace, as he 


to be dyſtributed amonge the commons. And after he had 
committed the charge of kepyng of the towne to the ſenate, 

he remoued with his hole hoſt beyonde Sueſſala, 
CAanmball, after hehadde wonne Acerrao, came to Caſſi⸗ 
linum, where they ſo yalyantlyc defended theym lelfes, that 
Anmball, beinge halfe aſhamed, left the ſiege, and wente to 
wynter at Capua. And there he kepte his hooſtein *

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for the moſt part of the wynter, who of long tyme befbꝛe had 
endured agaynſt all kyndes of peynes and trauayle, hauynge 
ſmalle knowlege of pleaſure oꝛ eaſe, And they that couid not 
before he ouercome with any kynde of miſery oꝛ peyne, were 
than loſte with vnmeaſurable pleaſurcs ; wherein they were 
wholly dzowned, fo gredy they were therof, after they: ac-- 
cuſtomed peynes, Thus toke they al they: delite in flepe and 
wyne, in bankettes, hauntynge of harlottes and bathes, with 
dayly reſte and ydelnes, whiche delycate faſhion withdrewe 
bothe theyrꝛcourage, and alſo they: ſtrength from theyꝛ bo⸗ 
dies and myndes: ſo that after warde they: ioye cotnfort and 
ſtrength was mote by remembꝛance of the victoues, whiche 
they had opteyned befoꝛe, than in theyꝛ pꝛeſent ſtrength : Yn 
ſo moche that to lette his ſouldiours thus folow they: luſtes, 
was thought amonge expert warriours a greater hynderance - 
vnto bym, than that he did not lead his hoſt to Rome ſtreight 
after the battayle of Lannas. Fo: that tarienge and doubting 
was thought but only a pꝛolongyng of the victoꝛye, but this 
faute made theym vnable afterwarde to ouercome . Soo that 
whan he remoued from Capua aſter the winter, it ſemed that 
be ledde furthe a ſtraunge army, other than be bꝛought thy⸗ 
ther, they obſerued none of they: accuſtomed ſort of warre, 
ſomme retourned to they harlottes: many other, as ſoone 
as they beganne to feele pey ne, trauayle, and hardeneſſe of 
warre, and that they were fayne to be couered with ſkyn⸗ 
nes, they were ſo werye, and the warre ſemed to them ſo te⸗ 


diouſe, that they wanted bothe they: ſtrength of bodye, and 


hardyneſſe of mynde, whyche they hadde befoꝛe. A greatte 
parte of the hoſte without they: wages, ſtole from they: ca⸗ 
pytaynes, nother hadde they any other denne oꝛ receptable 
but Lapua. |

Uhan it dꝛewe towarde the ſommer, Unniball removed 
agayne to Caſſilinum, where without aſſaute * 
but only by contynuall ſiege kepriges be W * 
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inhabirantes therofalmoſte to extreme pouertie and famyne. 
Thevictatour in this ſeaſon was gone to Rome, to — by 
diuinations the fortune that ſhulde happen. Titus 20s 
mus was left as ruler ofthe army. Marcellus being at Rola 
wolde haue ſuccoured them of Caſſilinum, ſaue that the cite⸗ 
ens of Nola wolde in no caſe ſuffer hym to go from 
fearynge leſte after his departure, the inhabirantes of 
wolde haue inuaded theym-. The ryuer alſoo of Uulturnus 
was ryſen ſo bygb, that he coulde not well paſſe ouer, but in 
great ieopardy. Sracchus was lefte with a certayne men of 
warre, to lye about Caſſilinum, who moued not, noꝛ brought 
them any ſuccour, bycauſe he hadde in commandement of the 
dictatour, that he ſhulde moue no battayle in his abſence : yet 
hearde he ſuche newes from Caſſilinum, whyche wolde haue 
moueda manto haue bꝛoken his commandement . Fo: it was 
ſhewed bym, that ſome being not able to ſuſteyne the greatte 
bungre and famine, without aduyſement, diſtroid them ſelfes: 
And ſome deſyꝛyng the death, wold ſtand on the walles with- 
out armour, to the intent they myght be ſlayn with the ſhotte 
of they: ennemies . Gracchus ſeyng that he durſte not helpe 
theym by battayle, bycauſe of the contrary cõmaundement of 
bis dictatour, And there was no remedy to brynge them ſu⸗ 
ſtynance, foꝛ that in no caſe coulde be done without battayle. 
Than he gathercd inthe fieldes as many kyndes of coꝛne as 
be could, and therwith fylled a great numbre of veſſels oꝛ ba⸗ 
' relles, and ſent a meſſanger to the rulars of the citie, certify⸗ 
ing them, that he wolde the next nyght ſende the veſſels with 
grayne downe the water, warning them to be redy to receiue 
theym at the cõmyng of the tyde. The nyght folowyng, eue⸗ 
ry man went to the ryuer to tary the cõmyng of the grayn, ac⸗ 
coꝛdyng to the pꝛomyſe of Sracchus,at the laſte they myght 
ſee the tounnes come ſwymmynge downe the myddell of the 
ſtreame, whiche they receyued gladly and diuyded it equally 
among them. Thus they continued by the ſpace of. iii. 02.4111, 
nyghtes, ſo longe they dilceyyed the watchemen of theyꝛ ens 
nemies: butat the laſte the water aroſe mochebygher than it 
was wont, by the reaſon of a continuall rayne that fell, ſo that 
the ſtreame was mote ſwyft than it was wont to be, wher 
— — were dꝛyuen to lande on that part where the ho 
of Anniball lay, and many were founde ſtyckyng _—_ the

tyll it was alſo epred. At — yer were bꝛought to ſuche 
pouertie, that they were c to take ſkynnes, ſtryn⸗ 
ges, and the couerynges of ſhieldes, whiche they mede ſofte 
in warme water, and ſo cate them: nother refrayned they to 
cate myſe and ſuche kynde of vermyn, and all kynde of herbes 
and rootes, whiche grewe without in the fielde adioyning to 
the walles. Thus alſo perceyued Anniball: wher foꝛe be cau⸗ 
ſed the grounde to be plowed vp, where all ſuche herbes and 
rootes dyd growe to his ennemies ſucc our without the wall. 


In whiche newe plowed groundes the men of the towne ſo⸗ 


wed paſnepſede, wherat Anniball cried, Shall I tary at Laſs 
flinum whyle theſe ſedes be growen vp able fo: they: foode 
and ſuſtynance? Whervpon where before he wolde here of 
no c6munication of truce, he 22 was contented to couenant 
with them for they: redemption. The puce of their redempe 

tion was. vii. ounces of golde fo: euery oftheym, 
couenantes were made, they yelded them ſelues ; And they 
were kepte in pryſon, vntylle all the money was payde. And 
after ſent with good leaue to Lumas. There came from Pꝛe⸗ 
neſte to the garyſon of Caſſilinũ.v. C. and ſeuenty ſouldiozs, 
of whiche the moſte part were ſlayne and famyſhed, the reũ⸗ 


due went to Þ:eneſte with their capitayne Manicius: Caſſi- | 


linum was giuen to the citeʒ ens of Capua, and kept with. vil. 

C. of Anniballes ſouldiours, leſte whan they were departed 
from thens, the Romans ſhulde take it agayn. The ſenate of 
Rome appoynted double ſtypende to the ſouldiours of Pre-: 
neſte, and alſo gaue them fiue yeres licence, to be abſent from 


the warres, fos they: great fidelitic. Than were the Romans 


duly in choſyng newe ſouldiours, to ſupply they: places that 
were ſlayne in the batayle befoze. Lucius Poſtbumius, and 
Titus Sempꝛonius were choſen conſulles . The dictatour, 
whan the offycers were choſen, went to Theanũ, where Ne 
army wyntred : he left the maiſter of the horſemen at 
who anone after he had receyued the office, counſayled wi 
the han

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that yere. And whan they were mooſte diligent aboute theyr 
duſines, tydynges was bzought to the citie of a newe ſlaugh⸗ 
ter and loſſe, that was than ed vnto theym, oone euylle 
chaunce that yere commynge after an other. The truth was, 
that Lucius Poſthumius and his armye was dyſtroyed in 
France by this meanc, There was a great wyde woode, cal- 
led by the Frenchemen Litana,th:ough which he ſhuld leade 
bio hoſte, of tbe whiche woode the Frenchmen bad fo cutte 
all the trees on bothe ſydes the waye, yf they were not mo⸗ 
ued, they wolde ſtande ſty lle: but-beinge any thynge moued, 
they wolde anon fall. Poſthumius bad in bis hoſte fyuc and 
twenty thouſande men. The Frenchemen hadde beſtowed 
their companye rounde aboute the compaſſe of the woode, 
and whan the armye of the Romaynes was welle centred the 
woode, they caſt downe the fartheſt part of the trees, gro- 
wynge in the boꝛders of the woode, which whan they were 
moued fell one vpon an other thꝛough the woode. hauyng no 
ſtay, Rave dow ne and ſleing the Romans as they paſſed, 
botbe men and hoꝛſes, ſo that ſcarſely tenne men eſcaped,the 
moſte part were almoſte paſte breathe and deade of the hur- 
tes of the trees fallynge on them, the reſidue, that eſcaped, z 
wolde haue fledde, beinge amaſed with the ſodeyne chaunce, 
wereſlayne by the Frenchemen, who beinge armed, beſet tho 
woode rounde about. There were a few taken, which ſoughe 
to goo ouer a brydge, whiche the Frenchemen kepte, but as 
none they were compaſſed and beſetabout with the Frenche⸗ 
men. There the conſull Poſthumiuo, who in no wyſe wolde 
be taken of his ennemyes, manfully and nobly dyed; They 
bꝛought the oꝛnamentes of his bodye, and his heade, beinge 
cut from the body, to the chicfe temple in that countrey, with 
ſyngyns and moche myꝛthe. They pourged and clenſed the 
ſkull within and without, and couered the bꝛayne panne ouer 
with golde, vſynge it to dꝛynke therin, whan they dyd ſacry⸗ 
ice at any ſolemne feaſt:and alſo it ſerued the pꝛieſtes and bi⸗ 
ſmoppes of the temple, as a cuppe at the ce. The p:aye 
was no leſſe to the Frenchemen thanne the yictozye, for al- 
though the moſt parte of the cattall was ſlayne, with tbe fal- 
lyng of tbe trees, yet they loſt nothyng of the ſubſtance that 


Sende; them. 
0 Ithis ſlaughter was knowen at Rome, the citeʒ ens 
| wers

were in ſuche ſoꝛowe and trouble for a great ſpace, that they 
ſhutre their wyndowes and ſhoppes, as though it had ben in 
the nyght: but within ſore ſpace the ſenatours charged the 
officers, to go about the citie, and cauſe the ſnoppes and doo⸗ 
res to be opened, ⁊ to cauſe the citezens to leaue their ſoꝛow. 
¶ Toa Titus Sempꝛonius called a ſenate oꝛ courte, in the 
which he exhorted and counſailed the fathers conſcript, that 


they, whoſe hartes were not ouercome fo: the great diſtruc⸗ 


tion and loſſe of the battayle at Cannao, ſhulde not nowe ſuf⸗ 
fer them ſelues to be vanquyſhed with this moche leſſe ſoꝛow 
and calamitie : admonyſihynge therm, that as concernynge 
the Carthaginenſes and Anmball, all was (as he truſted it 
ſnuld be) very well. And as foꝛ the warres with the French⸗ 

it myght be deferred fo: a ſeaſon : for at all tymes the re⸗ 
— of theyꝛ harmes was in the power of the goddis 
and the Romayns. Furthermoꝛe be ſhewed theym, that they 
ought chiefly to counſayle and woꝛke agaynſt Anniball circũ⸗ 
ſpectly, pꝛeparyng with what numbae of men he might be re⸗ 


ſiſted, and be fyzſte reaſoned what numbꝛe of footemen and 
hoꝛſemen, of citezens and other they: frendes of Italy, were 


in the hoſt of the dictatour. Than Marcellus declared what 


nũbꝛe was in his army, that he had charge of: And thus after 


they had ymagynedand decreed, what numbꝛe ſulde ſatiſfye 
the two Conſuls boſtes; they agreed, that the warre agaynſt 
the Frenchemenne ſhoulde be omytted vntyll an other tyme.

came to aſdruball. And as ſoone as he had hewed hym the 
commaundement of the ſenate, and that fhaſdruball had likes 
wyleinfo:med hym, howe he ſhulde demeane bym ſelfe in the 
warres of Spayne: he retourned agayne to his tentes with 
ſpede.

Wheres 
on, A tpanr ap oty nas rar for ny Ro 06 
ther to the worſe, There was a great numbꝛe of men flayne, 
and vnleſſe the Spamardes had fledde away, ſo thicke befoꝛe 
the battayle was begunne, there hadde ſcar ſely any of m 
remayned vnſlayne. There was no bataile betwene the hoꝛſe 
men, fo: as ſoone as the Mauritaynes and Humidians ſawe 
the myddell warde ouercome and putte to fiyghte, they dꝛy⸗ 
uynge the clephantes before theym, ſodaynly departed and 
fledde: leauynge bothe the wynges bare. aſdruball remai⸗ 
nyng tyllthe laſt ende of the battaile, fledde with a fewe with 
by m. That battayle cauſed the hartes of the Spanyardes, 
whiche doubted befoꝛe inthe frendihyp of the Romanes, to 
be wholly gruen to them. And it dyd not only take the hope 

from aſdrubal of leading his hoſte into Italy: but alſo that 
there was ſcarſe tarieng for bym in Spayne. Which thinges 
after they were certified to the ſenate at Rome by the Sct- 
pions letters, they were not ſo gladde of the victory, as that 
IÞaſdrubal and his hoſt were pꝛohibited the entre into Italy.

WAY ly in Italy. Titus Sempꝛonius and Quins 
tus Fabius Maximus were choſen conſuls. 
Harcellus than laye at Rola, and he made 
WY dyucrs out runnynges with his armye into 
aa ek tbe ficldes of the Hirpines and Samnites 

and ſo dyſtroyed all with the ſwerde and fyꝛe, that he renue 
the memorye of the olde diſtruction of Sammun : and than 
ſtrayght wayes bothe the nations ſente they: meſſangers to 
Anniball at ones, who ſpake to hym after this maner. 

We were ( Anniball) ennemies to the Romayns of our 
ſelues, as longe as our weapons, our harneys, and ſtrengthe 
were able to maynteyne ys, Afterwarde whan we had ſmalle 
bope and truſte in theym, we fell into amitie with Proms, 
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e re were forſaken, beinge not able to defende vs, 
we toke truce and peace neceſſary, foꝛ that we were vnable to 
withſtande the Romaynes. And we haue endured in the ſame 
pcace the ſpace of fyfty yeres, vnto thy commyng into Ita⸗ 
ly. Sens whyche tyme thy onely gentylnes to warde our cy⸗ 
teʒens (w — thou ſendeſt to vs agayne) as 
well as thy vertue and foꝛtune, ſo hathe wonne vs vnto the, 
that yf thou our frende be ſafe and in good helth, we not on⸗ 
ly wolde not feare the Romans, but alſo yf it were laufull to 
be ſpoken, we wold not feare the goddis. But verily not on⸗ 
ly thou being ſafe and ſounde, but alſo preſent where as thou 
mayſt alſo beholde our houſes burnynge, and here the way⸗ 
lyng of our wyues and chyldren, we are ſo ſpoyled, and our 
goodes waſted and dyſtroyed, that it may be thoughte, that 
Marcus Marcellus hath oucrcome at Cannas, and not An- 
niball: and alſo the Romaynes may reioyce, that thou onely 
as it were at one battayle, art ſtronge and valyant, and at the 
next wethered and faynt. we kepte warre with the Romay⸗ 
nes the ſpace of one hundred yeres, beyng ſuccoured by no 
man, ſauyng that Pyꝛrhus the ſpace of. ii. yeres; did increaſe 
bis ſtrengthe and power with our men, rather than defende 
vs by hio power. We wylle not reioyſe of our pꝛoſperitie, 
whan we ſubdued.ii. Conſulleo with theyꝛ boſtes at one time 
and bꝛought them into our ſubiection: but omytting all ſuche 
p:oſperous chaunces that we bad, we myghte ſhewe thoſe 
thynges that happed infoꝛtunately to vs at that tyme, yf 
thcre were any with leſſe ſhame than we maye nowe declare 
thoſe that be chaunced to vs. There dydde inuade the coſtes 
of our countreys at that tyme. it; noble dictatours, the may= 
ſters of horſemen, and two Conſulles, with two conſulles 
hooſtes, hauynge all thynge piouyded foꝛ theym neceſſary⸗ 
ly, 02 they wolde aduenture to robbe and dyſtroy our coun⸗ 
trey . But nowe we be almoſte a pꝛaye to one lyttell hoſte, 
beynge lefte forthe ſuccours of Rola. Rowe they beynge 
but a malle noumbꝛe, after the maner of robbers, ouer⸗ 
come our countreye with leſſe feare, thanne yf they were in 
the Romayne fieldes. The cauſe is, that nother thou doeſte 
defende vo, and alſo that all our luſtye yonge and valyaunt 
menne, whiche without doubt, yf they were at home, wolde

vayne. Reuer the leſſe be pꝛomiſed them ſuccours and helpe, 
not that his army ſhuld come into any of they: groundes, but

C So loone as Marcellus ſawe that hyo ennemies appꝛo⸗ 
ched the walles, be oꝛdered his hooſte wyſely within the 
. walles, and than ſodeynly iſſued out to batayle, makyng great 
noyle. Some at the fy:ſte encountrynge were dꝛyuen backe 
and ſlayne: but whan the armies ioyned togyther , the bat⸗ 
tayle beganne to be very fierſe on bothe partes: And no faile 
it had ben a ſooꝛe fyght, bad not a huge tempeſt and raine de⸗ 
parted therm: wherby hauynge bothe egre myndes, the one 
was deyuen into the towne, and the other to his campe oꝛ ten 
tes, and lyttell hurt done, where (beynge bothe deſyꝛous of 
battayle) they abode all the next dave, ſo great was the vio⸗ 
lence of the ſtozme. The thy:de day Anniball ſent. parte of 
his ſouldtours, to robbe and ſpoyle the fieldes : which whan 
Marcellus knewe, he ſtreight ways bꝛought bis hoſte furth 
to the battayle, and Anmball on the other ſyde was nothinge 
 bebynde. There was almoſte a myle betwene the towne and 
the campe, where the two boſtes mette togyther . The crye 
that was ray ſed on bothe partes cauſed the companye to re⸗ 
turne to battayle, which were befoꝛe ſent a ſpoy ling, and the 
Holans with their power were ready to increaſe the Roma⸗ 
nes hoſte: whome Marcellus (greatly pꝛayſynge foꝛ they: 
good wylles and courage) commaunded to ſtande in aray re⸗ 
dy to they: ſuccour, and to conuey them, which were woun= 
ded, out of the battayle., And that they ſhoulde in no wyſe 
fyghte, vntylle be com ded theym. The battayle was 
ſtronge, the ſowldiours fought with alltheyz myghtes, and 
lxkewyſe the Lapytaynes pꝛouoked theymto the ſame. | 
Marcellus badde them boldely withſtande thoſe that were 
duercomme not thꝛe dayes befoꝛe, and that not longe agone 
fledde from Cuma as vacabundes, and the yere befoꝛe were 
dꝛyuen from Hola, he beynge capytayne. And to comfoꝛte 
therm the moꝛe, he ſayde, that all ther: enemyes were not in 
bvbattayle: ſome were a rouynge in the fieldes, and thoſe that 
fought in battay le, were wethered with the pleaſure of Ca⸗ 
pPua, with wyne and hauntynge of harlottes), And that the

¶ I beholde the nature, the ſite, and all the ſtrengthe of this 
caſtell, and I can not ice, that any aſſault can pꝛeuayle, ſo long 
as our ennemies be loꝛdes of the ſea, and haue that at liberty, 
But if we may ( ſaid he) haue ſhippes, which may reſtrain vi⸗ 
tailes to be brought to them: either they wil depart thens, oꝛ 
reld vnto vs. To this the Tarentines agreed well: but they 
ſaid, that he muſt helpe, that ſome of the nauy of Carthage, 
which were in Sicilia, might be cauſed to comme thither, to 
kepe the ſaid poꝛt. Mh ( ſayde Anniball) haue you no ſhyp= 
pes of your owne. Ves truely (ſayde ther. but they lye here 
ina littell creke, and fo longe as our ennemies haue the domi⸗ 
nion of the mouthe of the hauen, howe can they euer eſcape 
in to the bꝛode ſeas 2 Ves ſaid Anniball feare it not. for many 
thinges, that naturally be letted, by witte and policy may be 
bꝛougbt to paſſe.

Cl>anno (as he was commaunded) leauynge the Sammtes, 
and the Lonſuls, paſſed by, tyll he came within. ui. myles of 9 
Beneuentum : where ona mountayne he pitched his campe, 
and in townes of his frendes adioyning, to which great plen⸗ 
tie of wheate the ſommer before had bene caryed , he made 
goodly prouiſion for the Campanes, and ſent woꝛde ſecretcly 
to Capua, what day they ſhuld, with all the waynes and car⸗ 
tes that they coulde aſſemble in the countrey , reſoꝛte to the 
ſayd places, foꝛ to fette away their ſaid wheate.

The conſul per= 
ceyuing their hardynes,changed his mynd of calling them a⸗ 
way,and began to —5 them: exhoꝛting the reſt, to helpe 
their felowes, that ſo valiantly fought in the campe of they: 
enmies. By whoſe barty woꝛdio, euer man infoꝛced him ſelfe 
to enter, not regarding the dartes noꝛ weapons of their ene⸗ 
mies, as people fcaryng no peryll: And as people that cared 
not fo deth, ſo they might dye in the campe of their enemies. 
Thus within Mozt ſpac e, that ſtrong place was wõne, ⁊ aboue 
vi. M. ſlayn, ⁊.vii. M. taken, with the men of Campania, that 
came foꝛ coꝛne, with al their cartes, and a riche pray that by. 
no before had gotten in the fieldes of the frendes of the Ao⸗ 
mans. Whichbe pꝛay the conſuls ſolde (for by that tyme was 
Claudius alſo come thither )z therwith rewarded their men, 
ſpecially Aibius and edanius. Whan Hanno hearde of the 
loſſe of his people, he fledde backe againe to the Brutianes, 
with a fewe men whiche he had taken with hym, to get in the 
wheate fo: the Campanes. 
C The Cãpanes, beryng of the loſſe of their men frendes, 
ſent to Annibal, ſnewing him, that both the cõſuls were at Be 
neuentũ, within a days ioꝛney of Lapua, intending to lay ſiege 
to their city. And it was to be feared, leſt(if he did not ſhortly 
ſucc our them) that the Romans wold wynne and diftroy that 
citie.

ſmalle company of the Bomaynes, left for the defence of the 
towne, wolde anon be brought to iſſue out, and to gyue them 
battaylle, yppon the truſt that he had in the yong men of ar- | 
mes of the towne: whom befoꝛe be bad armed and inſtructed | 
in the feates of warre,after the Roman facion. Und they vou 


ted not, but this ſoꝛt wold doo bym ſmall pleaſure, whan be 


ſhuld haue moſt nede of theym . The two capitains, hearing 
this glad tidinges, with ſpede entred the fieldes of the Thu⸗ 
rines, diuydyng their company betwene theym. anno with 
the footemen, with baners diſplayed, in good aray, went to- 
warde the towne : Mago with all the hoꝛſmen abode in a va⸗ 
ley vnder certayn hylles that were nigh the towne . Attinius 
— — put his men in 
ra, and with great courage iſſued out ofthe towne, not 
myſtruſtyng the myſchiefe wrought agaynſt bym within the

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that were cauſers of althis miſchief

bad gotten to 


myng backe ofthe Zhurines that fledde, they kept open the

¶ Hove were the conſuls departed from Bencuentii, to aſs 
ſaute Lapua, thinkyng, that they ſnuld make their yere hap⸗ 
py and honourable to them, yf they might wynne Capua, that 
was ſo noble and riche : and reuenge them of the iniuries, by 
them before done. Acuertheleſſe,tothe intent the Beneuen⸗ 
tanes ſhuldenot be lefte withoute ſuccours in theyꝛ abſence, 
they ſent to Titus Gracchus, who was than in the cuntrey of 
the Lucano, commandyng bym, with his hoꝛſemen and other 
lyght footemen, to come to Beneuentum: leauynge with the 
Lucanes the reſte of his men, vnder ſome capitayn, whom he 
mygdt truſte. : j : 
C Tbe Lucans were than diuided, diners townes were ren⸗ 
dred vp to Unmball,and certaine abode vnder the Romaynes 


lurio4iction ; of te which ſort the chiefe rular that yere was 
one Flautus, a Lucan, This Flauius Wm was tourned 
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in his mynde to Anniball: and to obteyne his fauour, he ſent

with hem. Whan they were mette, a c was made 
betwene them, that if he coulde delyuer Sracchus, the capi- 
tayn of the Romain army,the Lucanes ſhulde be frendly re⸗ 
ceiued in amitie with the Carthagint᷑ ſeo, and lyne after their 
own lawes, Thi brought he Mago to a great couert, where 
he willed him, with a great numbꝛe of men of armes to hyde 
hm: appoyntyng bymatyme,at whiche be wolde bꝛing thi⸗ 
ther the Romaine capitayne. Ufter this appoyntment he de⸗ 
parted, and went to Sracchus, to whom he ſhewed, that be 
had begunne ſecretely a great enterpꝛyſe, whyche tobrynge 
to effecte, he muſte haue his bealpe and aſſyſtence. I haue 
(fayde he) moued and perſwaded all the pꝛyncis of the Tu⸗ 
cans, that were gone to the amitie of Anniball, nowe to re⸗ 
tourne agayne to the obedience of Rome. I haue declared 
vnto them the increaſe ofthe Romanes power, whiche dayly 
we may perceiue, and the decreaſe of the ſtrength of the Car 
thaginenſes. And J bad them not myſtruſt the gentylnes of 
the Romains, whoſe nature we haue euer tryed to de meke 
and gentyll to ſuche as haue rebelled agaynſt them, vpon hũ⸗ 
ble ſubmiſſiõ to them made. With theſe my perſuaſions they 
de all contented to be reconciled: ſo that they may here you 
ſpeake the ſame, laying your right hand in theirs, as a pledge 
of your faithe, whervnto they may truſt, And Y haue (fayde 
be) vndertaken, that you ſhall doo it, and I haue appoynted 
them fo: that compoſition a ſecrete place, wel out of the war |

C Gracchus nothyng myſtruſtynge diſcerte and treaſon to be 
in his woꝛdes, toke his officers and hoꝛſemen with him al vn⸗ 
armed, and ſo rode to the place appointed, hauynge Flauius 
with hym as a gude. So ſoone as they were come thyther, 
Mago with bis army inuaded theym ſodaynly. And to make 
the treaſon more euident, Flauius inc ontinent ioyned him to 
the Larthaginenſes. Than was there plenty of dartes caſte 
at Sracchus , and his horſemen, and whan he ſawe noo other 
remedy, healyghtfrom his hoaſe, and bad his company 2

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¶ CTentenius Penula and Cutius Fuluius with they two 
armies be diſcomfpted andſlapne by Anniball in 
ſeuerall battaples. Lap. xxx viii. 


ſulles entred the fieldes of the Campa = 


* nes, theyꝛ menne ouerſpꝛeading the coun⸗ 


trer, robbynge, ſpoylyngeand waſtynge in 
dyuers places, whiche beinge perceyued,

fyue hundred. Which loſſe cauſed the conſuls more circum⸗ 
ſpectly to woꝛke in all theyꝛ pꝛocedynges afterwarde.

N THIS meane ſeaſon were the CTon⸗ ö 


ago with his horſemen, by the healpe 


beryng of this pꝛoſperous bataile ofthe Campa⸗ 
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bis power ioyned tothe Lampanes. Wherfote the third day 
after his comming, be diſplayde his baners, and ſet his com- 
pany in oꝛder and goodly aray,redy to fight, The Romayns 
likewiſe made theym redy, and the horſemen on bothe ſydes 
| fought ſtrongly for a ſeaſon, tyil bothe partes perceiued a 
ſtrange army comming toward them: wherofnother of them 
were pꝛiuie. The truthe therof was, that C. Coꝛneliuo, than 
bearing the office of Aueſtoꝛ at Rome, had taken the legt5s, 
whyche the yere befoꝛe were vnder Sempꝛonius, and was 
commyng to the ayde of the conſuls . but his commynge vn⸗ 
knowen made as well the conſuls affraide,as Anniball:ſo that 
as it were by agreement, both partes withdrue to their cam- 
pes, the Romans hauing ſomwhat mote loſſe thi Lartha 
ginẽ ſes. Than the conſuls, wylling to dꝛaw Annibal away frõ 
Lapua deuiſed the night folowing to depart awaye. Fuluius 
with his hoſt, went to diſtroy the fieldes of the Lumans. Up 
pius with his hoſt went to the Lucanes, Anniball in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning, hauing knowlege of their ſundry departing diu ers wats, 
was a whiles in dout, whether of them he might folow:t the 
laſt he determined to folowe Appius, wherin be was moche 
deceiued. For he, leadinge hym a great compaſſe aboute the 
countreys, at his pleaſure, retourned againe an other way to 
Capua. Than foꝛtune a whyle ſmylyng on Unmball, ſent bym 
ſuche chances, that he was a ſeaſon ſtayedin thoſe parties. 
One was the foliſhe hardy enterpꝛiſe of one Centemus pe- 
nula, a gentylman of goodly ſtature of body, and of noble cou⸗ 
rage of mynde, correſpondent to the ſame . 
C Chis Lentcnius, being bzoughte into the ſenate houſe by 
. Lomelius Sulla, deſyꝛed of the ſenatours, that be might 
haue dekuered him only. v. . ſouldiours, with whoſe heipe 
he doubted not, but that with the knowlege that he had, both 
of the countreys and allo of the crafty feates of his ennemy, 
he wold with the ſame ſubtiltie and policies deceiue Unmball, 
by whiche he before had deceiued the Romaynes. This bis 
vnwiſe pꝛomiſe vnto them, was as vnwiſely beleued of them. 
And where be demaunded but.v. . they gaue him.viii. . 
men: and he in the countreys as he went gathered togyther 
almoſte as many mo, of ſuche as willyngly went with him, ha⸗ 
uing hope in his courage and pꝛomiſt᷑. With this noumbꝛe of 
men he came into the fleldes of the CLucaneo, where 82 
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had reſted hym and his company, wery of the chaſe of Appi⸗ 
us Claudius. Whan either of them ſawe others army, they 


incontinẽt put their folke inaray. The matche was not equall 


taile indured mote than two howꝛes. Centenius perceiuinge 
bis part to ſuifre the woꝛſe, and fearing, leſte if he ſhulde lyue 
after his men were ſlayne, he ſhulde ſuffer great ſhame and in⸗ 
famy during his lyfe, foꝛ the loſſe of ſuche a numbꝛe of men by 
bis foliſh e enterpꝛiſe: at the laſt willingly he entred the thic⸗ 
keſt pꝛeaſe of his enemies, where he was ſhortly ſlayne, and 
than his men fledde on all partes, but they were ſo harde cha⸗ 
ſed with hoꝛſemen, that of that great company, there eſca⸗ 
ped ſcant one thouſand. 
C One otherhappy chice fortune ſent to Annibal as it were 
for a farewel oꝛ leue takyng of him, before ſhe thought to de⸗ 
part to the Romans:the occaſion therof was, that one Lne1? 
ber y bearing the office of pꝛetoꝛ, lay than in Apulia with 
is hoſt, beũegyng ſuche townes as befoꝛe were come to the 
amitie of the Carthaginenſis. And in his buſynes he had ſoo 
well ſped, and was become ſo welthy and riche, bothe he and 
bis men, with pꝛayes whiche they had taken, that leauyng all 
good oꝛder of warre, oꝛ the peynfull purſuite thereof, they 
were growen into ſlouthe and iluggyſſhe ydelnes. Of theyr 
pndiſcrete oꝛder the Appulians ſente wooꝛde to Anniball by 
meſſangers. And he knowing by experience what wolde fo⸗ 
lowe the gouernance of an army by an vnwiſe capitane, wher⸗ 
of of late he had the triall by Centenius, with ſpede he remo⸗ 
ned into the coſtis of Apulia. Whan the Aomains had know⸗ 
lege, that their enemies apptocbed, and were ouen at hande: 
they were all mynded to haue diſplayde their baners,.and to 
haue runne to without the cõmandement of their capi⸗ 
tain, The night folo wing, Annibal perceiuing their great buſt 
to battaile,comanded. iii.. of his light men of warre, to lye 
pꝛiuily hyd in woode es ⁊ couertes, next adioyning,gy- 
uing them a ſigne 02 token, at what tyme they ſhulde iſſue out, 
and aſſaile thei es, Than cauſed he Mago, with. ui. . 
hoꝛſemen, to lye pꝛiuily in the wayes, by which he demed the 
Romans wolde flec after they: diſcomfiture. Theſe thynges 
in the nyght tyme being wylely diſpoſed, yarly inthe mozning 
de came with his hoſt into the 3 putting the reſt of huis

nother of capitaines not of ſouldiours : neuertheleſſe the ba⸗

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¶ On the other ſide Fuluius the pꝛetoꝛ made no tary ing, be⸗ 
ung moche infoꝛced therto by the haſty wilfulnes of his ſoul- 
diours: Wherfoꝛe with ſuche aduyſement as they came into 
the fielde, with ſuche lyke aduyſement were the batayles oꝛ⸗ 
_  .dred, Foz euery man went to what place him ſemed beſt, and 
cChoſe his cõpany with whom he wold be: and ſomtyme chan- 
ged his place again at his pleaſure. The forward and the left 
wing were fyꝛſt oꝛdered, and that all in length, and of a ſmall 
thykneſſe, The Tribunes cried to them, to ſet more ſtrength 
of men in the myddell of their battaileo, oꝛ els their enenues 
my st eaſyly go though them with ſmall force at theyꝛ plea⸗ 
ſure. But they were ſo wylfull and haſty, that they gaue noo 
eare to theyꝛ woꝛdes. By that tyme were the Carthaginen⸗ 
ſes come in good oꝛder redy to ioyne: at whoſe fyꝛſt cominge 
with great noiſe ⁊ bꝛuite, the Romains were put to the woꝛs: 
whervpon the capitayn, ſeing all lyke to go to miſchiefe, toke 
vis hoꝛo, and with two hundred hoꝛſemen with him, fled. The 
reſte, that abode, were almooſte all ſlayne. fot of.xvui. . of 
the companx, there eſcaped not paſt.ii. M. alyue. The tentes 
and ſtuffe was alſo taken by the Carthaginenſes, whiche was 
a good pꝛay. The tydinges of theſe great ſodayn loſſes were 
brought to Rome, whiche cauſed the citie to be in great feare 
and mournyng. Reuerthelefſe bycauſe bothe the Conſulles, 
with their armies were ſafe,and did ſomwhat pꝛoſper in their 
affayꝛea, they toke the mote comfoꝛte to theym. And incon⸗ 
tynent ſent meſſangers to the Conſuls, wylling them to ſerch 
for all ſuch as were eſcaped at theſe two battailes, ⁊ that they 
ſhuld be gathered togither, and called vnro them: leſt either 
fo: ſeare o fo: diſpaire,they wold yeld them to their enmies, 
whiche thyng with all diligence they dyd execute. 


¶ Tue citie of Capua is beſeged by the two conſuls, Anniball cõ⸗ 
meth to the lucconx of the citeʒs, giueth the cõſuis battel, from 
thens goth to Rome ward with his hoſt, to thintent therby 
to dꝛaw the cõſuis from the ſiege of Capua. Ca. xxxtx.

Than ſent they to Sueſſula for Claudius Rero the Pretor, 


city Boſe great diche. And thervponther made many ca 


a good diſtance thone fr6 the other. The Lipanes thinkynge 


to let their work, iſſued many times 7 fought with the Romão 
but their fortune was euer ſuch, that they loſt ſtill of their me, 
and at the laſt were conſtrained to kepe them within the wal⸗ 
les of their citie.but before the warkes oꝛ ſiege was ſo ſtraite 
and ſtrong, they had ſent ambaſſadours to Anniball, complay⸗ 


that yf he dyd not ſhortly ſuccour them, they muſt yeld them 
to the Romans. To whom Anmball anfwered,that of late be 
bad reſcued them, and rayſed their ſiege ones, and that ſhort- 
ly be wolde come to helpe them againe, not doubring,but the 
Romayns ſhuld be vnable ro reſiſt his power at his comyng. 


With this comfortable meſſage they retourned to their citie, 


whyche they founde ſo compaſſed with a double dyche, that 
with peyne coulde they fynde the meane to enter into it: nei⸗ 
ther coulde they haue entred, had not the letters of Þ. Coꝛ⸗ 
nelius the pꝛetoꝛ bene, wherin he aduyſed the conſuls, defoꝛe 
the dyche ſhuld be fully finyſſhed, to pꝛoclaime, that as many 


of the Campanes as wolde iſſue with their baggage and bag⸗ 


ges, befoꝛe a day by him lymitted, ſhulde go free where they 
wold, and haue their goodes their owne. After that day, ſoo 
many as remained, they wolde take and vſe as their enemies. 
But this pꝛoclamation was fo diſdainfully taken of the Cam⸗ 
panes, that beſyde that there wold none iſſue out of the city, 


they alſo ſpake pꝛoude and oppꝛobꝛious woꝛdes in diſpite of 


the Komaynes. Whervppon the woꝛkes of the dyche were 
ended, and the citie fully encloſed, _. 

¶ Anniball, de ſyꝛous to ſuccour his great frendes of Capua, 
left al his beuy cariage among the Bꝛucians, and with a great 
numdꝛe of choſen hoꝛſemen and light fotemen, haſted thithcr 
as faſte as he might, and after his hooſte came. rrrut. of his 


clephantes . With this army he came to the valey that was 


vnder a mountayn adioynyng to Lapua, called Lifata, er the 
Romans had any knowlege of his coming. Than ſent he ſpics 


to 
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who leauynga ſmall garriſon there, came hym ſelfe to theym - 
to Capua with all his power. Thus was Lapua compaſſed 
with thꝛe greattearmyes on thꝛee partes, and to encloſe the_- 
citezens the moze ſurely, they prepared to compaſſe 74 ww 7

nyng, that he had foꝛſaken theym and his citie of Capua: and 
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2 8 of Anniball was executed with 
ſoo ſodayne crye and clamoure, that the Romaynes were in 
greate feare and daunger , Aecuertheles with as great ſpede 


20 bag coulde, they pꝛepared their battayles, and drurded i 


ir people. Appius Claudius wente to withſtande the 
es, and Fuluius wente agaynſte Anmball . Claudius 
was ſtronge inough for bis ennemies, but Fuluius was hard- 
ly handled of the Carthaginenſes and Spaniardes . One cõ⸗ 
-pany oꝛ legion of his men were dꝛiuen backe, and than a great 
companye of Spanyardes, with thꝛe elephantes, had bꝛoken 
the myddell warde of the Romaynes, and were come to the 
trench of the campe, redy to enter into the tentes and campe 
of their enmies. Whan Fuluius ſawe, what daunger his peo- 
ple and campe were in, he cried to A. Nanius, and other pe⸗ 
ty capitaines, exhoꝛting them to aſſaile that company of Spa 
niar des, that fought at the diche: ſnewyng them what danger 
all was in, onleſſe they might ſone be confounded, which was 
eaſy inough to be done, ſens there was of them no greatter a 
number. ARanius was a ſtrong man, and of a huge ſtature. And 
whan he hearde the conſulles exhoꝛtation, anone he toke the 
ſtanderde from hym that bare it, and commaundyng his com⸗ 
pany, boldly to take parte with bym, be ſette furthe towarde 
the Spanyardes, with a great courage. Us ſone as the Spa⸗ 
niardes ſawe bym dꝛawe nere, they thꝛewe plentye of dartes 
at bym; and beganne violently to aſſayle him. But he nother 
beynge ſtayde with the multitude of his ennemies, noꝛ with 
the dartes that were caſte at 1 with great foꝛce went ſtylle 
forwarde,tyl by the helpe of Marcus Attilius, Poꝛtius Lu⸗ 
cius, and other, they had ſlain the elephantes, and made great 
ſlaughter alſo of Spaniardes. 
con the other part, the Lampanes were dꝛyuen back, with 
the garriſon alſoo of Rumidians and Carthaginenſes: ſoo 
that the battaile was ſtronge euen at the very = of Capua, 
that was towardethe ryuer of Quiturnas , This gate was

cauſed to ſounde the retreate. Be | 
( In this batayle Anniball wꝛought one crafty poynt, he ſent 
dyuers of his men forth, that coulde ſpeake the latine tunge,

into dyuers partes of the hooſte of the Romaynes, whyche 


ſhulde in the conſuls name «nd behalfe declare, that the Ro⸗ 


mayne campes were taken and ſpoyled. Mherfoꝛe he wylled 


euery man to ſaue bym ſelfe by fleing to the next mountayns, 


ſens by lenger tarying,the greatter huld be they: loſſe. This 


crafty deceite made many of them amaſed: but at the laſte it 


was eſpied, to the great ſlaughter of their ennemies. 

C After th1s battaile the Romaynes kept them in their cam⸗ 
pes, and ſo ſtraightly beſieged the citie, that Anniball ſeinge 
be could no moꝛe dꝛawe them furth to bataile, nother though 
the campes of the Romaines haue any way to enter into Ca⸗ 
pua, fearyng leſte his vitayles ſhuld be cut from hym and his 
boſte : he determined to depart from tens. And than he y- 
magyned, that he wolde go towarde Rome, not doubtynge, 


but whan the Romayn capitaynes dyd perceyue Rome ther: 


head citie to be in any daunger, that either one 02 both wolde 
leaue Capua, and come to the defence therof, And than they: 
powers being diuided, bothe partes ſhoulde be the weaker: 
and be truſted, that either be oꝛ the Campanes ſhulde haue a 
fayꝛe day of ſome of them. One thynge troubled ym ſooꝛe, 
leſt the Campanas ſeing his departyng from them, wolde in⸗ 
continent yelde the citie tothe Romayns. Wherfoꝛe by fayꝛe 


woꝛdes and great giftes, he had gotten one of Aumidia to go . 


with his letters thꝛough the campes of the Romains, as one 
that was runne away from the ieee army: ⁊ whan 


de 
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beſhuld come to the further part of N e towarde the ci⸗ 
tie, than ſecretly to enter into Capus deliver his letters, 
which were full of comfort, declaring his departyng to be fo: 
they p2ofire, to thintent oneix to withdrawe their ennemies 
from Capua, to defende their owne citie, bydding them not to 
dilpay2e,but to take pacience foꝛ a ſeaſon, truſtyng ſhortly to 
loſe then. of the daunger they were in. Sone after he jp > 
ted with his hoſte, and paſſed the ryuer of Qulturnus,taking | 
the way rowarde Rome, ais commynge cauſed great beuy- 
nes in the citie. The ſenatours conſulted, what was beſte foz 
to be done in this daunger ous caſe. At length it was agreed, 
that Q. Fuluius ſnulde come from Capua, with a certayn le⸗ 
gions with him, leauing his felowe at the ſiege with a numbꝛe 

ſufficient foꝛ that purpoſe, A. Fuluius, hauing this cõmande⸗ 
ment, toke with him. xv. M. fotemen, and one thouſand hoꝛſe 
men, and folowed Anniball as ſpedily as he could. How was 
Anmball come within. iii. miles of Rome, where he pitched 
his tentes, and made his campe on a riuer ſide. And ſoone af- 
ter came Auintus Fuluius Flaccus into Rome with his ar⸗ 
my, and conſulted with the ſenatoꝛs of the affaires that were 
to be done touching their enmies. Than toke Anmbal. ii. . 
hozſemen with bym , and camme to the walles and gates of 
Rome, riding from the gate called Porta Collina, to the tems 
ple of IÞercules,yiewynge the ſituation of the eitie, and the 
ſtrength of the walles. This bolde and hyg mynde of An⸗ 
niball, in ſo doing, Fuluius Flaccus coulde not ſuffer : but in⸗ 
continent ſent furtha greate numbꝛe of hozſemen , who with 
. Foxce dzoue their enemies to their campe. The next day An⸗ 
niball ⁊ame into the fielde with his hoſt in goodaray, redy to 
grue battaile. And Flaccus hamnge with hym the two newe 
conſuls, that of late were choſen, with their powers, made 
bym redy alſo to battaile. Thus whan bothe partes were re⸗ 
aft to go togither, abidyngethe chaunce of fortune, whether 
' of themſhulde be maiſter of the noble citie of Rome: there 
came ſodainty onthem fo vehement a ſtoꝛme of raine and haile 
togither,that both the partes were ſaine to withdrawe them 
to their Campes. The nexte daye they were lykewiſe redye 
' totoyne batraile, whang like ſtoꝛme allo departed theym a- 


gayne. And after theyꝛ departure incontynente the wether - 
- waxed verre bzyght and fayꝛe, and all the wyndes Ae f 
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Capua, the Romataes xreceyue the towne, ſlea the 
ſenatour s, and conuerte the groundes 4

be Campanes perceyuing the returne of Quini 
aas Fuluius, and not of Annibal, iuged them ſel- 
tes chan to be ytterly forſaken of him. Mherfoꝛe 
bwepyug and mourning the noble men kept them

thes, and diſtruction of the citie. The hole charge of the kes

in they blamed hym, not oncly for leauyng the citie of Capua

Wherfoze 
they ſaide, incaſe be wolde come agayn to them, and returne

their chyldren (whoſe lamentable wepinges myght be heard 
almoſte bither ) nother fo: their houſes, the temples of their 


goddis, noꝛ for feare of violating the Sepultures of ther: 


auncetours, coulde be withdrawen from the ſiege of Lapua, 
ſo de ſyꝛous they be to execute on ys greuous punyſhement : 
And ſo ſoꝛe they do thyiſt to dꝛynke of our bludde. And but 
reaſon: foꝛ happily we ſhulde haue done lykewyſe to them, yf 


foꝛtune haddeſerued vs. Wherfote ſens it is the pleaſure of 


the goddis, that nedes I muſte dye: yet wylle I chuſe mea 
deathe, bothe honeſt and gentyll: wherby J w yll eſcape the 


toꝛmentes aud diſpites that myne ennemies truſte to put me 
vnto. Whan Fuluius and Claudius ſhall ſolempnely with 


triumph enter into Rome, JI wyl not bounden be dꝛawen be⸗ 
fore them as a ſpectacle oꝛ wondryng ſtocke, and after put in 
pꝛyſon, oꝛ being tyed to a poſte, ſuffer my body to be ſtour⸗ 
ged, and at laſt haue my head ſtryken from my body with the 
axe of Rome, nother will I lyue to ſe my cuntrey diſtroied 7 
bourned, oꝛ to ſee the noble matrons and maidens of Capua 


rauiſhed and defouled. In the beginnyng of the flouriſhynge - 


of the citie of Rome, the Romains diſtroyed the citie of Al⸗ 


ba, and thꝛewe it downe to the grounde: yet dad they theyr 


"ny fromthe ſame citie, what trowe e than they wyl do

mentes, the mynde from rebukes, the cies and the cares frõ 
oats thyme bearyng of all cruell diſpites that be prepared 
foꝛ people that are ouercome.

This is the 
onely boneſt and free way to dye, wherby our ennemies ſhall 
meruaile and wonder at our noble courage. And Unmbal hal 
therby well perceyue, that he bath forkihen aud betreyde bis

C This oꝛation of Aibius was heard and wel alowed of ma- 
ny mo than bad hartes to folowe it, oꝛ put it in execution. fo 
the moꝛe part of the ſenatours ſaid, that they had oft tymes 
in warres had experience of the pitie and gentylneſſe of the 
Romaines ſhewed to their ennemies in ſuche extremitie, not 
myſtruſtyng, but they ſhulde fynde them mercr full nowe to 
them, vpon humble requeſt to them made: and thervpon de⸗ 
termined to ſend legatis to the cd ſul, to yeld them vp Capua. 
C Uibius Uirius went home to his houſe to dyner, whome 
xxvu. ſenatours folowed, where they dyned,and daunke plẽ⸗ 
ty of wyne, tothe intent they might haue the leſſe feelinge of 
the laſt dꝛedefull dꝛynke whan it came. At the laſt they all re⸗ 
ceiued the poyſon, and went from the table, taking 1 02 
ther by the handes, and louingly enbꝛaſyng one an other, la⸗ 
mented their owne deathes, with the diſtruction of the cun- 
trey. Some remained there, anddied, and were bourned in 
the fyꝛes made fo: that intent: ſome went home to their hou- 
ſes,and there made their ende: ſo that befoꝛe the towne was 
delivered to the Romaines, none of them were left on lyue. 
C The next day the gates were opened, and the Romaines 
ſuffered to enter. Than were all the gates kepte by the Ro⸗ 
mains, that no man ſhuld go furth, and firſt all the armour and 
wepons were bzought to the Romain capitain:than 1 the

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ſull was 
on the other other 
rebelles and trartours efoꝛe Claudius remitted all 
thing to the iugement of the ſenate of Rome, and ſent thither 
to owe their pleaſure therin. Wherypon Fuluius, fearing 
leſt he huld be ſtayed of his purpoſe, cõmanded the tribunes, 
with. ii. M. hoꝛſemen.to be redy to ride with him at the third 4 
blaſt of a trumpet. Wuth this copany of hoꝛſmen in the night = 
be departed from the army,and by that ir was day light, came 1s 8 
to Theanus, where cauſyng the ſenatours of Capua, there {27-8 5; ol 
being pꝛiſoners, to be brought befoze him, inc ontinent be cau= 
ſed them to be violently ſcourged with roddes , and after to. 
haue their heades ſtriken of. From thens, as faſt as be might 
be hied to Lales,and there likewiſe lat vpon the iugement of 
the other ſcnatours of Lapua. but whiles they were going to 
execution,one came from the ſenate of Rome, riding in great 
haſt, with letters, willing him to ſtay the iudgement and exe⸗ 
cution of the pumſhment of the Cãpane ſenators, Than Ful⸗ 
mus iudging the letters to be wꝛiten foꝛ that intent, neuer di⸗ 
{cloſed them, but put them in his boſom, ſaying to the officers 

| that they ſhuld pꝛocede quickly to the execution accoꝛdinge 
to the lawe: So were they alſo whipped, and after had their 
beades ſtryken of. Than the conſull dzewe furth his letters, 
and redde them, ſaying they came very late, to let the thynge 
that was alredy done. From Cales be returned to Capua and 
there put diuers other in puſon, beſide many of the citie that 
were fold.Thi was e great debate in the ſenate at Rome 
whether the citie of ua ſhuld be burned and vtterly dy⸗ 
ſtroyed, in exaumple of other rebelles oꝛ not. Moch it mos 
ued theym ſoo to doo, for that it was a greate and a ſtronge 
citie, and a very nere ney ghbour vnto them: whych if it ſnuld 
de an ennemy agayne to Rome, as it late was, ſhould greats 
lre dyſquicte the Romaynes . Acyerthelcſlc in ——_——

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conſidering the fertilitie of the grounde, whiche was the beſt 
of all Yraly,thcy agreedto vſe it to their profit, hauing plow- 
men labozers 7 other to manure andtyl theyroundes,and the 
houſes to be inhabited with rude people, and menne of handy 
craftes : ſo that it ſhuld be a citie of no body politike, noi haue 
ſenatours, oꝛ other commune counſell oꝛ rulars, but onely a 
iudge yerely to be ſent from Rome, to miniſter iuſtice among 
them. By this meane was the citie pꝛeſerued from vtter dy⸗ 
ſtruction, and the pꝛoſite therof, with the fieldes adioyning; 
employed to the common p2onte of the Romains. 


C Marcellus wynneth the titie of Spzacula in Dictha, p. 
Scipio, and Cnetus Mcipio are ſlayne in Dpapn, with 
a great numbze of Romataes. Cap. xi. 


Urxringe the buſincs of Capua, and the warres 
about the ſame, fortune alſo fauoured the Roz 
maines touching their affaires in Sicilia. Fox 
Harcellus, capitayne of the Romaines army 

chere, fo wiſely 7 circũſpectly gouerned him 
— eelf ana bis people, that he wan the noble city 
of Syꝛacuia. In whiche he had abundance of riches, as great 
as if he had taken the great citie of Carthage, with whyche 
(it was thought) in all thinges it might well as than haue ben 
compared. In the ende of the yere, whan the time of choſing 
of newe conſuls was come, Marcus Marcellus, for his wel 
pꝛoued experience, was choſen conſull, ⁊ appointed to match 
Anniball concerning the warres of Italy. And Marcus Uaz 
lerius Leuinus was elect the other conſull: to whom thende 
of the warres of Sicilia were wholly cõmitted: who by his 
induſtry, and by the treaſon of certaine Numidiano, wan the 
towne of Agrigentum, wherby he dioue Hanno, Epicides, 


and all the army of Carthage out of Sicilia: and ſoone after 


bꝛought the hole cuntrey into the ſubiection of the Romans. 
¶ Woue the warres of Sicilia ⁊ about Capua were brougbt 
to this good paſſe, Cn. Scipio and Publius bis brother, were 
as buſy in Spayne, but not with like ſucceſſe. They had coũ⸗ 
failed togither, the ſommer folowing, ſo to folow the warres, 
that the Carthaginenſes ſhuld be cleane dꝛiuen out of Spain. 
And to be ſtronge inough ther foꝛe, they ne 
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men of warre of Celtiberia. The power of Carthage was di-

the ſonne of Amilcar, the auncient 


to conueye 


his his pourpoſe to lette, the two 


aſſayle hym aloone from his com- 


pany, not doubtyng, brt they were ſtronge inough ſo to doo. 


Their greatteſt feare was, leſt whan they had ouercome him, 
that the other Haſdruball and Mago, hearyng therof, wolde 
flee into the mountaynes and ſtraytes with their power, and 
ſo pꝛolonge the warres in Spayn, Wherfoze to make an ende 


of all they: trouble at ones, they concluded to part their ar- 


mies in twayne, P. Coꝛnelius with two partes ſhulde goo a⸗ 
gaynſt the two capitaines that lay togither. And Cn. Scipio 
— part of they: olde armr, and with the Celti⸗ 
erians 
car. With theſe mindes they ſet furth togither toward their 
enemies, Cn. Scipio whan he came to Aniturgium, reſted 


with his company in the ſyght of his enemies, hauyng a riuer 


betwene hym and them: his brother went furthe,as it was a⸗ 
grecdbetwene them. Aſdruballperteiuing the numbꝛe of the 
Romayns to be but ſmall ; and that all their ſtrengthe was in 
ſtrangers late hyꝛed, knowing the faccion of the people, how 
vntrue and vnſtable they were: by the meane of Spantardes, 
that coulde ſpeake the language, foꝛ great ſummes of money 


be cotrupted the pꝛincis ⁊ rulars of tem: ſo that they were 


agreed to departe home with they: hole power, They were 


not de ſyꝛed oz hyꝛed to vndertake the warres with Aſdrubal 


againſt the Romaines, bat onely to depart without fighting. 
Whervnero they were ſone intreated, partly fo: that they had 
as large wages as though they ſhuld haue foughten : And a- 
gayne fo that they were gladde to retourne home to ther: 
cuntreys and frendes, auoyding the danger of warre. Ther- 
foꝛe ſodaynely they with their baners and caryage departed. 
The Romainesmeruayling what this ſodaine chaunge ment, 
enquired of them the cauſe of their woe aa » They nm

Wherfo:ca lytteil and a lyttell be withdrewe him 
backe, } ſckyng ſome place of ſtrength, where he myghte ſuc⸗ 
cour hym ſelfe and his ſmall company. That perceming lÞaſ: 
druball paſſed the ryuer with his booſte, and folowed after, 
pe as moche ſpeede as he could. 
¶ Rowe was Þ. Scipio his brother as moche troubled on 
his parte, by reaſon of Maſſaniſſa, a yong luſty pꝛince of Nu⸗ 
midia, who beinge than a frende to the Carthaginenſes, was 
comme with a good power of Rumidians to the ſuccour of 
Mago and Haſdruball the ſonne of Syſgon,be was ficrs and 
of agreatte courage, the Romaynes coulde nother goo a- 
. brode for vitayles, woode,o2 ſuche neceſſaries, but be with 
bis Aumidians was euer redy to oppꝛeſſe them: and dyuers 
tymes in the nyghthe wolde aſſayle theym in they: campe, as 
people that were beſieged, There was alſo tydinges brought 
to Scipio, that one Yndibilis , with ſeuen thouſande , and 
fyue hundred Sueſſanes, was at hande, commynge to the 
88 of the Carthaginenſes: whoſe army beinge jorned 
other, he knewe be ſhulde be more ſtraightly encloſed. 
10 er foꝛe, compelled by neceſſitie to ſerche the compaſſe of 
bis wytte, he determyned ſecretely to take the greatter part 
of his armye to meete with this Indibilis in the nyghte, in⸗ 
tendynge, where ſoo euer he mette with bym, to grue hm 
battaylle, be lefte Titus Fonteius, with a certayne with 
bym, to keepe the campe . And goynge on his waye aboute 
mydnyght he met with Indibilis and ſoday "Endvy the bym, 
There was a fyerſe contiycte for a ſeaſon : 
dayne ſettynge on theym , the Romaynes 
theym to fliyghte with greatte ſlaughter , badde — he 
Aumidian boꝛ who alwayes awayted on the Ros 
mayns 


* 
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tyll at the laſt hym ſelfe was thy:ſt into the ryght ſyde with a 
ſpeare, ſo that he fell dead from his hoꝛs. Wizan the Cartha⸗ 
ginenſes ſawe the Romayne capitayne falle, incontinent they 
ranne abꝛode in all the partes of the fielde toyfully cryinge 

Scipio the capitayne of the Romaines is flayne . fame 
wherof gaue hart to the inenſes, and cauſed | 
maynes to fice. but inthe fiyght there were mo ſlayne than in 


the batail. The Numidian horſmen were ſo ficrſe in the chaſe, 
and the footemen hauyng lyght harneis were almoſt as ſwyft 


as the hoꝛſes. So that yf thenyght had not come on theym, 
fewe 02 none had eſcaped. The 
ctoꝛy ſlept not noꝛ ſtayde, but to folowe therꝛ good occaſy= 


on offered, incontinent toke theyt hozſes, and went to the o⸗ 


ther Haſdruball, the ſonne of Amilcar, not doutyng of good 


ſpede therealſo , Ufter that both they: powers were mette 


togyther, there was greatioye made betweene the capitey⸗ 


nes bothe foꝛ theyz metynge, and alſo fo: the newes of they: 
late victoꝛy. 


¶ en the other ſyde the Romayns were ſtryken with feare= 


ful penſifenes, not foꝛ any knowlege that they had of the loſſe 


of their company, fo: there was ſuch ſpede made by theyzen= 


nemies, that woꝛde thereof coulde not ſo ſoone be bꝛoughte 
them: but their feare was as it were though an inwarde and 
ſecrete iudgement in theyꝛ hartes, of ſomme euyll chaunce 
that was happed vnto theym. Agayne Cn. Scipio ſeing the 
boſte of his ennemyes encreaſed, by the commynge of Ma⸗ 
go and Afdruball, meruailed bowe they ſhulde conney they! 
armye thyther ſo ſoone without battayle, onleſſe his brother 
were ſlayne. hoe meruayled alſoo, that bis other, nother 


dydde lette their commynge thyther, nother yet dedde ap⸗⸗- 


pere folowynge therm. Foꝛ he e were on *

as moche ao be myght. Mherefoꝛe in the nyght he was gone 
a good ſpace of grounde, but in the dawnyng of the daye, the 
Humidians were ware of their departing, and folowed with. 
their hoꝛſes, ſo that long befoꝛe nyght they ouertoke | 
aſſayling thera now on the one ſide, now on the other, and 
tyme behynde them: but euer Scipio cauſed theym to keepe 
good aray, and to go euer foꝛewarde in their fightynge, to be 
_ out of the daunger of the footemen of their enemies that fo⸗ 
lowed them: but the hozſemen ſo vexed them on all partes, 
that they could not go farre. Wherfoꝛe Scipio gathered his 
ſmall company vp to a lytell hyll, the beſt that he coulde there 
eſpy for his aduitage. There he toke this order. they: ſtuffe 
and cariage was bzought into the myddell of the hoſt, and the 
horſemen ſette about the ſame : without them were the foote 
men, who ſaued the other from the inuaſion of the Aumidian 
hoꝛſemen, tyl the reſt of the Carthaginenſes were come. But 
than Scipio ſeing hym ſelfe ſo vnable to reſiſt. iii. capitaynes 
and their great hoſtes, began to diuiſe, howe he might by any 
meanes caſt a trenche about his campe, oꝛ make ſome hedge 
to defende them from the inuaſions of theyꝛ enemies: but thi 
was the hyll ſo bare, and the grounde ſo ſtony, that no buſhes 
oꝛ thones coulde there be gathered, no: turues dygged, 02 
any trenche made: and the hyll it ſelfe was ſo flatte, that they 
coulde by no maner of way let the commyag vp of their ene⸗ 
mes. Than Scipio to make ſome ſhewe of a defence aboute 
the campe, deuiſed to lay his packes and groſſe cariage in cõ⸗ 
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paſſe of the campe one vpon an other, and thervppon be cau- 


ſed the packſaddels and other fardels tobe tred: wherby be 
rayſed the walles of his campe of a good height. 
¶ ban the hoſtes of the Carthaginenſes were come, they 
aſcended that ſmall hyll with lyttel peyne : but than ſeing that 
ſtraunge kynde of fortifieng the campe, which they had neuer 
befoꝛe ſene, they were amaſed, and ſtayde fo: a ſeaſon, The 
capitaynes perceiuyng they: ſodayne ſtoppe and wondryns, 
cried on al partes to them, ſaying, that it was great ſhame fo: 
them to beſo longe oꝛ they coulde plucke downe and deface 
ſuche a fond deuiſe and mockery, wherwith children and wo- 
men wold not ſo long haue ben ſtayed.

> IE Tbis Martius badde longe ben in the 
warres vnder C. Scipio, and of hym had learned moche ex⸗ 
perience and policy in the gouernance of an army. And nowe, 
ſeing all thinges almoſte de ſperate, he gathered togither ſuch 
ſouldiouro, as by fleing were eſcaped from the laſt bataile, and 
alſo aſſembled a good numbre of men of warre out of dyuers 
townes and fortreſſes, whiche were vnder the obedience of 
Rome. ow yang panes be came to —— — bon — | 
ioynyng all te Romaines power togither, and in ſhort ſpace 
his name and honour was ſo exalted, that by the whole con⸗ 
ſent of the ſouldyours of the army, he was choſen tobe their 
capitayne and guyde, Whervpon he Gr 2 applied _ 
ui. elf 
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uauncyng his ſtanderdes: they than remembꝛyng 
noble capytaines, and the great power, | 
wont to go to all batayles, coulde not foꝛbeare to wepe and 
lament theyꝛ myſnappe, in ſuche wyſe, that nother they: pe⸗ 
ty capitaynes, noꝛ yet Martius hym ſelfe, myght appeaſe 
them: yet dyd they ſometime rebuke theyꝛ feminine and vn⸗ 
p:ofitable wepinges, ſometyme ſtyꝛre them to defende them 
ſelues and their countrey, and alſo to reuenge the deathe of 
theyꝛ olde noble capitaynes of late flayne. Whyle they thus 
were ſpendyng the tyme vnpꝛofytably, theyz ennemies Were 
at hande, and redye to aſſaile them, and to enter into their 


campes, but than the Romaines, tournyng their teares to a 
furious rage, in haſte toke their armure and weapons, and not 


only defended the entries of their campe, but alſo iſſued out 


- fierſely, and ranne on their ennemies, whiche kepte no very 


good aray, ſo littell they myſtruſt ed any ſuch reſiſtence. This 
ſodayne iſſuing out of them cauſed the Carthaginenſes to be 
ſtriken with a feare, and alſo to meruaile, howe the Romaine 
hoſte was ſo ſhortly encreaſed, whiche ſo late was almooſte 
wholly ſlayn and put to vtterance. They muſed alſo of their 
ſodayne courage and hardyneſſe, and what newe capytaine 
they myghthaue to truſte on, the two Scipios beinge ſlaine. 
In that fear e and dout they beganne ſomwhat to giue backe, 
and than the Romaines folowed vppon them, ſoo that they 
were conſtrayned to flee, and in that fiyght many of them 
badde bene ſlayne, oꝛ elles the folowers badde bene putte 
to greatte hurte and dyſpleaſure, by theyꝛ faſte purſuite, 
hadde not Martius hym ſelfe ſounde the retreate, and halfe 
agaynſte they: wylles ſtayed theym frome the chaſe, and 
bꝛoughte theym backe to they: tentes, beynge ſtyll hotte, 
| Fyerſe, and deſyꝛous, by ſlaughter to reuenge theym on their 
enenmies .

greatte authoꝛitie and rule, which of your goodnes, ye haue 
gruen me, is both weighty aud full of care and troubles. Foꝛ 
although my mynde be ſoꝛe troubled and diſquieted, that it

C This newe counſaile of the newe capitayn was wel heard, 
and ſo moche the moꝛe ioyfully receiued, by howe moche the 
acte ſemed to be moꝛe bolde and hardy. Wherfoꝛe they pꝛe⸗ 


pared all thynges in a redyneſſe foi the departure, and reſted 


them ſelues the reſt of the day, and a good part of the night. 
Than Martius cauſed them to be called vp, and ſette theym 
ſecretcly on the way foꝛwarde, aboute thꝛe of the clocke af⸗ 


ter mydnyght, Than was there an other arme of the Car⸗ 


thaginenſes ſeuen myles beyonde the campe of Haſdruball, 
the ſonne of Gyſgon, and in the myddes of that waye there 
was a holowe valeye, and therin a lyttell woode. Into this 
woode had Martius ſent an embuſhement of Romaine hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, toreceyue ſache as fledde frome the fyiſte campe, and 
wolde eſcape to the other. And whan he demcd the ſaid em⸗ 
buſhement to be come thither, he with the reſt of his compa⸗ 
ny, went to the next campe, where fynding no watche noꝛ re- 
ſiſtence, ther entred the tentes as eaſily as they might haue 
done into theyꝛ owne. Than ſodatnly they blew vp their trum 
pettes, and made great clamour and noyſe : ſome ſiewe their 
ennemies ſlepyng, ſome ſet the tentes on fyꝛe, many kept the 


entre 02 gates of the campe, that none ſhulde iſſue out. Thus 


with ſodayne noyle, fyꝛe, and laughter, the other were ſo a⸗ 


maſed, that they wyſt not what to do. They that fledde to the 
f A gates 
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"The artes bet wene the Romaynes | 
gates were there receiued of armed men and ſlaine. whan they 
perceiued tbe gates ſo kepte, many to ſaue their lives lept o⸗ 
uer the dyches oꝛ cloſures of the campe, thynking to flee to 
the next campe of the Larthaginenſes,and they were alſo re⸗ 
ceiued of the Romayn embuſhement and ſlay ne, ſo that none 
eſcaped. And if any had eſcaped, they could not haue bꝛought 
woꝛd of the newes to the other campe, before the Romaines 
came theym ſelues: ſuche ſpede they made to go to the ſec d 
campe, after they bad ſo ſlaine and oppꝛe ſſed them ofthe firſt 
ficlde. Thus in the bꝛeake of the day, they came to theſecond 
campe, where they found all thinges mote vnready, then in 
the fyꝛſte: ſome were gone forthe foꝛ woode, ſome on foꝛra⸗ 
grunge, ſome fo: vytailes, many walked vp and downe befoꝛe 
the gate of the campe vnarmed, many were layed downe to 
take they: reſte: the Romaynes, beynge yet fyers of they: 
late victoꝛy, ſlewe fyꝛſte ſuche as made reſyſtence at the entre 
of the campe, and after they entred and made great ſlaugh⸗ 
ter. With this great noyſe, many aroſe and armed them, and 
came to the defence of their fyelde, and thereby the battayle 
foꝛ a ſeaſon was cruel and ſtronge: but as ſone as they per⸗ 
ceyucd the freſhe blodde on the Romayns ſhyeldes, whyche 
was a ſygne of the deathe of their companye, they were ſtry⸗ 
ken with ſuche feare, that they fiedde as many as myght ſun⸗ 
dꝛy wayes, ſo that nyght and moꝛninge Martius vanquyſhed 
ii. of the hoſtes ofthe Carthaginenſes, and ſlewe.xxxvii. M. 
men, and. i. . and. viii. C. were taken. e wanne alſo their 
tentes, wher ein was a ryche pꝛaye. Amonge other thynges 
there he founde a helmette of ſyluer, waying. C. xxxvui. vn⸗ 
ces, and therevppon was grauen the Image of Haſdruball, 
the ſonne of Amylcar: whiche helmet was ſent to the ſenate 
of Rome; and kepte long after in the Capitolie, foꝛ an hono⸗ 
rable monumẽt oꝛ remembrance of the victory of Martius. 
And after his tyme it was called Martius helmet, vnto the 
tyme of the burning of the Capitolve. After theſe great har⸗ 
mes and loſſes, bothe gyuen and taken on bothe partes, they 
ceaſſed warryng foꝛ a whyle in Spayne, neyther party beyng 
haſtye to put al in ieopardye, tylle they were ſure of moꝛe ſoz

Fter the ſubduing of Capua, Appiuo Claudius Aero | 
the conſul, with an army of; xii. . fotemen, and. xi. C. 
Thoꝛſemen, was ſent into Spayn:where receyuing allo 
the hoſt that was befoze with Martius 7 Fonteius, be toke 


the way toward iÞaſdrubal the ſon of Amilcar, that lay with 
his army at a place called the Blacke ſtone, betwene the town 
bf Illiturgus and Mentiſſa, whiche was a place ſo encloſed, 


that there was no waye to iſſewe out, but at certapne ſtrey- 
tes, whiche ſtreites Claudius Aero at his fyꝛſte comynge, 
cauſed tobe wel and ftrongly kepte, that the other ſhoulde 


by no ware eſcape, dut at his pleaſure. {Þaſdruballperceiuing 
dim ſelfe to be encloſed on all partes, LEY eſcape from 
| thens, ſent incontinente an harrold to the co | 

full pꝛomeſſe, that in caſc he wolde ſuffrc him and his compa⸗ 
ny to departe out of that ſtreytes, without further battell 02 


ull, with faith= 


trouble, he wolde be contented forthwith to departe oute of 
Spayne, with al the army of Carthage, and leaue the coun= 
trey holly to he Romayns. This his large offer Nero glad - 
ly receyued,and the next date folowynge was appoynted fot a 
communication to be had betwene them, of the condicions of 
delyuerynge ofthe caſtels and fortreſſes, whiche they had in 
poſſeſſion, and what day ſhould be appoynted for the Cartha⸗ 
ginenſes garryſons to departe with their baggage, withoute 
gile 02 fraude, from the ſaid caſtels and townes,and the other 
to be receyued in their places. When they were agreed on 
this communication, al the fame night Haſdruball cauſed ma- 
ny of his hoſt, with all his groſſe and heauy cariage, to be ſent * 
forth by the ſayde ſtreyghtes, beyng then not ſo ſtreitly kept 
and watched. Euer foꝛſeyng, that there ſnoulde not ouer mas 
ny departe at ones that nyght, to the intent the ſmallenes of 
the noumbꝛe, by makynge ſmalle noyſe, myght with their ſy⸗ 
lence deceiue his ennemies, and alſo the better to eſcape the 
narrowe and vneaſy wayes of the ſtreighte paſſages. 

The day folowing the conſul and he had long communication, 
and bokes were wꝛytten of thynges of ſmalle impoꝛtaunce,

Ike avanes betwene the Romaynes 
tyll it dꝛewe towarde nyght: and then they agreed to mete 


the nexte moznyng, to fyniſhe theyꝛ deuyſes. This nyght al⸗ 


ſo ibaſdruballteſtowed,in ſending furth many mo of his hoſt, 
7 moꝛe of his cariage then he dyd the nyght before. The next 
metyng alſo was in lyke maner in yayne, the tyme waſted and 


ſpente in deuiſes of couenauntes: and euer in the nygbt be 


ſent of his footemen and ſtuffe out of daunger. 

¶ T bus in reaſonyng and debatyng, dyuerſe dayes were em⸗ 
ployed, tyll all his footemen and cariage were eſcaped. And 
when a great parte of his hoſt was by this illuſton eſcaped, 
then began lÞaſdruball moꝛe to ſtaye, and be ſtyſfe in theugre- 
ing of couenauntes, in ſo muche that he began to diſſent from 
druers artycles, wherynto he had befoꝛeaſſented. For as 
his feare was leſſed, his faythe alſo decreſſed. The next moꝛ⸗ 


ning there appered a great and darke myſte vpon theground, 


as wel on the hilles as on the valeys, whiche ſerued wel Haſ⸗ 
druball fot his purpoſe. F oꝛ he, thinking then his good houre 
to be come, ſent to Aero the conſull, aduertyſing bym, that 


the ſame der was, and euer had ben kepte bye holy and ſacred 
amonge the Larthaginenſes : ſo that in the ſame it was not 


lawfull foꝛ hym, to trauayle about any buſyneſſe. Wherfo:e 
he deſyꝛed the communication to be deferred tyll the daie fo⸗ 
low yng. The conſull yet thynkyng no fraude oꝛ deceite to be 
in the meſſage, agreedthervnto. And then IÞaſdruball with 
ſpede iſſued out of the ſtrayte with the reſte of his hoſte, 
hoꝛſemen 7 Eliphantes, with as ſmall noiſe as he could make, 
and was paſſed all daunger, befoꝛe the daye wared clere. But 
whe the fon began to appere, thẽ Nero perceiuing the campe 
of the Carthagmenſes to be yoyde, and knowyng many feſt⸗ 
ly of theyꝛ departure, with theyꝛ vntrueth and his mocke and 
illuſion, he made as muche ſpede as he coulde to folowe his 
ememyes, with a feruent deſyꝛe to fyght, yf he myght ouer⸗ 
take them. Put they were in ſafegarde, er be myght atteine 
vnto theym, without any thyng doyng, onleſſe it were ſmall 


ſkirmiſſhes betwene the taile of the boſt of the Carthaginen⸗ 


ſes andthe ly ght foꝛeryders of the Romayne armic. 
¶ The ende of the yere dꝛewe nere, and the tyme ofchoſyng 
of offycers beganto appꝛoche: at whiche election Marcus 


Marcellus, and marcus Ualcrius Leuinus were choſẽ con⸗ 


ſulles. Then the ſenate of Rome, with no leſſe diligence de 
ere 


| and the Carthaginenſis, 
hbered of the 
of Italic, foꝛ the ſauegarde wherof 
ment the armie, that was there with Hero the conſull, and to 
ſende alſo with the ſame a newe capitayne, whom they called a 
proconſull . But all theyꝛ doubte was, whom they ſhulde aſ⸗ 
ſygne to that offfce, to ſuccede in the place of two fo noble cas 
pitaynes, as were of late there ſlayne, in the ſpace. of. xxx. 
dayes. The daie was appoynted foꝛ the commune election of 
this capita rec dy Dorey ofthe ſenatours and lſo of the com⸗ 
munes, Some 4, when many valiant men woulde haue 
offered them ſeluestherto fot the wealth of their countrey: 
But none was founde amonge them, that wolde enterpꝛyſe to 
take on hande that great 7 perillous char ge. The citeʒens by 
great aſſembles metre at the daye and place appoynted foꝛ 


the nomination. At whiche daye the noble men loked one vp= 


pon an other, as people amaſed and deſtitute of counſayle 
in ſuche perplexitie, lamenting the ſore decaye of the ſtate of 
the citie. | 
C When none coulde be found amonge them, wortby foꝛ that 


ſonne of him that was before ſlayne in Spaine, being then but 
xxiii.yeres old, ſtode vp in an high place, where al mẽ myght 
well ſee and deholde hym, and de ſyꝛed, that the ſame offyce 
myght be gyuen vnto hym. when he had declared his mynde, 
anon the bole multitude of all eſtates gaue to hymtheir con- 
ſent,cripng : Luckiebe his empire in Spayne. 85 

¶ Soone after his haſtie election a ſodeyne ſylence was a⸗ 


them ſelues to conſyder their haſte in their nomination, mer⸗ 
uaylyng, and alſo foꝛthinkyng, that they had moꝛe fauoured 
the perſon thꝛough affection, then they did conſider his youth 


by they: reaſon, many miſly ed the fortune that had happed 


to his ſtocke and familie in the ſame countret befoꝛe, and fome 


were ſoꝛye to ſende one of the ſame kyn and name, to gouerne 
the countreie, where his father and vncle were flayneand lay

¶ When yonge Scipio perceyued their ſilence, and repen⸗ 
taunce of their haſtie election, he deſired them a lyttell to giue 
him audience. And there he made them ſuch an oration, in the

affayꝛes of Spayne, then they dyd of the eſtate 
theydetermyned to aug⸗ 


rome oꝛ office:then ſodeinly yonge P. Coꝛnelius Scipio, the 


monge the multitude, and then all men began ſecretly with 


excuſe of his age, and concerning the rule and affayzes to bim 
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commytted, w 
ly enfiamed their with moꝛe ardent deſyꝛe and loue to⸗ 
warde hym, but alſo he fulfylled them with a certeyne hope 
of pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe in his empyꝛe. Foꝛ the yonge man, be- 
fyde many bis marueylous vertues and good qualities, wher 
with he was naturally indewed, he had alſo from bis infancie 
a wonderfull counning oꝛ gifte in the noble auauncing and ſet⸗ 
tyng furth of the ſame. Somtime amonge the commune peo⸗ 
ple he woulde ſhewe certayne deeames oꝛ viſions, that he had 
in the nyght : ſometime he woulde declare vnto them thinges 
that h was commanded inwardly by the goddes to execute. 
Theſe and ſuch lyke his ſtraunge wo:des, with the maner and 
facion of lyuingafter he was fyzſte put in auctoꝛitie, ſhewed 
ſuche a magnificence in hym, that the commune people both 
had an opinion, and alſo publyſſhed the ſame,that Scipio was 
deſcended of the ſtocke oꝛ kynred of the goddes . Inuentyng 
a lrke fable of his conception to be by the ſeede of a ſerpent oꝛ 
ſnake, as heretofoꝛe hath ben fayned of great Alexander: af- 
fy:ming,that the ſimilitude of the ſame hath ben dyuers times 
ſeen in his mothers chamber: but ſo ſoone as any man entred 
her ſayde chaumbꝛe, it dyd ſodaynly glide and v e awar. 
¶ This fayned inuention of his conception, and the ſuperſti⸗ 
tious myndes of the people towarde hym, he woulde nother 
affyꝛme to be true, nother ſaye they were falſe and vntrewe: 
but couertly left them to dwell ſtyll in therꝛ owne opimons : 
wherby all men had ſuche an admiration of hym, that they ſuf: 
fred hym to enioy that great roume, that cls was full vnmete 
fo: that his yong age. Thearmy, that ſhuld be vnder hym in 
Spayne, was increaſed tenne thouſand foremen,and one, 2B. 
hoꝛſemen: and M. Julius Sullanus was appoynred to helpe 
bym in all bis buſy affay2es of charge. 
C.With this newe army and a nauy of. xxx. ſhyppes, he de⸗ 
parted out of Italy, makyng great ſpede, tylle he arryued in 
Spayne: where he gathered togither all the power that re⸗ 
mained there befoꝛe, and fo ſobꝛely handled him ſelf to al men, 
that in his wooꝛdes ther iudged to be bothe a royall maieſtie, 
and a ſtedfaſt faythfulnes. Me pꝛayſed moch the ſouldiours, 
whiche he founde there, fyꝛſt fo: that not withſtanding they: 
ii. great loſſes of men 7 capitayno, vet they kept ſtill that cun. 
trer, defendyng manfully their frendis, and many their cities

A.the ſpꝛyng of the yere P. Scipio comanded all his 

[ ſhyppes, furniſed with men vitailes and munimentes 
of warre, to mete hym at the mouthe of the rruer of 
berus: chere he with the reſt of his hoſte, cominge by lande 


from Tarrac on, mette them. And there thinkyng it neceſſa⸗ 


y to hym, to declare his mynde to the olde ſouldyours that 
vere lefte in Spayne, after the laſte great loſſe and flaughter 
of the Romaynes,he called them togy ther, and made his oꝛa⸗ 
tion as hereafter foloweth, | | , 
C There was neuer newe capitayn before me, that bad cauſe 
to gyue thankes vnto his ſouldyours, befoꝛe he hadde tryed 


theyz hardines and diligence in bataile: but fortune hath boũd 


ne pnto you (louinge ſouldiours /beforc I knewe this coun⸗ 

treye, 02 ſawe the place of our Campe. Fyrſte foꝛ the loue 

end obedience that ye haue boꝛne to my father and mine _ 
bot

bothe quycke and deade: ſecundarily for that, whan the hole 
countrey was as loſte, by reaſon of the greate diſtruction of 
our people: yet you by your noble vertue and myghte, have 
obteyned the poſſeſſion of the ſame agayne,bothe to the Ro⸗ 
maynes, and alſo to me they: deputie here, and ſucceſſour to 
my ſayd father and vncle. But now, ſens thꝛough the fauour 
of the goddis we intende to worke, not that we may dwell in 
Spayne ſtyll our ſelues, but that the Larthaginenſes ſhall 
haue no dwellyng here: Rother onely to reſtraine them, that 
they ſy all not come on this ſyde the bandes of the water of 
Yberus : but that we intend to paſſe the ſame floode with our 
army, to gyue them battayle. I feare, leſt it ſhall be thoughte 
by you, that this my counſayle is mote hardy (and ſpoken af- 
ter myne age) than wyſe, conſyderynge the late loſſe that we 
haue had here, wherby the tyme ſhuld not ſerue vs to puder: 
take ſuche great enter pꝛyſes. There is noo manne hath mote 
cauſe than J, to remembꝛe our cuyll fortune in batayle in 
Spayne, who haue bad both my father and myne vncle ſlayne 
here, within the ſpace of thyꝛty days, as ye wold ſay, to make 
here a heape of coꝛps of our family one ypon an other. Neuer 
theleſſe, as the loſſe and lacke of frendes is di ſpleaſant to the 
mynde of men, euen ſo doth foꝛtune and noble vertuouſe tous 
rage foꝛbyd a man, in ſuche caſe to diſpayꝛe, ſpecially ſeno tho 
rough fatall foꝛtune our chaunce hath heretofoꝛe bene, that 
after we haue bene beaten and ſuſteined great loſſes in the be⸗ 
ginning: yet at the laſt we haue euer ouercome our ennemies, 
that befoꝛe ſuppꝛeſſed vs. I wyll not reherſe the olde hyſto⸗ 
ries of our warres with Poꝛſena, with the Frenchmen and 
with the Samnites: N wyll onely remembꝛe the warres with 
theſe our ennemies the Carthaginenſes, how many nauies of 
ſhyppes, howe many capitaynes, and howe many armics loſt 
we tn the fy:ſt battayles, that we had with theym, befoꝛe the 
tyme of this Anniball? And nowe in his tyme at Trebia, at 
Traſymenus andat Cannas, what other thinges did appere, 
other than hole armyes with they: capitaynes and Romayne 
Conſuls flayne? Furthermore, howe great a parte of Italr, 
of Sardima,and Sicilia haue forſaken the Romaynes, to ſo⸗ 
lowe the amitic of Anmball: and bow nigh the citie of Rome 
pytched be his campe ? ye be hym ſelf was ſene almoſt to ride 
bard to the gates of Rome. In all the tyme of this great ru- 


yne and bard fortune, the hertes, the vertue and courage —

——— ue ben euer ſuſteyned and ſet vp agayne. Af 
ter the barayle of Cannas, Haſdruball, with a great ar⸗ 
mye was goynge ouer the mountaynes into Italye, to heipe 
bis brother Anmball, and to iorne ther: powers together: 
whych if he had done, accordynge to his intent, there hadde 
by thys day ben almoſt no memoꝛye oꝛ name of the Romayns 
left. But then ye hardy ſouldyours, by the gouernaunce of 
my father, withſtode theim, andby your good fortune ſo wel 
ſped there, that therby the euel chaunces, which befoꝛe haps 
ned vs, were wel releued, and nowe, thꝛough the goodnes of 
the goddes are dayly moꝛe ioy full and proſperous. In Sici⸗ 
lia the great cities df Syꝛacuſa and Agrigentum, be wonne 


Romaines, and our ennemies clene expulſed. In Italy Lapua 
is taken, ⁊ the Arpines brought again vnder the ſubiection of 
Rome . Aud Annball in gret feare fleing fr& Rome, is nowe 
dryuen into an angle of the countrey of the Brutians, where 
the dayly pꝛayer that he maketh to the goddes aboue al thin⸗ 
ges is, that be may ſafe and ſound eſcape without daunger out 
of the countrey of his ennemies. Wher foꝛe frendes, there is 
nothyng mote vnmete oꝛ mote contrary to reaſon, then that 
you, who haue inal aduerſitie and lowe ebbe, when the god⸗ 
des were them ſelues almoſt on Annibals partie, 7 yet by the 
guyding of my father and frendes, haue ſuſteyned and borne 
vp the eſtate of the Romaynes: that ye nowe, when al thyn⸗ 
ges ar mery andptoſperous,ſhoulde ſhrynke or ſuffre your 
hartes to fayle you. Howe the immoꝛtall goddes,the gouer⸗ 
nours of the Romayne Empy:e , who wylled the people of 


Rome, by one aſſent to elect me vnto this gret offyce and dis 


gnitie, the ſame goddes by ſundry pꝛeſages ſignes and dꝛea⸗ 
mes inthe nyght haue ſhewed me, that all thynges hereafter 
ſhal haue pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe. Ve and that I moſt at this time 
do regarde, my harte giueth me, that ere it be long, al Spaine 
ſhalbe oure, ſo that as many as beare the name of a Carthagi⸗ 
nenſe, ſhall be gladde foꝛ feare to flee hens, both by lande and 
by ſea. Aud reaſon alſo gyucth, that the fame whiche in my 


herte ie concerued, muſt nedes be trewe. For dyuers of

C Aowe is the ſyte oꝛ ſptuation of Carthage on this mas 
nicer : Yn the myddell of Spayne , there is a greatte bos 
ſome 02 goulfe, in to the whyche the ſea hath his full courſe, 
within the lande the lengthe of fyue hundred paſſes , and 
the bꝛeadthe of the ſea in the ſame place, is muche of the 
fame quantitie. In the inner parte oz furtheſt ende of this 
goulfe, is a hylle, on whyche the citie is buylded: and it is 
on two partes, that is to aye , on the eaſte ſyde, and on the 
— ſyde, encloſed with the ſea, whyche frome the ſayde 
8 o2 boſome, rounneth in to the lande by the one ſyde 
of the citie . Appon the weaſte ſyde, it is defended with a 
greatte and bꝛode poole, that rounneth vp alſo a good part 
of the Roꝛthe fyde of the towne e The deepeneſſe of the 
poole is at noo certayntie: For as the fea dothe aryſe on

The Wants bet wene the Romaynes 
with wat er, as it were an ylande, oneles it be on a part of the 
noithſyde: and the mayne lande there, paſſeth not.ii. hundred 
and fyfty paces in bꝛedth. Wherfoze ſens the grounde there 
was no bꝛoder, Scipio intended not to make trenches onthat 
part, foꝛ that be thought bym ſelfe ſtronge ynough to keepe 
that lyttell peece of grounde from hie ennemies: and alſo to 
thintent he myght at all tymes haue recourſe to view the wal⸗ 
les and ſtrength of the towne. 
¶ Whan Scipio had oꝛdered all thinges oꝛdinately vpon the 
lande foꝛ the aſſaulte, he than went to the hauen, where he in 
lykemaner oꝛdered his ſhippes and his men, that it might ap⸗ 
pere to the citizens, that they ſhoulde be aſſaulted, as well by 
water, as by lande; he alſo commaunded watche to be kepte 
vpon the water in the night ſeaſon in cueryſhyppe. And after 
all thynges were p2udently appoynted, he retourned to his 
campe, wyllyng befoꝛe he dyd any thing, touching the aſſault, 
to inſtruct and admonyſhe his people of his mynd, concerning 
the ſame, and to comfort theym in that enter pꝛyſe, he called 
them togither and made his oꝛation to them in this wyſe. 
¶ Who ſo cuer beleueth (good ſouldiouro) that ye are nowe 
bꝛought hyther only to aſſault and wyme this one towne, he 
dothe moꝛe conſyder your labour and peyne therm, than the 
pꝛofyte that ſhall enſue therof. Trewe it is, that ye ſhall aſ⸗ 
ſault and ſkale the walles but of one onely towne: but in the 
obteynyng of this one, ye alſo ſhall wynne the whole cuntrey 
of Spayne. Foꝛ in this towne are the pledges of all the noble 
men, kynges and people of Spayne , who being ones taken, 
full hoztly ſhall cauſe all that euer the Larthaginenſes doo 
nowe poſſede, to be yeldcd vnto vs, and to be vnder our do⸗ 
minon.lÞere alſo is al the money and treſure of our ennemieo: 
_ whiche being taken from them, they ſhall be able no longer to 
maynteyne the warres, ſeinge they haue many hy:ed-ftrann- 
gers in they: army. And the fame treaſure ſhall meruaylouſi 
pꝛofyte vo, therby to wynne the hertes and loue of theſe bar⸗ 
barous people. Beſyce this, here remaineth theyꝛ oꝛdinãce, 
their armour, and al abilimentes neccffary foꝛ the warre:whi⸗ 
che beynge ones wonne, ſhall ſerue well our pourpoſe , and 
therof make our ennemies bare, to they: vtter diſtruction. 
Furthermoꝛe, we ſhall be loꝛdes of a fay2c and a ryche citie, 
wherynto lyeth a goodly hauen, whereby we ſhall be _—

nnd the Carthaginenſic, „ 
both by ſea ⁊ by lande, of all thinges that we hall at any tyme 
lacke . The hauing of theſe thyngesſhalnotonly be pleſant 2 
pꝛoſitable to vs, but alſo the lache of the ſame,ſhal be a muche 
greatter hyndrance and loſſe to our ennemies. For this citie 
bach been and ig they: greatteſt ſtrength. ere de theyꝛ ſtoꝛe 
houſes for come, here is they: treaſaurye, here is theyꝛ ar⸗ 
mozy, and they: houſes ſtuffed with all thynges neceſſarye foꝛ 
theyꝛ ſhyppes of warre: generally this citieis the onely re⸗ 
ceptac le of all that they haue. lÞyther lyeth the ryght courſe 
by ſea from Affrica to Spayn. And nowe, ſens I perceyue ye 
be ſufficiently inſtructed, and haue all thinges in good oꝛdre, 
mete for the purpoſe, lette vs with good hertes, and all our 
ſtrength, make haſte to the aſſaultyng of this newe Carthage. 
¶ Ther withall, euery man with loude voice aſſented therto. 
And he, not thinkyng to be ſlacke in his buſynes, went furthe 
towarde Carthage, cauſing it to be aſſauted both by water and 
by lande. ¶ Gn the other ſyde, Mago capitain of the Lartha 
ginenſes,perceiuing that the aſſault was oꝛde ined to be giuen 
both by ſea and land, he diſpoſed his men within the towne on 
this maner:Two. wy of the towneſmen becaufcd to be armed 
7 put in aray on that part of the towne, that the Romain tẽtes 
oꝛ campe was, ſiue. C. men he appoynted to kepe the caſtell: 
other. v. C. he aſſigned to remayne vppon a hylle, that was 
within the citie to warde the caſte : The reſt of the people be 
commanded to be redy to helpe and ſuccour their companies, 
in whar place of the tow ne ſo euer they ſawe moſt nede to re⸗ 
ſiſt. And whan ſo euer they herde any crye made in any parte, 
thꝛough the violent force of the aſſauting : than ſodainly the 
gate was open, wherat he cauſed the. ii.. ſouldiours of the 
towne to iſſue vpon the Romain, at whoſe fyꝛſt coming, Sci⸗ 
pio cauſed his men to recule dacke, to thintent he might dꝛaw 
them further from the towne, and moꝛe nere the reſte of the 
Romayne army. At the fyꝛſt the battay le was ſtyfre, and well 
maynteined on both partes: but whan the Carthaginẽ ſes per 
ceiued ſo great a numbꝛe cominge from the tentes of the Roz 
mains, to the ſuccour of their felowes, they fledde with greate 
feare towarde their citie, and were chaſed and ſlayne harde at 
theyꝛ gates: which cauſed no leſſe tremblyng to be in the citie, 
than was be foꝛe in the battayle. In ſo moche that diuers pla⸗ 


ces of the walles were lefte bare and naked, witgoꝝt men to 
. X iii defend 


e aſſaulte of the towne, and to 


came from the walles, ofardwes dartes and ot 
foꝛted his men: ſomtime he counſayled them, was beſt 
foꝛ them to do, for the attayning of theyꝛ purpoſe. This his 
preſence was a wytneſſe, bothe of mens valyant courage, and 
alſo of theyꝛ cowardyſe, wherby euery man enforced hym 
ſelfe to clymme vp, neyther regardynge the bheyghte of the 
walles, no: fearyng the men of armes, that fierſely defended 
the walles . On the other ſyde ofthe towne lyke aſſault was 
gruen from the hyppes, by that part that laye towarde the 
water: but all to ſmall purpoſe, $02 Mago had ſo furnyſhed 
the walles with armed men, euer bꝛyngynge theym plenty of 
dartes and other oꝛdinances, that the Romans loſt moꝛe than 
they wine, And aboue al thinges the ſauing ofthe town was 
the height ofthe walles, wherby fewe of their ladders were 
able to reche tothe toppe of the ſame, and thoſe ladders that 
wer longeſt, wer therto moſt weake: ſo that whan one was az 
ſcendedvp on any of them, other wolde alſo clyme after him 
theron, and ſo with heauy burden being loded, many of them 
bꝛake, to the great hurt of the climers.whervpon Scipio, cã⸗ 
ſidering his vaine labours,eauſed his wery company to with⸗ 
draw them, and to reſt them: wherby the Carthaginẽ ſes wer 
not only eaſed and releued of their pꝛeſent ſeare t danger, but 
alſo therby toke a hardy courage and opinion, that the citie 
was out of all danger of taking by any aſſault, ⁊ that ther wer 
_ ſtrong inoughto defend it, tyll their other capitaines of the 
[ Eartha eo armies might haue time inough to come to 
their reſc ous, and to reiſe their ſiege. It dꝛew then towarde 
the middel of the dar, when certain fyſſhermen of Tarracon, 
that had ben fiſhing in their botes on the ſaid great and large 
poole, that lay on the nozthweſt pürt of the towne, cerrified 
| Scipio 
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with ſmall peyne to the townes men. n 
C Wbile they were buſy and attentife to defende the Citie, 
as well there as on the ſea coſt, Scipio, with a good numbꝛe 
of ſtronge men, ſecretely withdꝛewe hym to-the ſayd ponde: 
where he bad his companye folowe the god Reptunys,. that 
ſhulde be theyꝛ guide on their way thꝛough that ſhalowe was 
ter. Whervpon they with ſmall labour went ouer, and ſet vp 
ladders to the walles, which they found eaſy to be ſcaled, and 
not kept with any men of warre. $02 that they hauinge a ſure 
bope in the naturall ſtrengthe on that parte, by reaſoꝝ of the 
water, had made no munimentes oꝛ defence: noi vet leſteauy 
watch there:euvery man was gone to the defence of the other 
partes, in the which thaſſault ſemed moſt fierſe ⁊ dangerouſe: 
ſo that without any reſiſtence they entred the towne, ⁊ incon 
tinent made haſt to come to the gate, where the battaile was 
moſt buſy ⁊ ſtrong. To which whã they wer com, they found 
al the townſmen ſo erneſt in their defẽce. 02 in cõfoꝛting their 
felowes, that ther neither herd noꝛ ſaw the Romans til they 
percciued them at their backes, thꝛowing of dartes, a flepuge 
them on all partes, nother tyl that time knewe they the town 
to be won. Thi anon wer the gates bzoken down, 7a gret nũ 
bꝛe of armed mẽ entred at the gate, many had by that time go⸗ 


ten in ouer the walles:ſom went inc ontinent about the towne, 
fleinge

fleyngallthatthey met: an other company wente in araye to 
e market place, though the myddel of the Citie. Than 
ercepued they they: ennemies fleyng, ſome to the hyl withs 
inthe towne, that was kepte with. v. C. men of warre. Mago 
with a great numbre with him fledde to the caſtel. Then Sci⸗ 
pio ſent parte of his hoſt to the ſayd hyll, whiche anone wag 
wonne, and the people ſlayne oꝛ els taken. The reſt wente to 
aſſutelte the caſtel, whiche Mago a ſeaſon valyantiy defended: 
ng all the towne full of his ennemies, and that he was 
not lyke to haue any ſocours: be yelded vp him ſelfe with the 
caſtell to the Romapnes. Then ceaſſed they to make any fur⸗ 
ther ſlanghter in the citie. Euery man wente to the ſpoile of 
the towne : the pꝛaye whereof was greate, as well of golde 
N as of oꝛdinaunce, artyllary, coꝛne, ſhyppes, iron, 
laten and many other thinges mete foꝛ the apparel ofſgippes: 
the tertayntie wherof I wyll not reherſe, fo: that wꝛitars vas 
ry moch therin. There was alſo. x. . pꝛyſoners taken, wyer 
df as many as were citiʒeno, Scipio let go at libertie, and ſuf- 
fered to dwel ſtyl in the towne, and to enioy as moche of their 
goodeoas was not befoꝛe ſpoyled. Amonge other pꝛiſoners 
there were two. M of craſtes men, which he cauſed to be bõd 
men to woꝛke foꝛ the common pꝛofytte of the citie of Rome, 
e comfoꝛt, that they ſhould within ſoꝛte ſpace 
de made all free, if they wolde labour and woꝛke earneſteiya⸗ 
bout ſuche neceſſaryes, as they ſhoulde haue nede of in the 
warre. A greate noumber of the reſt, that were ſeruauntes 
and laſty yonge men, he ſent to be rowers in his ſhyppes and 
galeys intxe places of ſuche as lacked. And he alſo encreaſed 
his nau. of eyght ſhyppes wel furniſhed, Geſide al theſe pus 
ſoners he had alſo the pledges of noble men and cities, toa 
greate noumbꝛe: whome he cauſed to be well kepte and gen⸗ 
tly entreated. The reſt of that daye Scipio gaue lycence to 
his wery men to reſt theym ſelues. For there were ewe, but 
7 ines al the daye befoꝛe ben ſoꝛe trauayled with fyghryng 
in dne place ot other. bo peter ofthe towne he gaue to 
Cn. Lelius and his company of ſep men, and him Telfewente'

8 * RA the moꝛowe be aſſembled all 1s hoſte togys 
(| ther, and fyꝛſt he gaue bumble thankes ⁊ praiſe- 


to the goddis, that had gyuen into his bandes 
in one day ſo great, ſo noble, and ſo riche a citie, 
the lyke wherof was not to be found in Spain. 
Into which his ennemies had red togis \ 
| bothe of Affrica and alſo of Spayne, in ſuch 
/ abundance, tyat there was but lyttell oꝛ nothyng left for the: 
the Romayns bauyng great plenty of all thinges . Rerte he 
muche pꝛayſed the noble courage and valyantnes of bis men 
of warre, whom nother the ſodayne excurſation of therꝛ en⸗ 
nemies out of the towne, nother the bygh walles oz waters 
of the fame, coulde make afrayde or let them of theyꝛ enter⸗ 
piyſe: nother yet they: caſtels and ſtrong towꝛeo, coulde re⸗ 
ſiſt cheyꝛ powers. Aboue other be praiſed miche twayn, that 
firſt ſcaled tbe walles, and entred the towne, to eche of them 
he gaue a crowne of good value: his other ſouldiours he re: 
warded, euery man after his vertue and merites: but ſpecial⸗ 
ty Cn. Lelius, the gouernour of the nauye, be pꝛayſed and 
muche loued, to whome he gaue, fora rewarde, a crowne of 


- golde, and. xxx.oxen. 
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lyng them to be of good comforte, and that they ſhuld conſi⸗ 
der, that they wer now in the power of the Romayns, whoſe 
naturall pꝛopꝛetie and deſire is, to bynde men thꝛoughe they: 
denefytes ſhewinge, to loue them, rather than by compuliion 
to kepe men in feare of them. And had leauer to ioyne ſtrange 
nations in amitie with them by faithfull felowſhyp, then ſo⸗ 
rowfully to kepe them in myſerable ſeruitude. Toan he toke 
the names of the cities, that had their pledges there, and to 
the ambaſſadours that by chaunce were with hym pꝛeſent of 
any of the ſayde cities, he, incontinent delyucred the pledges 
vnto theim: to the other cities he ſent meſſangers, wyllynge 
theim to ſend vnto him for theim, and they ſhuldehaue they:

Scipio enqui⸗ 
red of her, of what cuntrey ſhe was,and of what kynred ſhe 
was deſcended: z he percerued by her, that ſhe was betrou⸗ 
thed oꝛ made ſure to a yong prince ofthe Celtiberiãs, whoſe 
name was Luceius , Whervppon he incontinent ſent foꝛ the 
ſaid yonge man, and alſo foꝛ ber parentes. Ut whoſe coming, 
knowyng that the yonge man was ſooꝛe enamoured of her, 
be thus ſayd vnto bym : I beinga yonge man, haue ſente fox 
you, that are alſo a yong man, to come to me, the cauſe is, for 
that whan this yong maiden, being ſtanced 02 enſured to you, 
muas bꝛought to me, dy my ſoldioꝛs, I herd ſay,that you entier 
ly loued her. And her beautie witneſſeth, that you haue good 
cauſe ſo to do. If I might laufully enioy her pleaſaunt loue, 
and were not other wyſe occupied in my mynde about the af- 
fayꝛes of the commune welthe: I coulde perchaunce beare 
ber my loue : and deſyꝛe to enioy the ſame : but nowe J wyll 


| beare fauour ro your loue, that of ryght ought to haue her. 


She hath bene here with meas well and honourably kept,z 
her virginitepreſerucd, as though ſhe had dwelled ſtyl with 
ber owne parentes, to thintent I might make of her a pꝛeſent 
to you moſt acceptable, 7 for the conſeruation of mine honoꝛ. 
And fo: this my gift, require of you, but one only reward, 
that is, that you from hẽsfoꝛth becom alouing fred to the Ro 
mãs.

C Then Scipio ſent C. Lelius to Rome, to beare tidynges 
of his victoꝛv, and with hym be ſent Mago, and. rv. other ſe⸗ 
natours of newe Carthage, whiche wer, at the takynge of the 
ſame citie, taken alſo pꝛiſoners, ⁊ after he had repaired the bꝛo⸗ 
ken walles of the citie, 7 ſet therin a ſufficient numbꝛe of ſoul⸗ 


diours, foꝛ the defence of the ſame: he remoued to Tarracon: 
whyther be bad apoynted the legates of all his olde friendes, 
and alſo of his newe gotten acqueintaunce, to reſoꝛte fora fur⸗ 
ther communication of they: aliaunce, and foꝛ the further pꝛo⸗ 
cedynge tn they: affaires.

But the 
conſull always folowed in the day tyme, ſendynge befoꝛe hm 
eſpies, to be ſure from the crafty trayne of Anmball. 
¶ The ſummer was almoſt ended, and the tyme of choſynge 
conſuls dꝛewe nere, at the whiche chuſyng Marcellus ſhulde 


haue been bym ſelfe : but he ſent his letters to Rome, affy:- 


mynge, that it ſnulde be ryght burtfull to the common welth, 
yf be byd depart one foote from Anniball. For his abſence, 
yea his onely ceaſſyng to aſſayle hym, ſnulde gyue hym moche 
courage. 
his army. The other conſul Liuius was ſent foꝛ. Than were 
choſen conſuls MA. Fabius Maximus, and A. Fuluius Flac⸗ 
cus. Beſyde this it was determined, that M. Claudius Mar 
cellus ſhulde kepe alſo his army and the werres agaynſt An⸗ 
niball one rere longar. 

C Us touchynge the warres in Spayne, it was oꝛderned, 
that Publius Scipio and Sullanus ſhoulde be there gouer⸗ 
nours, not onely foꝛa pere, but vnto the tyme they were cal⸗ 
led from the ſame by the ſenate. 

C Aboute this tyme came the ambaſſadours of kynge Sr⸗ 
phax from Effricato Rome, ſhewynge the pꝛoſperous bat⸗ 
tayles that he hadde fought with the Larthaginenſes, deſy⸗ 
rynge to hauethe amitic of the Romaynes agreed to bym 
by the whole ſcrate, whyche befoꝛe was moned betwene hym 
and the two bꝛetherne Cneius, and P. Scipio in Spayne. To 
whoſe ambaſſadours the ſenatours not only gaue gentyl than. 

tes and louynge anſweres, but alſo ſent by them to the kyng,

CRotlongeafter tidinges wer bꝛought to Rome out of Aſs 
rica, that Maſſaniſſa, the ſonne of kynge Gala, was come to 
Carthage with, v. . Humidians,and that a great numbꝛe of 
other Affricans wer hyꝛed to go ouer into Spayne to Aſdrus 

to the intent that be, ſtrongly accompanied, might depart 
ſhortly from thens into Italy to his brother Unmbal,in whom 
they tudged the hope of they: victory to reſt, 
C.Ubout the ſame time Lelius out of Spayne to Rome 
bryngynge with bym a great numbꝛe of pꝛiſonero, reherſynge 
in the ſenate houſe the happy wynnynge of newe Carthage in 
one daye, with the gettyng of many newe friendes in Spaine, 
Theſe newes made theim not ſo mery, as the comming of Aſ⸗ 
druball into Italy made theim afrayde, conſyderinge, that be⸗ 
foꝛe he was come, all theyz power was ſkant able to reſiſte the 
onely power of Anniball. Reuertheleſſe, with as good chere 
as coulde be, they diſcharged Lelius, ſendyng bym agayne in 
to Spayne with the ſhyppes that came with bym. 


C. 2arcellns gyueth battaple to Inniball, in whiche his men 
be put to flyght, wherupon he makerh them a ſharpe o⸗ 
ration, he reneweth the;battayll on the mozowe, 
puttath Anniball and his hoſt to flight, with 
loſſe of man of his men. cap.xiviit. 


bhenewe Conſull, leauynge all thynges in good 
onder at Rome, departed towardes the warres, 
2. Fuluius Flaccus paſſed Capua, to whome 
2. Fabius made inſtant requeſte, before he des 

— ßmparted, that be wolde kepe ſtrayght and quicke 
warres with Anniball whyles that he dyd beſiege the cutie of 
Tarent: whiche citie, if he myghte ones take frome hym, he 
ſnulde haue no place ſure to go to,neyther knowe to what coſt 


he myght faf re bym : ſo that he ſhuld afterwarde haue 


ſmall cauſe to abide in Italy. The ſame requeſt he alſo made to 


Marcellus by his letters: who thynkynge no man in Italy ſo 
able to matcbe Anniball, as he was hym ſelfe was ſo kendeled 
2 ſtirred with Fabius letters, that ſo.ſoneas the wynter was 
paſſed, and any fode was founde in the fieldes, able to ſuſteyne 
bis army and cattel, he went ro Lanuſium,where Annibal then 
laye, and hadde moued the rulers of the towne to yelde —

bym, leauyng the Romayne amitie. But ſo 881 a 


ued, that r remoued from 
uynge that playne countrey, and ſought the bylly and woddy 
countrey, whiche mygbt be moꝛe apte foꝛ traynes of deceripte 
fot his ennemies. 
¶ Harcellus euer folowed him harde, foyning almoſt campe 
to campe. Dyuers ſkyunyſhes were made betwene the hoꝛſe 
men of bothe partes. But Anniball not mynding to ieoparde 
all at ones, fledde beſoꝛe bym in the nyghte. At the laſt the o⸗ 
ther ouertoke hym in the playne And as Anniball cau⸗ 
ſed bis campe to be trenched 2 fortified, Marcellus with bis 
men let the wotkes therof: ſo that whether be wold oꝛ no, he 
was enfoꝛced to do batayl, which thyng he had moſt eſchued. 
oꝛe they oꝛdered they: armies on bothe parties, and

fought tyll the nyght departed them. Sn the mozowe Mar⸗ 


celluo early put his men in good aray, and Anniball dydde the 


ame, exhortyng bis men to remembꝛe their noble conqueſtes - 


at T raſymenus and at Lannas,and not to ſuffre they: gredye 
and pnreaſonable ennemy ſo to vexe them, that they might not 
tyme to incaripe them ſclues, ye ſcarſely to loke aboute,

army, do bothe at one tyme appere in the ſieldes. But in caſe 
(ſuythe he) ye ſo handle hym, that he may ones departe with 
lofle of his men out of the fielde, be wil herafter be mote eaſy 
to intreate. With theſe exhorrations, and alſo being euyl con⸗ 
tented with the tedious continuall purſuing of theyꝛ enemies: 
they fierſly went to battaile, where they wn 3 by the 
— of. (1. longe houres. At the laſt the ryght wynge of the 
Romayns gaue backe, whoſe place to fulfyll, rcellus ap⸗ 
poynted an other legion of men of armes of his company. But 
as the fyꝛſt reculed with feare, ſo the other came fayntly into 
their places. At the laſt the Romayn boſt being moꝛe feare⸗ 
full than hamefaſt,began to flee , There was ſlaynthat day of 


the Romains.1i. thouſand and ſeuen hundꝛed, wherof.iiii. wer Tx 


capitaines bundreders, and two tribunes. 

C 1Harcellus after that he was come into his campe, made to 
bis ſouldiours ſo ſooꝛe and cruell an oꝛation, that che woꝛdes 
of the angry capitayne ſemed to them moꝛe diſpleaſaunt and 
peynefull, than the trauayle that ther toke in the battaylle 


the date befoꝛe.

J ammoche bounde (ſayth he) to the immoꝛtall goddeg, 
wyen ye ſo fearfully toumbled together into your tentes, that 
itchaunced not your ennemy,after his victory, to aſſayle your 
campe alſo. Fot no fayle, loke with what feare ye left the bats 
taple, with lyke feare alſo had ye forſaken your campe. What 
ſodayne feare hath nowe inuaded you? Wat thynge hath cau 
fed you ſo ſone to forget, bothe the eſtate of your ſelfe, and als 
ſo of your ennemies # Do ye not remembꝛe, that theſe be the 
fame ennemies, whom ye and purſuedrhe laſt ſsmerz 
theſe be the ſame, whomefleinge before bothe daye and 
night, ye chaſed thꝛough the ve de the ſame, that 
yeſterday ye wold neither ſuffer to flee from vou, noꝛ yet gyue 
theim ſo moche time, as to foꝛtifye they: elde. I wil no moꝛe 
reherſe thynges, wherein ye may glory : but nowe wpll J des 
dlare thynges, whereof ye ought moche to be aſhamed. Veſter 
daye ye departed from the batayle with euen hande:and nowe 
what bath this daye oꝛ this nyghtc ben ſo greate a lette vnto 
vou, oꝛ taken from you? Mas your army therby any whit leſz 
fed, oꝛ theyꝛ power any whyt encreaſed  Trucly me thinketh 
nowe,that I ſpcake not to mine owne company of ſouldiours, 
noꝛ vet to Aomains.

Befoꝛe this time he 
could neuer gloꝛie of the ſlaughter of any of our company, on⸗ 
ly reſterdaie ye gaue him the honour by the death of your fe⸗ 
=. . lowes. ¶ Then euerie man cried out aloude to him, deſirynge 
= '. -- ) pardon ofthe date paſt : and ones againe to trie the herte and 
Is courage of his men, when ſo euer it ſhulde pleaſe him. Rowe 
(faide he) truely and I wyl pꝛoue you againe. foi I wil to mo⸗ 
rowe in the moꝛninge ſet you foꝛthe in araie, to the intent that 
ve as vanquiſhers may aſue foꝛgiuenes, rather then as people 

vanquiſhed. 

Centhe morrowe, after that his men had well eaten and 
dꝛonken, and made theim ſtronge, when he ſhould put his peo⸗ 
ple in oꝛder, he ſet in the vawarde thoſe that fled firſt the daye 
before, and thoſe companies that loſte their ſtandardes: and 
then the other as him beſt lrked, comaundinge theim all, ear- 
neſtely to fyghte and to ouercome theyr ennemies : ſo that the 
victoꝛie of that pꝛeſent dale might fiy and come to *

fore the ſclaunder of yeſterdaics flienge . | ; 
Anniball herd of the fierſe courage of Marcellus, 
be ſayd : Me haue to do nowe with ſuche an ennemye, as can 
ſuffre his good fortune noꝛ badde, For yfhe ouercom 
bis ennemies, be gredily ſtyl aſſaileth theim ; And whan he is 
ouercome,healſs fierſly renueth the warres vpon theim. Af 
ter theſe woꝛdes, be incontinent bzougbrhis boſte furthe in» 
to the fielde, where the battayle was moꝛe cruell than it was 
the daie before . The Carthaginenſes euer ſtryuynge to kepe 
the honour, and the Romaynes to auenge the ſhame gotten 
the daie before . aduauntage of the battayle betweene 
theim abode longe in ſuſpence. Marcellus, as a pꝛeſent wit=, 
neſſe, was euer redye to comfoꝛte and exhoꝛte his Romays 
8's. Haniball, ſeinge the doubtefulneſſe of the fyght and vis 
ctoꝛy, to putte bis enemies to ſodayne feare , cauſed his E- 
lephantea to be ſette agaynſte the foꝛewarde: whyche at the 
friſte comynge, brought theim out of oꝛder, and didde theim 
muche trouble and hurte: wherby the one parte thereof was 
leſte bare and voyde of reſyſtence, and the reſte had fled alſo, 
badde not Decius Flauius a Tribune taken the ſtanderde of 
one of the bandes of hoꝛſemen, commaundynge the company 
belongynge to the ſame ſtanderde, to folowe hym boldely, 
whom they obeyde: and he incontinent brought theim, where 
the company of elephantes dyd moſte diſpleaſure, cauſynge 
mooſte trouble and rumour . Than badde he theim couragio 
ouſely to throwe they: dartes and ſpeares at thoſe beaſtes: 
whyche they dyd, woundynge many of theim : who feelynge 
theim ſelues hurt, with greatte rage runne away, and coulde 
not be ſtayed by theim that rode on theim. The Romaynes 
folowed theim ſtyll, and dꝛoue thiem vpon they: owne com= 
pany of Spanyardes and Larthaginenſes, makynge greatter 
ſlaughter amonge theim, than they hadde before done to the 
Romaynes. And whan they ſawe the Carthaginenſes by this 
meane brought out of array, the Romaine footemen in oꝛder 
entred and bꝛake the aray cleane, puttynge thermro flyght: © 
wh Marcellus cauſed his hoꝛſmen to folow. And the chaſe ' 
ceaſſed not, tyl they wer dꝛiuen into the yates of their campe, 
with great loſſe bothe of men and of clephantes, There were 
ſlayne that daye . viii. . men, and fyue elephantes. Of the 
Romaines there were ſlayne thꝛe . and very — 
ooꝛe

ſore hurt. Whervpon Annibal, the next nyghtfolowinge,res 


ed vnto the Buutians : and Marcellus abode there a ſeas 
ſon, to cure his hurt ſouldiours. |

A this ſcaſon Q. Fabiuo Max. the conſul toke Man⸗ 
duria with foꝛce, and from thens remoued to Tarent, 
pytchyng his tcntes harde by the mouth of the hauen, 
where be founde certayne ſhyppes, whyche Liuius the late 
conſull hadde left there fo: the defence of other ſnyppes that 
brought vytayle and other neceſſary pꝛouiſion for the caſtell. 


All theſe yppes, and alſo all other that came with vitayles 


and pꝛouiſion thyther, be charged ſome with gunnes and ſto⸗ 
nes, and all kynde of weapons inuaſiue, ſomme he laded with 
ſcalyng ladders, and other engyns to aſſaulte the towne: ſoo 
that by the ſea al thinges wer ready foꝛ the aſſaulte. And then 
be by land alſo oꝛdered his copany foꝛ the ſame. Now to hep 
his purpoſe to be acheued, ther chaunced a ſmall thing in eſti⸗ 
mation: yet it pꝛoued meruailous happy foꝛ the ſucceſſe of his 
great enterpuſe. Anmball bad ſent to Tarent a crue of men 
of warre of the countrey of the Bꝛutiano. The capytayne of 
this company was meruailouſly enamozed on ayong womã in 
the citie, whoſe brother was then ſouldiour in the hoſt of Fas 
bius, to whom his ſiſter ſent woꝛde by letters, of the familia⸗ 
ritic and new acquaintaunce of her earneſt louer , and of his 
greate ryches and honour. Wherypon this man umaginynge; 
and truſtyng alſo, that the loue of his ſyſter myghbt leade her 
louer to do what ſo euer ſhe wolde diuiſe, conceyued an hope, 
to do good therby, touchenge the wynnynge of the towne. 
Wherypon he ſecretely opened his mynde to bis capitayne 
Fabius, deſyzynge hym, that he woulde lycence bym to des 


parte frome the armye, and to goo in to the citie, whiche he 


woulde vndertake to dooe, by diſſemblynge hym ſelfe to be 
ſtolen away from his company, fo: the loue of his ſiſter, deſy⸗ 
rouſe tobe acytezen there. The Lonſullrbynkyng to pꝛoue 
the effecte of his opynyon, ſuffered hym to departe. Thus 
came he to his ſyſter, and by ber meanes felle in greate famis 
liarite with her louer the-capytarne of the Bzutianes . —

after longe acquayntaunce he beganne couertly to pꝛoue his 
mynde a lyttell and a lyttell. After, whan he founde ſome to⸗ 
wardneſſe in hym, he ſette his ſyſter in hande with bym, who

At the tyme and 
boure appoynted, whiche was the begynnynge of the nyght, 
the Conſull badde prepared, that on the ſea ſyde in the has 
uen, bis ſhyppcs and menne of warre thereto appoynred, 
ſhoulde vyolentely affaulte the towne. And on an other parte 
the Romaynes in the caſtell, with all theyz foꝛce alſo, ſhulde 
aſſayle the citizens : and he with a good numbꝛe with bym,

e abode a longe ſcaſon , withoute makynge any noyſe. 


| There was greatte noyſe and bꝛuite made purpoſely on the 


bauen ſyde, and onthe ſyde towardes the caſtelle, where 
leaſte daungier was: Soo that Democrates the capytayne, 
whyche was than nyghe vnto the crew of Pꝛutians, fea= 
rynge leſte in his abſence, the Romaynes myghte. chaunce 
onthe other ſyde to wynne the towne, whyche to feare he 
was moued by the greatte rumour and cryc of the cyte3ens 
on that parte. Whan be hearde all thynges quicte and at 
reſte on that parte of the towne, wherin he was: he with his 
people haſted towarde the caſtell ſpde , where he hearde the 
greatteſt noyſe. 
¶ Th the conſull, heringe thenoyſe ceaſſed of men of ars 
mes, whiche befoꝛe were very loude, iudging that the kepers 
of that warde were gone from thens : he commanded ſtreigot 
ſcalynge ladders to be ſette to the walles on that ſyde where 
the Brutians kepte warde, whyche was done without any 
reſyſtence. Foꝛ the Brutians not onely made noo reſyſtence, 
but alſoo holpe theym vp. Thus entred they the towne, 
and ſtreyghte wente to the nerte gate, the whyche they 
bꝛake, and cauſed moche of they: companye to entre with - 
theyꝛ bancrs dyſplayed . And by W of the day, they

came into the markette place. 
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The Marte bet wene the Romaynes 
Tarentines parceyuinge 
they: towne to be taken, came with all theyz power frome the 


caſtell ſide, and from the hauen, to the ſuccour therof : but all 


to late; $or after the battayle was a lyttell begonne, they felte 
theim ſciucs farre vnable to reſiſt the Romaynes , Wherſoꝛe 
anon fhey fied cuery man to his houſe, oꝛ to his friendes houſe, 


There wer Hico and Democrates ſlayne in battayle. Philo⸗ 


menes, the chiefe autour of betraying the towne to Anmball, 


tone bis hoꝛſe and fledde: but whither he wente, 02 what bes 


came of hym, it was not after knowen. Great ſlaughter was 
made both of the Carthaginenſes and of the Tarentines. 
Many priſoners were taken, and a ryche ſpoyle. The wall, 
whiche Anniball made to deuyde the caſtell frome the towne, 
was thꝛowen downe. 8 
¶ Anniball when he fy:ſte hearde, that Tarent was beſieged: 
be with all baſt poſſible hyed thyther to the ſucc our therof, 
But when he came nere thervnto, and hearde newes of the ta⸗ 
kynge of tbe citie, and by what meanes, he ſayde : I nowe do 
ryght well fynde, that the Romaynes hãue alſo an other Anni 
ball amonge theim. Foz euen by ſuche crafte as we wanne Taz 
rent, by ſuche haue we loſt it. Then foꝛ that it Mulde not aps 


peere, that be were reculed foz feare, he pitched his campe 


fyue miles from the citie, where he taryed certayne dayes:and 
from thenſe went to zHetapontus, where he cauſed letters to 
be wꝛitten by two of the chiefe rulers of the citie to Fabius. 


The contentes therof was, that if it woulde pleaſe the Ros 
maynes and hym, to receyue theim into they: grace, and to re- 


mitte all they2 olde iniuries and wꝛonges to them doone: they 
woulde delyuer into his handes, bothe the towne, and alſothe } 


garniſon of the Carthaginenſes, which wer within the ſame. 


Fabius nothynge miſtruſtinge, ſent to them agayne, appoyn⸗ 
tynge a tyme, when he wolde come to Petapontus to ſpeake 
with them. whiche letters were ſtreyght bꝛough to Anmbail. 
Who beinge very ioyouſe, to trayne and deceyue the old wiſe 
Fabius, At the tyme appoynted layde a great embuſſemente 
vpon the waye, where Fabius ſhulde paſſe to Metapontus. 
¶ The ſame tyme when Fabius ſhuldedeparte, he ſought by 
diumations and auguries, howe he ſhulde ſpede in his yoiage, 
as by the kyllyng of a beaſte, and therwith to do ſacrifyce:and 
dy the lucke of byꝛdes, as the deteſtable vſe was _ and 
longe 


- * — 
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longe befoꝛe had ben amonge the Nomernes . Whicheavgus 


ries were ſo vnlucky and pntowarde, that they hen 
ſome euyll aduenture, if be wenre ſoꝛwarde in his ap 


tourney. Wherfoze the deuynours oꝛ wyſe men uduy ſed bym, 


to tary ſtyll in his tentes, ſoꝛ fearc of treaſon, 

Toe zHetapontans, ſeing that Fabius came not at the day 
aſſigned, ſent agayne to hym, requyring bym to come to their 
capitaynes. Whiche meſſangers were incontinente taken and 
examyned vpon the caſe, And 8 the tourmentes 
that wer prepared foꝛ theim, confeſſed all the deceyte and tre⸗ 
fon :wherby Fabius eſcaped his death, and the deſtruction of 


many of his armye. 


C Scipio fyghteth with Haſdruball beſyde Betula, dzyneth hym 
-  fromhis hyll, ſleſth. viii. M. ot᷑ his hoſt, taketh. xii. M. 
pzpſoners, with Maſſus neuew to Maſſaniſſa, and 
a great pzape in the campe. .

| A the fame ſummer tyme, whyles all theſe thynges 


were done in Italy, P. Scipio beinge in Spayne, had 
ſo gotten the loue ofthe ſpanyardes, that Ediſco, In⸗ 
dibilis, and Mandonius, thꝛe great pꝛinces of Spayne, were 


come into bis amitie and alliaunce. Indibilis deſired, that their · 


commynge mygbt not be diſhono:able vnto them, and that no 
man ſhulde repꝛoche theim after, that they were ſtolen awa 
from they: olde friendes of Carthage, and lyke lyght peop 
were runne to the Romaynes : Fo he ſayde, they had doone 


euer recompenſed with pꝛyde, auaryce, and many iniuries: ſo 
that onely theyꝛ bodyes abode in the amitie of Carthage, but 
they: hertes hadde longe beene towardes the Aomaynes: 
whom they knewe euer to be kepers oftheyꝛ truſe taken, and 
mainteinours of right and equitie. Wherfoze he deſyꝛed Sci- 
pio, toreceyue they: friendely commynge vnto bym, accoze 
dynge to theyz meanynge and intente e and as he founde them 
dylygent in theyꝛ ſeruyce doynge vnto him, ſo to eſteme them. 

Scipio hertely thanked them, grauntynge theyꝛ requeſtes in 
all thynges. Wheruppon theyꝛ wyues and chyld:en were re⸗ 
ſtoꝛed vnto theim, whiche befoꝛe were captyues with Scipio: 


and a ſtedfaſte aliaunc e of amitie was 3 betwene theim.

¶ By this meane was the armye greatly increaced. Yetbes 
ſydes this, by one other waye Scipio polytikely augmented 
bis hoſt, F̃oꝛ whenhe ſawe no nauy of was on the 
ſea, ſo that he neded not to haue any great noumbꝛe of men in 
bis ſyppes: He bꝛoughte his hoole nauye to Tarracon, ta⸗ 
kynge all the ſouldiours, whiche were in theim, and alſoo the 
mote parte of his maryners, with bym in the warres by lande. 
With this great hooſte he wente forwardes, and made ſuche 
ſpede, that ſecretly he came nere vnto the towne of Betula, 
where Haſdruball laye with his armye. At they: fyrſtecoms 
mynge thyther, certeyne ſmalleſkyzmyſhes were made be⸗ 
twene theim. But aſdruball, ſeynge the Romaynes power 
dayly increaſed, and bis tobe made leſſe, thoughte he woulde 
teoparde to fyghte without lenger pꝛolongynge of tyme. But

¶ Scipio rydynge aboute his hoſte, ſnewed theim they: en⸗ 
nemyes. They: hertes ( ſaythe he) wyll not ſerue theym to 


| fyghte with vo on euen grounde. Wherfoꝛe they ſeeke out 


byghe mountaynes, truſtynge more to the ſtrengthe of the 


place, then to they: owne ſtrengthe 02: armour, Rewe Car⸗ 
thage hadde bye walles, whiche neuertheleſſe was ſcaled by

noꝛ the caſtell thereof, noꝛ yet the ſea withſtande theyꝛ po⸗

of warre, commaundynge the one to kepe the mouthe of the

| abydeſecretely onthe ware, that laye by the bowinge of the 
mountayne, betwene the towne of Betula and the fycldes : 


And be bym ſelfe, with a good noumbꝛe of nymble harneſſed. 


men, wente ſtreyghte towardes theſe Aumidians and Affriz 
canes, whiche were on the lower playne of the byll : whoo 
ſuffered theim to come almooſte vppe withoute let, ſave one⸗ 
ly of the ſtyepeneſſe of the hylle, vntyll they came within 
| the caſtynge of dartes . Thenne was the fyghte ſooꝛe on 
bothe partes, but ſpecially great plenty of ſtoones and o⸗ 


harde to be wonne, and they alſo almooſte ouerwhelmed 
with ſtones : yet they beinge nymble and well harted men, 


ceaſſed not to goo ſtyll yppewarde, tyll the foꝛmooſte of 


theym hadde gotten the playne and euen grounde . They 


anone putte the 'Aumidyans-to flyghte , and with greatre 
ſlaughter dꝛoue theym vppe to they? armye, that abode in 
tbe hygheſte parte of the hyll . Thenne Scipio commaun⸗ 
ded the ſame his companye to go ſtreyghte vppe after to⸗ 


warde the myddle of they: ennemyes. The reſt of his hoſte 
he deuyded in two partes, wherof he cauſed Lelius to take 


the one halfe, and with them to go aboute on the ryghthande 
of the hyll, to eſpy where hemygbte fynde a moꝛe eaſye place 
fo: them to aſcende. Me with the other parte kept on the lefte 
e, And ere euer he had fette any farre compaſſe, clambe vp 


the ſayde mountayne, and ran on his ennemyes, whoſe backes 


ſes was ſoꝛe troubled, and great clamour was made, infoꝛcynge 
them to tourne them to reſyſt Scipio and his company, and to 
chaunge theyꝛ oꝛdꝛe, whiche they were in befoꝛe. In all this 
troublous bꝛuite came Lelius on theym on the other ſide, 
ow coming cauſed the foꝛeward to grue backe, foꝛ feare to

26. men. Aſdruball ſeing the beginning of the battaile nothing 
pꝛoſperous after his intent, ſent his money, and many of his 
clephantes away befoꝛe him;and be folowed after with as ma⸗ 
ny as coulde ſaue them felues with flieng : and paſſyng the ry⸗ 
uer of Tagus, went ſtreight toward the mountains of Py2c-. 
neis. C Scipio, comynge to the campe of the Larthaginen= 
ſes, gaue all the pray therof to his ſouldiours, except the pus 
ſoners, which wer in numbꝛe. x. thouſand fotemen, and. ii. . 
borſemen : of whiche numbꝛe, ſoo many as were Spanyardes, 
he let go at lybertie freely, without raunſome paying: the reſt 
be cauſed to be ſold by the Queſto:. Than gauche large gyf⸗ 
tes to the pꝛincis of Spayn, ſpecially to Indibilis be gaue.iii. 
CC. hoꝛſes, the beſte he coulde chuſe of all that were taken. 
Thꝛough whiche his liberall diſtribution , the communes of 
Spayne called hym kyng : whyche name, Scipio declared to 
them, that it was very odtous and deteſtable to the Romans, 
Wherfoꝛe he deſyꝛed them, to abſteyne from callyng hym by 
that name. For with the name of gouernour 02 capitayne, he 
was well contented. 
C Whan the Queſtoꝛ was about to ſell the pꝛyſoners by the 
capitaynes commaundement, among other he found a goodly 
yonge chylde of, rv. yeres olde: whome he ſente to Scipio, 
fo: that he herd of him, that he was deſcended of lignage roi⸗ 
al. Of whom Scipio enquired, what he was, of what coun⸗ 
trey, and how he, being of no greatter age, happened to be in 
2 70 campe amonge men of warre, Me aunſwered, that he was 
Numidia, and was named Maſſus. Mis father (be fayd) 
45 deade. Wherfo:ehis mother ſent him to her father Sa⸗ 
la kinge of Rumidia, and frome that time he had ben brought 
vp with his vncle Maſſaniſſa. And whep his vncle came ouer 
into Spaine to the ſocour of the LartAginenſes,he came al⸗ 
| 1 . him. But euer when be went to any batteil, bis vncle

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vnware to his ſayde vncle. But when cuery man made hym re 


dye, he pꝛyuely alſo toke an hoꝛſe and harneies, and entered 
the battayle with them. But his chauncc was ſo euyll, that he 


had nowe a faule from his hoꝛſe, wherby he was taken of the 


deſyꝛous to retourne to Maſſaniſſa. To whom he aunſwered, 
wepynge fot ioye, that he wolde be verye glad, if his chaunce 


were ſo good. Then Scipio gaue him a ringe of golde, a cote, 


a ſenatours garmente, a ſpanyſſhe cloke, a goodly hozſe, well 
barneyſed, and a buckle of golde, and ſuffered hym ro de⸗ 


parte to bis vncle at his pleaſure, appoyntynge him hoꝛſe⸗ 


menne to conducte hm on the ware, ſo farre as he woulde 


haue theim. 


| CAfter theſe thynges done, he beſtowed the reſte of the 


ſummer in receyuynge many people and Cities of Spayne 


in to the amitie of the Romaynes, and remayned at Zars 
racon. 


¶ Sone after the battayle foughte at Betula, the other Aſ⸗ 


came frome the further parte of Spayne, to the helpe of the 
other Aſdruball: but all to late . For the battayle was paſte 


before they: comynge . Wyerfoze they conſulted , what 
was beſte be doone. At the laſte, conſyderynge that Sci⸗ 


pio, by gyftes and bis lyberalytye , hadde won the hertes- 
of the hyther partes of Spayne, and that onely the peo⸗ 
ple of the furtheſte parte of the conntreye towardes the 
Bades oꝛ pyllers of Hercules, knewe as yet nothynge of 
bym, noꝛ of the Romaynes, wherfotze they were ſure fren⸗ 
des to the Carthaginanſes: they determyncd, that of neceſ⸗ 
ſytie they muſte remoue all they: ſouldiours of Spayne, ey⸗ 
ther to the furtheſte partes of yne, oꝛ elles into Fraunce: 
oꝛ elles in ſnoꝛte ſpace they woulde all turne to the frendſhip 
of the Romaynes.

¶ They alſo agreed, that Aſdruball, takynge with hym al the 
Spanyardes out of Spayne, and farre from the name of Sci⸗

M. of the beſt and lighteſt hoꝛſes and men appoynte . to be 
with hym : with whiche numbꝛe he was aſſigned to pervſe and 
ryde abꝛode the countreys, helping the cities, frende- of the 
Larthaginenſcs, and to ſpoile and diſtroy the townes an fiels 
des of their ennemies. With theſe intentes and myndes eue⸗ 
ty one of the capitaines departed from other, makyng greate 
ſpede to achicuetheir enterpꝛyſe. 


¶ M artelus the Conſull is ſlayn by an imbuſhement layde 
bp Inniball, Criſpinus the other conſull and Mar 
cellus ſonne be (ooze hurte, Capi li. 


He fame of Scipio dayly encreaſed at Rome. Alſo A. 
Fabius Maximus bad gotten greate honour by wyn⸗ 
 & nynge the towne of Tarent. But Marcellus by meane 
of ennemies was runne in great infamy. Fox it was repoꝛted, 
that Anniball rouyng abꝛode in the countrey, be kept his hoſt 
in the ſommer ſeaſon in the towne of Uenufia. Marcellus to 
purge hym of this ſclaunderous name came to Rome, againſte 
the tyme of chuſynge of offycers . Thyther came alſoo Q. 
Fuluius Flaccus the conſull. There was the cauſe of zHare 
cellus openly debated . And C. Bibulus , one of the Tribu⸗ 
nes, charged hym ſooꝛe, ſayeng, that the negligence of Mar⸗ 
cellus, and other ſuche lyke, was the cauſe of Anniballes fo 
longe abode in Italy. This is ( ſayd he) the tenthe yere, ſens 
he came fyꝛſt into this countrey. Me bath lyued almoſt as long 
in Italy, as he hath done in Carthage. At the choſyng of offi⸗ 
cers, ye wylled M. Claudius Marcellus to continue a yere 
longar in his office: and nowe if ye wyll knowe the fruite that 
he hath brought foꝛth this yere, by the meane therof, ye ſhall 
vnderſtande, that he hath his hooſte two tymes beaten, and 
many of them ſlayne this pere. And in the chiefe of yu

¶ To this accuſation Marcellus ſo wyſely and ſobꝛely aun⸗ 
ſwered, ſhewynge his policies and his actes doone agaynſte 
H:miball, that his excuſe was not onely welle taken, but alſo 
for e ee eee eee was, by the hole 
c of the people, choſen conſull: And Titus Quintus 
was choſen to be his felowe. They both were ap⸗ 
poynted to kepe Italy agaynſte Anniball. Marcellus wente 
to his olde army to Aenuſia, takyng with hym rs other, 
to lye the places of thoſe that were before ſlayne. Criſ⸗ 
pinus ſeinge the honour that was growen to Fabius by wyn- 
nyngof ent, thoughte to beſyege the citie of Locrus. 
Wherfoꝛe he ſent for all maner of oꝛdynances to Sicilia, with 
Myppes alſo to aſſault the ſame by ſea as well as by land. But 
bearinge of the cominge of Anniball to Lacinium, he lefte 
bis pourpoſe fot a ſeaſon, and ioyned bis hoſte with his fet- 
lowe Marcellus, who as than was come from Uenuſia into 
the countrey of Apulia, where they bothe incamped their ar⸗ 
mies. iti, myles the one frome the other. Thyther came alſo 
Anniball ſoone after that he parceyued the conſull M iſpinus 
baddelefte of his beſiegynge of the Locrenſes, an in the 
ſame cuntrey pytched his campe and tentes. e had the yere 
before aſſayed the power and herte of Marcellus, ſometyme 
with wynnyng, ſometyme with loſſe of men. Wherefoꝛe fea⸗ 
rynge with the power of bothe the conſulles to be ouermat⸗ 
ched, be than diuyſcd, howe with policies and craft to deceiue 
them. The conſulles made dyuers ſyꝛmyſhes with his men, 
thinkyng with ſuche tryflynge frayes to paſſe furthe the ſom⸗ 
mer, and to kepe hym occupied: Vet neuertheleſſe, they tru= 
ſted to be ſtronge ynough alſo for: the beſicgynge of Locrus. 
foꝛe they ſent to Sicilia, cauſyng ZL. Lincius, with bis 
nauy and army, to come to the beſiegynge of Locrus by te 
fea. Furthermoꝛe to aſſayle it alſo by lande, they commaun= | 
ded part of the army, whiche laye foꝛ the defence of Tarent, 
to be brought thyther . This appoyntement was not ſo pry= 
uyly done, but that Unniball hadde knowledge therof by cer= 
tayne of the Thurines. Whervppon agaynſte the tyme ap⸗ 
poynted of theyꝛ comynge, he ſent an embuſſhement of two 
thouſande horſemen, and thre om men , bn lye 
| ii ecret⸗ 
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The Martes let wene the Romane 
ſecretely vnder the hylle of Petillia, yppon the way, whers 
by the Romayne Tarentines houlde paſſe. The Romaynes 
vnaduyſedly paſſyng by the waye, were amonge them to their 
great hurtes: fo: two thouſande of theim were there 
and one. . and two hundred taken pzyſoners, the reſt that 
eſcaped, fiedde by dyuers waies backe agayne to The 
conſulles laye in ſeuerall campes, not farre frome the 
campe of Anniball. N owe was there in the myddell waye be⸗ 
twene the Romaynes campe and hym, a greatte bylle, full of 
woodde, not taken noꝛ viewed by any of them both. The Ros 
mayns feared fo: to viewe it, fort that they doubted, what ma⸗ 
ner of grounde the vttermooſte parte thereof was towarde 
they: enemies. Neither was it viewed of Anniball: for that 
be eſtemed the ſame to be a place more mete for to det eiue his 
ennemies, than fot to pytche thcron bis campe . Wberefoze 
be in the nyght ſent thither a company of N umidian horſemen 
to lye pꝛyuily in the my ddell of the wood, without mouynge 
oꝛ makynge any noyſe in the date tyme, for feare to be eſpied. 
The Romaynecs euer cryed to they: capytaypnes , that they 
ſhoulde take the ſayde hylle, and pytche there, one of they: 
campeso, foꝛ feare leſte Anmiballhoulde take it before theim, 
Than laid Marc ellus to hio felowe Lriſpinus, lette vs then, 
with a certaine horſemen with ps, go ricwe the ſame byll : by 
the ſyghte whereof, we maye diſpoſe all thynges accoꝛdyng⸗ 
ly. Beynge thus agreed, they takyng with them. ii. hundred 
and. rr. horſemen, wente bothe to ſurucy the ſayde bylle and 
wood. VWDyom ronge arcellue, the conſuls ſonne, and Au⸗ 
lus zÞhanliys beinge bothe tribunes, folowed. So couetous 
was the mynde of Marcellus to iorne battaile with Anniball, 
that he thoughte he coulde neuer ioyne his campe nyghe y⸗ 
nough to the campe of his ennemye. Wherefoꝛe at his des 
partynge, he cauſed hid people to be ina redyneſſe: that in 
caſe the place lyked thein, that they myghte gather vp the 
peſſclies, and all theyꝛ ſtufec, and folowe theim frome they 
campes. 
¶ Thecapytaynes paſſed thorough a lyttell playne fielde, 
and frome thenſe they entred into a fayꝛe bꝛode waye 02 rys 
dynge, wyyche wente vp into the woodes. At the toppe of 
this rydynge, the Aumidians hadde ſette an eſpy to wache, 
not t2yakynge of any ſoo greate a pꝛaye as happed theim to 
come?

This eſpye warned Bom 
nes commynge, and of the numbꝛe, and gaue theim a ſygne,

— Hrs incloſe theim, and ſtoppe theyꝛ waye be- 
bynde theim, by that tyme the foꝛmoſte of the embuſhement 
aſſayled theim before.

pꝛolonge the battayle tylle ſuccours myghte come to them. 
But the other were ſoo fierſe, that parte of the Romay = 
nes fedde. Neuer the leſſe the reſte foughte foꝛ a ſeaſon, 


tylle they ſawe Criſpinus ſooꝛe wounded, and his felowe 
Marcellue, thꝛuſte thozough with a ſpeare, falle deade to 
the grounde. Thanne the reſte that were left on lyue fledde 
with Criſpinus the Conſull, who was ſooꝛe hurte with two 
dartes, and yonge Marcellus, beynge alſo ſooꝛe wounded, 
Aulus Manlius was there ſlayne, with warcus Aulius, 


and foure and forty other hoꝛſemen. Arenius, with fyue ſer⸗ 
geantes of the conſulles, and cygitene other hoꝛſemen, were 
taken pꝛiſoners. | 


C Inniball craftily ſendeth lettters to Dalapta, ſealcd 


with Marcellus ſygnet.Zſdzuball paſſeth the 
mountayns with his armp, to mete his 
bzother Jnniball, Cap - lit,

onthe Romaynes. The conſulles ſeynge theim ſelues 
ſtopped , bothe befoꝛe and behynde, foughte manfullye 
theym ſelues, and comfoꝛted they: fellowes, thynkynge to 
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Marcellus, whiche be cauſed to be buryed, Lriſpinus 


ſore feared with the deathe of bis fellowe, and alſo with his 


owne woundee: de folow remoued ſecretelye 
dis armye into the higheſt and nexte hyll, that he for hie ſuer⸗ 


tie coulde fynde, there pitchinge his campe and tentes. Both 
tze capitaines endeuoured them ſelues, to the vttermoſt, the 


one to deceyue, and the other to eſchewe deceite. ö 

¶ Anniball, with the bodye of Marcellus, founde alſoo his 
ringe, with his Tous w be truſted to woꝛke deceyt- 
full concluſions . Eriſpinus myſtruſtinge alſo the ſame, ſente 
with ſpede woꝛde to all the cities of the Romaynes, nere ad⸗ 
toymnge, warnynge theim, that bis felowe Marcellus was 
ſlayne, and that Anniball had gotten his ſignet. Mherfoꝛe he 
commanded theim, in no wyſe to gyue credence to any letters 
that ſhulde be ſente vnto them, ſealed with the ſeale of Bars 
cellus, oꝛ made in his name. Soone after a meſſanger came to 
_ Salapiafrom Unmball, with letters w:itten and ſcaled in the 
name of Marcellus: ſhewynge vnto them, that the nyght fo- 
lowynge Marcellus wolde pꝛiuely come thyther. Wherfo:e 
be commaunded the capitaynes and garriſon to be redy at his 
commynge, to knowe his further pleaſure, what was to be 
done. The Salapiens fyndynge crafte inthe wꝛytynge, ſente 
backe the meſſangers to Unniball with gentyll anſwere. And 
they the nyghte pꝛefyxed, ſette ſure watche and warde on the 
walles, ſpecially on that parte of the towne, and at that gate, 
where they demed they: ennemyes wolde come, A lyttell be⸗ 
foꝛe the dare came Anniball, with a great company with hym. 
The firſt company that cam to the yates, was of Romans, that 
wer departed from the cuntrey, ⁊ taken in wages by Anniball, 
They had all Romayne armour, and when they came to the 
gate, they ſpake laten, as dydde the Romaynes, wakynge the 
watchemen, and byddynge them to open the gate to the con- 
ſull. The watche aroſe, and with great leuers lyft vp the port 
colyes ſoo hyghe, that men myghte entre ynder it. Then the 
ſayde bande of Romaynes runawayes, entered fo faſt as they 
myght. But when they were entred, to the numbꝛe of. vi. C. 
of them, the rope, whiche dyd holde vp the portcolyes, was 


let ſlyp, and fell downe with great noyſe makynge. The Sala- . 


piens, with ſmalle reſyſtence, ſlewe them that were entred the 
towne. Fo: that they, myſtruſtinge no ſuche thyng, _ wm 
rneſſe 
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ſed they: ennemyes from the gate and walles. 


¶ Thus Anniball, beinge taken m his owne trappe, was de⸗ = 


ceyned : and from thenſe departed, to rayſe the ſyege of his 


 friendes the Locrerſis, whom Lincius, with his ſouldiours 


— 3 that came from Sicilia, kept very harde and 
yghte. 5 

¶ ago was in the citie, who herynge of the death of Mar⸗ 
celluo, toke ſome comfoꝛte vnto hym. But when he harde ty⸗ 
dynges, that Anniball bad ſente bis Aumidian horſemen be⸗ 
fore him, and was coming bym ſelfe after with his foremen,as 


ſpedely as he myght, he was then withoute feare. Wherfoze 


when he cſpyed afarre of the Humidians appꝛochyng, he cau⸗ 


ſed the gate to be opened, and in arraye with bis folke iſſued 


out vpon the Romaynes. His ſodeyne comyng on them, more 
then his ſtrengthe, cauſed the battay le to endure fot a ſeaſon 
doubtefull. But when the Aumidians were alſo come, the Ro⸗ 
maynes were ſo ſtryken with feare, that withoute oꝛdꝛe they 


theyꝛ oꝛdynaunce, wherwith they had beaten the walles. And 
by this meane was the ſyege of the Locrenſis rayſed. 

¶ Lriſpinus the conſull ſente letters to Rome, bothe of his 
felowes deathe, and alſo of his ſoꝛe hurtcs : which letted him 
ſo, that he could not come to Rome to the choſyng of the con 


ſuls. The ſenatours were very penſyfe, to ſe two conſuls ar- 


mies deſtitute of capitaynes. Wherfo:e at the day ofthe ele⸗ 
ction,they loked about, to fynd two wiſ and circumſpect per⸗ 
ſons fo: that offyce, who had ben acqueynted with the deceiteo 
of Anniball. Fyiſte they aboue other lyked C. Claudius Rez 
ro, whom they knewe to be a valyaunt man, and a good capy⸗ 
tayne. But they eſtemed hym'to be to quicke foꝛ that tyme of 
the warres, and to matche that ſoobꝛe capytayne Enmball, 
Wherfo:e they deuyſed to match his quickenes, with a ſobze 
felowe of great temperance, Then was there one M. Liui⸗ 


us, a man of great ſobꝛeneſſe, late come agayne into the citie. 


he had before ben conſull about. pui. yeres Paſſed, and in his 
conſulſhyppe was condempned by the comons, without fault:

dies then laye the helthe welth and lybertie, bothe of them and

it was, he entered into bis campe ſecretly in the nyght. Jo: the 
more ſuertie wherof, he gaue a pryuy watche worde oꝛ token, 
wherby one tribune ſhulde receyucan other, one centurio o2 
undredour an other, one hoꝛſeman an other, and one foteman 
ulde recerue an other.

Liuius tentes were then pitched nere to Sena, 
and Aſdruball reſted not paſt halfe a myle thence, When Ae- 
ro appꝛoched, be coucred hym with mountaynes andbylles, - 
tyll it was mghte, Then kepynge greate ſylence, they entred 
the campe of Liuius, and were euery man btoughte into the 
tentes by his lyke officer, where they were friendly and gen⸗ 
tylly receyued, with great ioye and gladneſſe. L. Poꝛtius the 
pꝛetoꝛ had his campe iornynge to the campe of the conſull. 
The daye folowynge ther counſayled, what was beſt then to 
be done, Some gaue aduyſe, that Rero with his company, be⸗ 
inge wery, ſhulde reſte them certayne dayes, and that the bat⸗ 
tayleſhulde be differred, tyll they were fully refrcſhed of their 
longe trauayle: and in the meane tyme to knowe the maner of 
theyꝛ ennemyes. But Nero wolde in noo wyſe agree therto, 
be inſtantly deſyꝛed them ſo to woꝛke, that dis ſecrete enters 
pꝛyſe, whiche by his ſwyfte comynge thither was made ſure, 
ſhulde not by theyꝛ long tarying be made folyſhe and pox de,

Me, with 
certayne other horſemen in his company, rode befoꝛe his hoſt: 
where he perceiued amonges the Romaynes, tobe many olde 
ſhildes, whiche he had not ſeene befoꝛe. Aliſo he marked many 
carreine leane and ouer laboured hoꝛſes. He thought alſo the 
numbꝛe of his ennemies was greatter then it was wont to be, 
Mer foꝛe hauyng a miſtruſt of that, whiche in dede was true: 
he blewe the retraite. And incontinent ſent certayn of his men 
to the ryuer, where the Romayne hoꝛſes were watered, to ef-

Fox 
who woulde not wonder to ſe, that be maynteyned the warre 
ſo farre frome his countrer by the full ſpace of thyꝛtene ye⸗ 
res in the lande of his enemies, bauynge his armye not of 
his owne citie oz countreye, but gathered togyther of many 
nations, whyche lyued not vnder one maner of lawe, neytber 
hbadde one cuſtome 02 language, but moche different in appa⸗ 
rayle, armour, cuſtomes, ceremonies, ye they hadde all ſeue⸗ 
rall goddis. Vet dydde he ſo gouerne theim all, and knytte 
theim to gyther all in ſuche amitie, that no man coulde iudge 
oz knowe of any dyſſention betweene theym, oꝛ inſurrecti⸗ 
on agaynſte they capytaynes, althoughe dyuerſe tymes he 
lacked to paye them theyꝛ wages, and alſo vitayles fot 
ſuſtenaunce: by the lacke whereof, in other warres t 
inc onuenience hathe enſewed. Agayue, after the deathe of 
Aſdruball, and his armye, in whome was all his truſt, whan 
all Italy was taken frome hym, ſaue onely the countrey 02 
comer of the Bꝛutians: o woulde not wonder to ſee 
noo rebellyon amongeſt his owne menne . Conſyderynge 
that vyttayles hadde they not, but only from that lyttell an⸗ 
gle of the Bꝛutians, whyche yf it hadde beene wholly tyl⸗ 
led and ſowed, badde not beene able to ſuſt ſoo greite 
an armye.

Whiche warres in 
Italy ended, they appoynted in theyꝛ owne hertes. and alſo 
they ſpake it openly, that be ſnulde haue Africa, appoynred 
as bis pꝛouynce.

CAfrer this aunſwere of Scipio, greate ſtryfe and altercaci⸗ 
on was inthe ſenate houſe. At the laſte it was decreed, that 
Sicipo, with thyꝛty ſhyppes ſhulde go into Sicilia, and ſrom 
thence at his pleaſure, yf he thoughtre it moſt conueniente fox 
the common welthe, to ſayle ouer into Affrica: the other c6s 
ful to kepe warre in the countrey of the Bzurians againſt Uns 
niball . Beſydes theleſhyppes, and the Romayne legyons, 
whiche were appoynted to Scipio, many cities and cuntreys 
adioyning to Rome, willingly ayded hun with (hyppes, with 
vũ. thouſande ſouldiours, and all thinges neceſſarye, of their 
owne coſtes and charges. With whiche noumbꝛe he arriued 
in Sicilia, and there deuyded theim into compauyes, appoin⸗ 
tynge to euery company an hundzed men. Zmonge al whiche 
nomber, he choſe oute thꝛe hunderd of the mooft valyant and 
ac tife yonge men, that were withoute armour : whom he kept 
euer aboute bym .

C. hoꝛſemen, and. vu. elephantes, with greate 
plenty of money, to hyꝛe mo men in thoſe parties, willyng him 
with all his ſtrengthe to remoue towardes the citie of Rome, 

and ioyne his hoſt with Annibals. This Preparation made the

¶ When the ſnippes of Carthage were arriued at Sene,they 
founde there Mago with his army and nauy of hyppes : who 


knowyng the mynde of the Carthaginenſes, called befoꝛe him 


a great numbꝛe of frenchemen and E igurieno, vnto whome he 
ſhewed, that he was ſent into thoſe parties to purchaſe them 
lyberrie, and delyuer them from bondage, wherin they badde 

longe ben holden. he declared alſo to them, how . Liuius, 

and Sp. Lucretius lar e with they: two Romayne armies not 
farre from them. The one in Hetruria, the other in Fraunce. 
Whoſe powers to reſyſt, he neded to baue a great aſſemble of 
people. Thenthe frenchemen aunſwered, that they: hertes 2 
myndes were holly to ſerue hym therin , But they ſard, there

|  C Thecomplaynt of the Locrenſes to the lenatours of the cruell 
. gouetnaunce ot Q. Plemintus, Cap. ci. 
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¶ n the moroweafter Lelius departed, with his ſhippes lo 
ded with theyꝛ pray 7 landed in Sicilia: where be found Sci⸗ 
pio, to whom he declared the mynde and meſſage of Maſſaniſ⸗ 
ſa. Mherupon be had ſhortly ſet forwardes into Affrica, had 
he not hearde comfoꝛte of the wynnynge of Locres, a citie in 
the vttermoſt parte of Italy, that then was holden by the Car 
thaginenſes. Whiche citie inſhorte tyme he obteyned, partly 
by treaſon of certayne carpenters, that wzought in the caſtell, 
partly by the fauour ofthe citeʒens therof. Who beinge gre⸗ 
uouſly opꝛeſſed by Umylcar the capirayne, and other - 
ginenſes of the garriſon, that ceaſſed not to vſe all kyndes of 
oppꝛeſſion ouer them:at the laſt conſented to receyue the Ros 
maynes into the towne. Mhiche brought to paſſe, Scipio re- 


turned to Sicilia, leauynge bebynde him @.Þleminius _ 
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terne of the towne, with a gerrylon ſulficleve fag thekepinge 
of the ſame . After whole departynge, Pleminius with bis 
ſouldyours, farre paſſed Amylcar and the Carthaginenſes in 
pride auaryce and all other vyces. So that it ſeemed , they 
ſtroue not, who ſhuld ouercome other in feates ofarmes: but 
who ſhuld excede other in vice, They ſpared nother mens Rf 
ues maidens noꝛ doughters : they exercyſed cruellr of

wed their cauſe to the conſul Scipio. They aunſwered, that 
at their firſt complaynt, he herd the matter, and then putting 
the tribunes in pꝛyſon, he let Pleminius go at libertie, and put 
bim again in auctoꝛity:although be was worthy moꝛe puniſhes IT! 
ment then the other . But at their ſecond complaynt made to 
him by their legates, he was ſo buſied aboutethe ſetting foꝛe⸗ 
wardes of his ſhippes ⁊ men into Affrica, that he could not at 
tend to here os examine their matter.

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The warres bet wene the Romaynes 
refuſed thoſe conditions, wherby his ennemies myght 
N e achieuinge of they: purpoſe. Now were 
the wynter houſes campes of the Larthaginenſes made

the campe of his enemies, and to marke well the entrees and 
_ iſſues of the campes, with the ſyte ⁊ faſcion of ſtacion 02 
lodginges, us well of the Carthaginenſes as of the Rumidi⸗ 
ens, and in what quarter they were ſette, and howe farre the 
kynges campe was diſtante from the campe of Aſdruball, wi 
the maner of ther watche and warde bothe by nyghte 
by dare. 
¶ When the matter was thus dyuerſe tymes debated detwen 
the two counſayles : and that the Romaynes were parfecte of 
all the ſtate of they: ennemies, and theyz oꝛder: Then the le⸗ 
gates of Scipio ſayde vnto the kynge, that they were com⸗ 
maunded neuer to returne, vntyll ther had brought determy⸗ 
nate aunſwere, eyther of peace oꝛ of warre: Delyrynge bym, 
eyther to gyue aunſwere therof hym ſelfe, oꝛ to take the coun⸗ 
ſayle and aduy ſe of Aſdruball and the Larthaginenſes , and 
therupon to make them theyꝛ aunſwere. Foꝛ it was nowe hye 
tyme to knowe, eyther the oone oꝛ the other, withoute furs 
ther tryfelynge foꝛthe of tyme. Thus while Syphax toke the 
adupſe of Aſdruball, and Aſdruball of the noble menne of 
Carthage, the eſpyes had leyſar to viewe and ſerche all thyn- 
ges that they were charged with ; and Scipio hadde tyme to 
pꝛepare all that was mete to ſerue his purpoſe. The Aumis 
dieno alſo and the Carthaginenſes, truſtynge euer on peace, 
were neglygente in foꝛeſeinge and aduoydynge daungiers of 
warre, 


end the Carthaginenſes. ll 
warre, were prepared for they: myſchiefe . At the laſte 
— was made, that the Romaynes woulde haue peace, 
but they: conditions were not indifferente, whiche they deſy⸗ 
red. Wheruppon Scipio, hauynge a good occaſion, honeſt⸗ 

. lye tobreake the truſe before betwene theim taken: On the 
moꝛrowe he ſtnte woꝛde to the „that ſyns be percey⸗ 
ued no man to haue bym ſelfe: therefo:e 
the kynge from forthe ſhulde truſte to haue noo peace 
with the Romaynes, onleſſe he wolde leaue the amitie of the 
Carthaginenſes . Then was the tyme of truſe expyzed, and 
the ſpꝛynge of the yere was come. Wherefore Scipio, to 
bꝛynge bis pourpoſe aboute, aſſembled to gether his ſhippes, 
and furniſhed theim with oꝛdynaunce and artyllery, as though 
be woulde aſſayle Atica on the ſea coſte. He allo ſente two 
thouſande men of warre to kepe the hyll about Utica,whiche 
before laye vnkepte: And that he dydde foꝛ two purpoſes. 
$yiſte, to drawe the myndes of his ennemies fromthe ſuſpe⸗ 
ction of that whiche be had deuyſed, and to occupy them with 
contrary wotke. Secondly, with that power to defende his 
campe fromthe excurſions of the citeʒ ena, incaſe they wolde 
iſſue out, whyles he with his power were gone to Syphar 
and Aſdruball. Then dydde be open pnto Maſſaniſſa, and 
certayne other, what his mynde was to doo the nyghte fo⸗ 
lowynge. And be commaunded the Tribunes, that in the 
eaenynge folowynge, they ſhulde bꝛynge forthe the hoſte in⸗ 
to the fyeldes. They accoꝛdynge to his commaundement, a= 
'boute the ſonne ſettynge, ſette forthe the ſtandardes and ban⸗ 
ners, and in the begynnynge of the nygbre, the hoſte ſet foꝛ⸗ 
warde inarraye, ſo that by mydnygbte they badde gone. vii. 
myles, and were come nere to the campe of theyꝛ ennemyes. 
Then Scipio deuyded his army in. ii. partes. The one parte 
with the Rumidiens, he appoynted to Lelius and Maſſaniſ⸗ 
fa, wyllynge them to inuade the campe of kynge Syphar, and 
to ſet fire on the lodginges made of bowes and of flagges, har⸗ 
rely prayinge them bothe, that nyght to apply ther buſineſſe 
with great dilygence. And he ſayde, that ſo ſone as be myghte 
perceyue the fyze to be in the kynges campe, then wolde he al⸗ 
ſo aſſayle the campe of Aſdruball. . 
¶ Accoꝛdyng to bis commaundement the purpoſe was achie⸗ 


ved. Foꝛ incontine nt after the fyze was put into the vttermoſt

partes and houſcs, the fyze anon toke in the deye ſtyckes and 
| fiagges,and ranne from one houſe to an other: ſo that inſhore 
ſpace it was abꝛode in euery parte of the campe. The Rumigiz 
| _ ens of the kynges hoſte, parceyuinge the fyꝛe, were ſtryken 
witz a ſodeyne great fearę, and the moze bycauſe it chaunced 
in the nyght ſeaſon. Vet nothynge miſtruſtinge the cauſe ther⸗ 
of to aryſe thꝛoughe their ennemics, but iudginge it to come 
thꝛougge ſome negligence oꝛ euyll foꝛtune. They ranne on all 
partes to helpe to ceaſſe oꝛ quenche the fyꝛe, without armour 
oꝛ weapons. Nowe Maſſaniſſa, whiche knewe the wayes and 
entrees about the kinges campe, had ſoo laide his Rumidicns 
in embuſymẽtes that as the people ran abꝛode to quenche the 
fpyꝛe, they fel into the company of they: ennemies er they knew 
where they were, and by that meanes many were ſlaine, many 
alſo wer burned in theyꝛ beddes with fyze. The watche of the 
Carthaginenſes, in the campe of Aſdiuball, parceyuinge the 
great fires inthe kynges campe, awaked the reſt of the hoſte. 
. Who being alſo deceyued, for that they thought the fyꝛe was 
bhapned by negligence, and not by the deuiſe of they: ennemies, 
and herynge the greate crye of they: companye in the kynges 
hoſte, that were ſlayne, w they thought came but onely 

thꝛoughe the ſodeyne feare of the fyꝛe, that was happened in 


the nyghte: they rannc together in companycs vnarmed out 


_ | ofthe gates oftheyzcampes, the next way, takyng onely with 
them ſuche thynges, wherwith they myght quenche the fyꝛe. 
Whom the Romaynes recerued as they came, and ſlewe them 
euery one, that none eſcaped to beare tydynges therof, Then 
Scipio incontinent tnuaded thecampe . Where e the 
gates ther vnwarded, be entred with his armye, and ſet ſyꝛe 
onthe lodginges in diuerſe partes, whiche ſpꝛeadyng abꝛode, 
in hozt ſpace burned all that was therin, bothe man beaſte and 
ſtuffe. And ſuche as wold haue fiedde from the daunger of the 
fyie, were ſlayne with the ſwerde of the Romaynes., ; 
. CZhusinone tyme were bothe the campes wonne. Aeuers 
. theleſſe bothe the capitaines eſcaped with, rr. . fotemen, 
and.v. C. hoꝛſemen: wherofmanye were wounded andburte 
with that fyꝛe. There were ſlayn and burned that night.xl. . 
beſydes them that there were taken, aboue. vi. thouſand, with 
many noble men of Larthage : whereof. xl. were ſenatours, 
with a greate and ryche pꝛaxe, of hoꝛſes armure and other 

thinges 
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thynges moche of valure, whiche were diſtributed amonges 
the ſouldiours. The kynge with certayne with hym,fledde to 
his owne coll 1 
¶ Aſdruball with as great ſpeede as he mightcame to Car- 

thage, where he founde the citie ſooꝛe troubled, and in greate 
fear e. Foꝛ they iudged, that Scipio, leauynge the further aſe 
ſault of Atica, wolde incontinent after his victoꝛy come to aſ⸗ 
ſault and ouercome Carthage. Than they determined, in haſt 


to aſſemble a newe hoſt of the citie and countrey about theim. 


They alſo ſent meſſangers to kynge Syphar, to require hym, 
that he would gather his power, and healpe to defende bote 
bis countrey and theyꝛs. Mhervnto his yonge wyfe muche 

* mouedbym : who pyteouſly wepyng, deſyꝛed hym not to ſuf= 
fre his fathers and her countrey to be diſtroyed, and the citie 

of Carthage to be bourned by the Romaynes, as they of late 
bourned the kynges tentes and her fathers . The legates o 
Carthage alſo hewed hym, that good fortune was comminge 
towardes them, Fo: that there were arryued of late. iii. . 
men of warreof Celtiberia, acountrey of Spayne, whyche 
were hyꝛed ro comme to their ſuccours. Und that Aſdruball 
woulde not fayle to ioyne with bym with a full noble armye. 
Zo whome the kyng gaue gentyll aunſwere, ſayinge, that be 


woulde aſſemble and put in armour all the ronge men of 
bis realme, For he ſayde, he knewe well, that he was befoꝛe

Lartbaginenſes. In the middes were the newe ſouldiours of 
Celtiberia. Thus beinge oꝛdered, the battailles ioyned. And 
at the fyꝛſt encountre, both the winges of the Car thaginenſes 
and of the Numidians were dꝛiuen backe. Fo: the Rumidians 
veing now rude and pntaught men of armes, were noothinge 
able to reſyſte the Romain horſmen: neither the Larthagmens 
ſes(being alſo vnexpert in feates of warre) were able to with⸗ 
ſtande Maſſaniſſa, that was fierſe and terrible,thtough the toy 
of his late victoꝛy. Wherfoꝛe the wynges beinge thus put to 
flight,the pooꝛe army of the Celtiberians remained alone na⸗ 
ked,veſtitute of helpe oz refuge, Flie they durſte not, fo: that 
beinge in an vnknowen cuntrey, they knewe no place whither 
to flie to be ſaued. Again, if they were taken, they looked for 
no grace at ios hand: ſeinge they came from their owne 
cuntrey into Affrica, to fight againſt hym that had befoꝛe ofte 
tymes been their good frende, Wherfoꝛe, being compaſſed a= 
bout with their ennemies, they were ſlayne one vppon an o⸗ 
ther without pitie. But whiles al men were buſy about theim, 
Syphar and Uſdrubal had tyme to eſcape, to whom the night 
beinge ſo nere, was moche their ſafegarde, 
¶ Phat feare the Larthaginenſee were inafter this great o⸗ 
uerthꝛoweè of their friendes, and ſeing Scipio with his army, 
ouer ryding the countrey rounde aboute theim, and winning 
the cities andtownes, which were vnder their ſubiection:no 
penne can wꝛite, noꝛ tunge expꝛeſſe. They loked euery hourc 
whan they: citie ſhoulde be enuyꝛonned with their ennemies: 
they foꝛtifyed their walles, they bꝛoughte in vytayles to en⸗ 
dure a lenger ſpace , and pꝛepared all thynges neceſſarye. 
They conſulted, what were beſt foꝛ theym to do. It was a⸗ 
greed, that meſſangers ſh oulde be ſent with letters to Anni⸗ 
ball, ommaundyng bim to come to Carthage with bis power 
to their ſocours. 
¶ Certayn of the ſenatours gaue counſel, that a good nombre 
ofſhippes, furnyſhed with men and oꝛdenance, ſhuld ou .

| | Kknewe ryght well Anniball, that the truſte of thy co⸗ 


_ wercalſo graunted in that treatiſe of peace, ſaue onely thoſe 


countreys, wherof we haue alredy the poſſeſſion. Wherfore 
as thou doeſt labour, that thy citeʒens may feele of what bur⸗ 
then they be diſcharged by the: ſo muſt J trauayle, that noo 
parte of that, whyche they haue pꝛomyſed me, ſhall be nowe 
withdrawen, fo: to remayne vnto theimas a rewarde of their 
vntrouth, conſyderyng the ſame they: vntrouthe, bathe made 
theim vnwooꝛthye to haue the conditions of peace before to 
theim offered, Neyther dyd our father fyꝛſte make warre foꝛ 
Sicilia, noꝛ we nowe for Spayn: But than the dangier, wher⸗ 
in the xHamertines our frendes and fellowes were put into: 
and nowe the diſtruction of Sagunt, cauſed vs iuſtly to make 
_  warre, That all hath bene by your pꝛouocation, thou haſt cõ⸗ 
feſſed thy ſelfe. The goddis alſo be witneffes, who gaue ſuche 
ende tothe firſt warre,as af right it behoued to haue. And in 
this warre haue gyuen: and I doubt not, but wil giue like end. 
As for my part, I conſyder well, bothe the infirmitie of man, 
and the power of foꝛtunet and I know, that all our actes be ſub 
iect to a. . chances, But as I do knowlage, that in caſe thou 
woldiſt haue come to deſire peace of me, befoꝛe I toke ſo gret 
trauaile, to come into Affrica, and that thou haddeſt with thy 
good wil departed with thine army out of Italy:if I had then 
denied thy requeſte, I might well haue been iudged, to haue 
wꝛought pzoudely and ſtubburnely . Euen ſo now after = J

bane draw] the yy power home into Uffrica, where thog / - 
arte redyto make vs refiſterce And ſeinge that a peace and 
truce was ones taken, whiche ye haue bꝛoken, taking our ſhips 
pes with foꝛce in tyme of truce, and violatinge our embaſſa« 
dours: I may ryghte well with hanour, byd you pꝛepare for 
the warre, ſens pbu could not hold you contented with peace, 
whan ye had it. 1 | NES, 
Thus without any agrement of peace, the. ii. capytaines 
biake of their communication, and departed euery one to his 
company,determining to try the matter by battail, and to take 
ſuche fortune as the goddis wolde gyuc theim. : 
¶ Us ſooneas they were come into their campes, they open⸗ 
ly on bothe partes gaue commaundement to their ſouldiours, 
to make them redy to fyght now they: laſt battaile, wherby in 
cas they dyd ouercome, they ſhulde haue felicitic, not foꝛ one 
day, but foi euer. For befoꝛe the next nyght, they ſhuld know, 
whether Rome oꝛ Carthage ſguld haue the ſuperioꝛitie. And 
that not onely of Italye oꝛ of Affrica: but of all the wotrlde, 
whiche ſhulde be a rewarde nowe to hym, that ſhuld haue the 
victoꝛy. On the contrary part, the peryll and ieoperdye was 
no leſſe declared to that part, whiche ſhulde haue the worſe in 
this battayle. Fo: the Aomaynes badde no place, whether to 
flye, beinge ina ſtraunge countrey. And to Carthage muſte 
nedes come an vtter diſtruction, in caſe this their laſt army of 
refuge were yanquiſhed oꝛ ouerthtowen, ; 
C Inthis great ieopardy on the next day the. ti. valyant capis 
taynes oftherwo moſt noble and rycheſt people, ſette furthe 
with their. ii. myghty armies : intendynge that day, eyther to 
increaſe the honour, whiche befoꝛe they bad gotten, 02 els to 
be ouerthꝛowen and loſe all. Hoope and feare were myngled 
bothe togyther intderꝛ myndes. And whan they ſawe they: 
owne battaile, and the battayle of their ennemies:they concei⸗ 
ued in their myndes both ioye and ſoꝛowe. And that that the 
ſouldiourd fayled to remembꝛe, theyꝛ capitaines declared vn⸗ 
to theim, with greate warnynges and exhoztations . Anmball 
reherſed to his people 2 actes done in Italy: how ma⸗ 
ny Xomayne capytaynes, and howe many army es they hadde 
- flayne. Scipio ſhewed his conqueſtes in Spayne, and alſo of 
late in Uffrica, with the confeſſyon of his ennemyes, that 
they for feare were conſtrayncd to uy peace: 8 
0 li. 2 
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tzerꝛ vntrouth wad not ſuffre theim to kepe the ſame, w han 
they had it. Wherfoꝛe be geſſed, that the goddis had a pp oin⸗ 
ted theim to fyght in this bataile, with lyke ſucceſſe and lucke, 
as they had wha they fought at the yle of Egates, Now ( ſayd 
be) all warre 7 trauayle is gt an end. The ſpoyle of Carthage 
is euen at bande, after whyche ye ſhall retourne home in to 
Four countrepye, to youre parentes, pour wyues, your chyl⸗ 
derne, and your owne goodes. Theſe comfortable wooꝛdes 
he ſette furthe, with ſuche geſture of his bodye, and merye 
countenaunce, as though he hadde al redy hadde the vyctoꝛy 
of his ennemies. After ward he putte his men in 02der , Firſt 
his ſpearemen, than his chiefe and mooſte aſſured footemen, 
not in greate multitudes togyther defoꝛe any ſtandarde, but 
in ſmalle bandes, whyche ſhoulde be a certayne ſpace diſtaunt 
the one from the other, to the intent the elephantes of 1 
_ ennemyes myghre come betweene the ſayde bandes, and be 
receyued of theim, without breakynge any arraye. In theſe 
poyde ſpaces betweene the ſayde bandes, he appoynted dy- 
uers of his lyghteſt harneyſed ſouldiours to ſtande, to fulfyll 
the voxde places, commaundynge theim, that whan the ele⸗ 
phantes pꝛeſſed on theim, that they ſhuld recule behynde the 
ſayd bandes, whyche were in array, oꝛ els to ſteppe mamong 
oſe that went befoꝛe the ſtanderdes, on their right hande, oꝛ 
Itheir left hand, giuing way to the ynraly beaſtis to entre a⸗ 
monge his men, where with weapons they myght be woun⸗ 
died andouerthzowen. Thelefte wynge ledde Lelius with 
the out hoꝛſemen. The ryghtewynge ledde Maſſaniſſa 
with 019 | 19 
( Anniball onthe other part, in the forefront of his battaile, 
ſette his elephantes, whyche were to the numbꝛe of. lxxx. Af⸗ 
ter whome he put in oꝛdre all ſuche nations as were hyꝛed, oꝛ 
came to his ſuccour;as Liguriens, Frenchemen, and men of 
the Yles named Baleares, now called Maioꝛque and Minoꝛ⸗ 
que, myngled amonge a great numbꝛe of Mooꝛes. In the ſe⸗ 
conde battaile he ſette his Cartpaginenſes, with the Africa⸗ 
nes, and the legion of the Lacedemonians, ſent thither to the 
ſuccours of the Carthaginenſes from Philip kyng of ace⸗ 
dome. And withina lyttell ſpace of from theim, he placed the 
Italians, which cam with him whan he left that cuntrey. The 
winges wer of hoꝛſemen.

this hoſte of Annibal wer men of diuers nations ⁊ cuntreis, of 
diuers tunges and — 278 were alſo different in lawes, 
ar mour.and in aparaile. To wy one oftheſc he gaue ſundry 
and diuers exhortations, either 

che as were come to his ſuccours he pꝛomyſed great rewarde 
of the pꝛay, whicheſhulde be wonne by their induſtry and tra⸗ 


uaile. To the Liguriens he pꝛomiſed a plentitul reward of the 


fertile and pleaſaunt fieldes in Italy. The ooꝛes and Ru⸗ 
midians he exhoꝛted to do well, for feare leſte they ſhulde cls 


be in greuous ſeruitude of Maſſaniſſa. The Frenchemenne 


wer ſet on by the naturall hatred, which they bare to the Ro⸗ 
maynes. The Carthaginenſes he put in remembꝛance to fight 
for the walles of their naturall cuntrey, foꝛ their pꝛopꝛe goo⸗ 


des, fo: the ſepulchꝛes of their elders, fot their children, their 
parentes and trembling wiues. There is no mcane way (fayde 
he) now to be put betwene hope and feare. Foteither muſt we 


ſuffre miſerable ſeruitude,after the diſtruction of our citie and 
cuntrey,ozels obteine the empire of all the woꝛlde. | | 
C By that tyme this noble capitayn had finyſtfed his woꝛdes: 


companve, ſpecially vppon the lefte wynge of the Mooꝛes 
and Numidians, Whiche perceyued well Maſſaniſſa, where⸗ 
foꝛe he alſo inuaded the ſame wing with his hoꝛſemen, putting 
theim to ſuche feare, that they fledde, leauynge that ſyde of 
the hoſte bare of ſuccour. Dyuers of the elephantes by force 


wer conſtrained to entre the myddle battaile, to whome anone 


the lyght armed ſouldiours gaue place, ſuffryng theim to en⸗ 
tre among theim, where they were thꝛuſt in with ſpeares ⁊ ia⸗ 


uelyns, ſo that many were there ſlain. During this while, Ke⸗ 
s with his hoꝛſmen aſſailed the right wing of the hoꝛſmẽ of 
Carthage, puttig the alſo to ſiight:ſo that the body of the lyoſt = 
was of both ſides left without defence of hoꝛſmt᷑, the winges 
being chaſed away:thã began the battet of fotemen to be ſtrõg 
on both partes. Great wer the cries that wer there made: but 
the Romans wer of better coꝛage of ſtronger hope, ⁊ of moe 
ſtrẽgth.wherfoꝛe ina ſhort ſpace, they cauſed their enmies to 
giue back a certain ſpace of groũd.

bothe with theyꝛ owne vnruly felowes, and alſo with the Ro⸗ 
maynes they: ennemies. Aeuertbeleſſc they wolde in no wyſe 
receue theyꝛ felowes that fledde in amonge them, leſte they 
ſhulde mengle that fearefull ſoꝛte, whiche in the fiyghre were 
hurte and wounded, amonge them that were carneſtly bent to 
Os Whiche mygbt haue turned moche more to they: dyſ⸗ 
pleaſure. But dꝛyuing them away by heapes, compelled them 
to go to gether, ſome into the one ſide of theym, ſome abꝛode 
the neldes. Great was thc occiſion that was made of them, in 
to —_— that the Romaynescoulde not come to fyghte ruth 
the Larthaginenſes : but fyꝛſte they muſte with peyne go ouer 
 thedead bodies of them that were ſlayne. Then Scipio caus 
ſed a troumpet to be blowen, to withdꝛawe bis men of the firſt 
battayle, who had ben ſoꝛe traueyled, and many of them were 
_ ſforewounded.Zheſecauſed he to ſtand behinde the rereward, 
and made the ſame rerewarde of his beſt men to auaunce foꝛe⸗ 
warde vpon the Carthaginenſes. Then beganne the battayle 
newe agayne : whiche was very ſoꝛe and fierſe. Foz then came 
the Romaynes to the moſt aſſured and ſtrongeſt men,and moſt 
expert in warres, woo before beinge vanquiſhed twyſe, were 
nowe lothe and aſhamed to be yanquiſhed. Sur the Romaynes 
were farre moin noumbꝛe, and bad taken to them a great cou⸗ 
rage, by gay. nba. bothe the wynges, and alſo the foꝛe⸗ 
warde of they: ennemics.

The Romaynes allo loſt at this bat⸗ 
tayle aboue.r. . men. Anniball, with a fewe with him, fledde 
to Adrument : But he neuer departed from the fiel, til he had 
bothe in the battayle and befoꝛe, aſſayed to do aſmoche as was 
poſſyble fot to be done, fo: the ſafegard of his people. Where 
in he that day had pꝛayſe bothe of Scipio, ⁊ of al other expert 
men of warre oßthe Aomains:ſpecially foꝛ the oꝛdering of his 
battayl. For fyꝛſt he ſer in the forefront his great nomber of e⸗ 
lephantes, whoſe gret ſtrength and intollerable violence ſhuld. _ 
breke the arraye ofthe Romaines, putting them out of oꝛder, 
whyche is halfe the wynnynge of a battail « Then ſet he foze= 
moſt his hyꝛed ſouldiours of diuers nations: to the intent ſuch _ 
a confuſed nombre offtrangers (who fought for no great faith 
02 loue, but onely foꝛ money holde haue no place noꝛ tyme to 
fice from the battayle. Alſo to the intent ſuche ſtrangers ſhuld 
endure the *p:ſt violence of his ennemies, makyng them wery 
and weake, befoꝛe his chiefe men of moſt truſt ſhould haue any 
thyng to do. Then after theim were his Carthaginenſes and 
AUffricans, his moſt truſtie ſouldiours, Laſt ofala good ſpace 
behinde theim, he placed bis Italiens, as people whome he 
knew not wel, whether they ſhuld be his friendes oꝛ his foes. 
Thus when all his pollicie wolde not ſerue bym, noꝛ yet his 
ſtrengthe coulde helpe, be fledde (as I ſayd befoꝛe) to Adru⸗ 
ment: and from thenſe he was ſent fo to come to Carthage. 
Whyther he came the. xxxvi. yere after bis departynge from 
thenſe, beinge but achylde. There in the open aſſemble of the 
noble men ofthe citie he confeſſed hym ſelfe to be vanquiſhed; 
and that there was none other hope of ſafegarde foꝛ tem, but

I )ße Wanesbetwene the Romaynes 
rfote Scipio, thynkingeto put the citie of Carthage in 

feare onal partes: Fyiſt ſent Lelius to Rome,to beare newes 
of his victory, And then ſent Cn. Octauius by lande towarde 
Carthage, with his army of hoꝛſemen and fotemen. Whiles 
be,takyng with hym dothe the newe nauy of ſhyppes, beought 
hem by Lentulus, and alſo his olde nauye, wente by ſea from 
Aticatowardes the hauen of Carthage. He had but a whyle 
ſailed on the ſea, wen aſhippe of Carthage met hym, couered 
all with white lynnen clothe, and full of bowes of Ole, in to⸗ 
ken of peace, In whiche ſhippe were. x. embaſſadours of the 
pꝛynces of Carthage, ſente by the mynde of Anniball to de⸗ 
ſyꝛe peace. Men this hyppe was come to the foꝛe parte of 
Scipios ſhip, the coueringe was taken awaye, and the legates 
ryght humbly required hym to extende his mercy and pitie v⸗ 
pon them. But other aunſwere had they none giuen them, but 
that they ſhoulde come to hym to Tunes, for to that place be 
ſayde he wolde remoue his campe. With this aunſwere they 
departed : and he wente with his nauy of ſhippes before Lar- 
thage, partely to viewe the ſituation of the towne, partely to 
make the inhabitantes therofthe moꝛe afraide. But after ſmal 
ſoiourninge there, he departed frome thenſe, and returned to 
Atica: And from thenſe was goinge to Tunes, when ſodeine 
newes wer bzought him, that Uermina, the ſonne of Sypharx, 
with a great numbꝛe of hoz ſemen and fotemen, was comyng to 
the ſuccours ofthe Carthaginenſes. To encountre with theſe 
people, Scipio incontinent ſente a good parte of th * fotemen 
of bis hoſt, and all his hoꝛſemen, who metynge with theim, at 
they: fyꝛſte reencountre put them to flyghr, and ſtoppinge the 
paſſages, wherby they mygbt by fleinge eſcape, they Newe of 
tbe Rumidiens. xv. . and toke aboue. ru, £.with many bots 
ſes of that countrey, to the numbꝛe of. xv. C. and with peyne 
the capitayne hym ſclfe eſcaped, hauynge a ſmall numbꝛe with 
_ bym. From thenſe the campe was pytched at Tunes, in the 
olde place, where they befoꝛe had ſet it. Thyther came. xxx. 
noble men of Carthage embaſſadours, ſent vnto Scipio, who 
with moche moꝛe lamentation then the other had done before, 
required peace of Scipio, conſtrained mote therunto thtough 
the contrarietie of Fortune, and by the late ouerthꝛow of their 
friende Aermina: And they were lykewiſe herde with lefſe 
pitie, bicauſe of they: late vntruthe and rebellion.

raking of peace. Co whoſe ſayinges many of the vnruly multi⸗ 
tude gaue good audience. But Anmbal,teing therwith great 
ly moued, went to him, and with force drewe him downe from 
his place. Which bis violent facion had not bene vſed befoꝛe 
in that citie, and was thought of dyuers to be contrary to the 
liberrie of their citie: where befoꝛe all people had free liber⸗ 
tie to ſpeake their opinions : Annibal being vſed to the facion 
of the warres, moꝛe than to the peaſible vſe of the citie: re⸗ 
membꝛynge the liberties therof, excuſed his rudeneſſe in this 
maner. JP departed from this citie, I was but.ix.yeres 
olde; whiche is nowe. xxxvi. yeres agone: during which time 
I bane ſufficiently knowen and been inſtructed in all feates of 
warre, beinge taught by the chaunces of fo:tunc, euen frome 
my chyldehoode. Mherfoꝛe beynge diſvſed ſoo longe ſpace 
frome the lawes, maners,and cuſtomes of the citie, although 
J doo forgette the liberties and vſes therof, I am the leſſe to 
be blamed. Thus after be hadde excuſed his folye, he pers 
ſwaded the people to the takynge of peace, and howe neceſ⸗ 
ſary it was nowe fo: theim, and alſo howe reaſonable the cons 
ditions were, confyderynge theyꝛ pꝛeſente eſtate. To whiche 
bis perſwaſjons the greatteſt parte of the multiude agreed, 
and the reſiſters agaynſte it, were greatelyblamed;The 5 
teſt doubte was, howe they mygbre make reſtitution of that 
that was taken frome the Romaynes in the tyme ok truce.

¶ After that Uſdruball had finyſlhed his oꝛation, the other 
ambaſſadours made moche moꝛe lamentable pꝛopoſitions, be⸗ 
wayling the miſerable fall of the ſtate of the Larthaginenſcs, 
who being the greatteſt loꝛdes in honour of the woꝛlde, were 
nowe conſtrayned to abydeencloſcd within the walles of the 
citie, hauyng nothing els, that they myghte clayme pꝛopꝛetie 
of. Ve and that ſame only citie they heide, but ypon the goods 
nes and foꝛbearyng ofthe Romaynes, whiles they: pleaſure 

was, to foꝛbere the vtter diſtruction therof. With theſe hums 
dle and gentyll wooꝛdes, the ſenatours vniuerſally were fully 
inclyned to peace. Zhan one of the ſenatours ſpake out with 


loude voyce: If peace be graunted to the Larthaginenſes,by - 


what goddis ſhall ther ſweare, and make peace, whan they 
haue bꝛoken pꝛomiſe, and deceined the goddis,by whom they 
ſoarc, whan they laſte toke peace with vs: To whom the ſayd 
Aſdruball anſwered, cuen by the ſame goddis wyll we ſweare, 
who be ſoangry,and are reuenged on vo, that bꝛake oure laſte 
truſe and leage . Þereppon all the ſenatours and the comons, 


being inclyned to peace, determined, that by thaduiſe of, x. le⸗ 


gates of Rome, P. Scipio ſhulde make with theim the peace, 
ppon ſuche conditions as to him ſemed beſt. The legates wer 
named, and made theim red to depart with the Carthaginen⸗ 
ſes. $02 the whiche the ambaſſadours gaue greate thankes to 
the ſenate, of theyꝛ goodnes to theun ſnewed: deſyꝛyng them 
be foꝛe their departyng, to licence theim to entre the citie, and 
to viſite certayne of their frendes and kynneſinen, that were 
kepte in the citie, as puſoners. whiche requeſte was graunted 
theim. And they de ſyꝛed alſo, that they myght redeme diuers 
of theim vpon reaſonable raunſom, were comaunded to 
wꝛite the names of ſuche as they wolde haue redeemed, rr 
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and the Carthrgineuſes, 139. 


they named i. C. of , who incontinent were delyuered 
to the. x. legates, to with theim into Affric a to Scipio, 
wyllyng him, in caſe the peace went forwerdes with the Car⸗ 


thaginenſes : that then he houlde rendre theſe. it, C. pryſo= 


ners to the Cartha ginenſes, free without payinge any raun- 
fome. Theſe thynges beynge ſo concluded, the rthaginen- 
ſes, with the Romayne legates, departed towardes Affrica.. 
And whan they cam to Scipio they concluded the peace with 
hym vppon the conditions before ſpecified. Theſhyppes of 
Carthage, the elephantes, the fugittues and pꝛiſoners, tothe 
numbꝛe of, ti. 2B. were delyuered to Scipio: among whome 
was one Terentius Culleo a notable ſenator of Rome. The 
ſnyppes, vpon the dcliuerie of theim, were had furth into the 
ſea, to the numdbꝛe of. v. C. of al ſoꝛtes: and there by the coms 
maundement of Scipio were ſet all on fyꝛe. Mhich bourninge 
was as ſorowfull a ſyght to the Carthaginenſes, as if they had 
ſene the whole cutic of Carthage on fyꝛe. |

Hus ended the warres betwene the Romarnes und the 
Carthaginenſeo, mote gentylly than it was thoughte it 
ſhulde haue done.

and determine certaine matters in controuerſie, which wer be⸗ 
twene the Carthaginẽſes ⁊ the king Maſſaniſſa, ⁊ none other. 
¶ This tale publiſhed by them, was beleued to be true of the 
common people. But Anniball ther with could not be blinded. 
e knewe full well, that he onely was the cauſe of they: com⸗ 
minge. Wherfo:e thynkinge foꝛ a ſeaſon to gyue place, till the 
time might berter ſerue hym. He with. ii. other deparred oute 
of the citie in che degynninge of the night, in a ſtraungers ap⸗ 
paraile, and came toa place: where he befoꝛe had apointed hi 
horſes to mete him, and from thenſe with ſpe: 'be wer 
caſtell of his owne by the ſeaſyde, where a hip pf Italy 
ted for ym, apoynteũ for the fame purpoſe .

W derwith he made pauilions and bowꝛes, to defende theym 
from the vehement heate of the ſonne, whyle they ſouped on 
the ſhoꝛe. The feaſt was ſumptuous, as the tyme might ſerue 
therto, and was kept very ſolempneiy. There was wine great 
plenty, wyer with many were dꝛunken and heuy headed. The 
bankette was alſo purpoſely pꝛolonged, tyll it was farre in the 
nygyht. Then fell the marchauntes a ſlepe, with the maryners 
alſo. Whiche Anniball eſpienge, thoughte he had then good 
tymero mocke them, and takynge his ſhyppe, ſecretly depar⸗ 
ted, leauynge them faſte on ſlepe. Sn the mozowe, when the 
maryners aroſe with heuy heades, they caryed theys ſayles 
and other tackelinges agayne to the ſhyppes, preparynge all

¶ On the moꝛowe after the departyng of Anniball from Car⸗ 
thage, his friendes, that vſually reſorted to bis company, after 
that they coulde not fyndebym, noꝛ here of hm, they gathe⸗ 
red a great mulritude of the citie together in the market place, 


inquiringe, Hany newes coulde be ſhewed of the chiefe ruler 


of they: citie. Some coniectured, that he was fledde away foz 
feare of his conſpiracie againſte the Romaynes, Some other 
ſayde, that the Romaynes had by ſomecrafty traine conſpired 
bis deathe.

To whome Ann aunſwered, that it 
was Alexander of Macedom: fo: that he with a ſmal power 
ouercame ſo many nations, and vanquiſhed fo many greate ar⸗ 
mies in battayle, traueylynge ſo many ſtraunge and farre cun⸗ 
treis, whiche paſſed the power and witte of mannes cumpaſſe. 
Then Scipio demaunded of hym, whom he iudged to be the 
ſeconde moſt noble capytayn.

Wdertoꝛeſhe prepared to ſayl in to Grece, where by the help 
of the Etholiens he wanne certayn cities. At the laſt the con⸗ 
ſul A. Attilius, with an army of Romains, came to the ſocoꝛs 
of their freudes, and at the great mounteyne, whiche paſſethe 
thꝛoughe the myddle of Srece, fought with Antiochus, and 
put bim to flyght, ſleyng al his hoſt, except onely.v.C.which 
fled with the kyng. 

C After whiche diſcomfiture, Antiochus, with Annibal, and 


. his ſmalle nomber of men, that were lefte hym at the battaylle, 


cam to the ſee, and toke ſhipping,and came to Epheſus, where 


he remayned, thynkyng hin ſelfe there to be ſure oute of the 


daunger of the Romayns. And that he was perſwaded to be⸗ 
leue, dy many that were about him, gladde to pleaſe his mynd: 
as many ſuche diſſemblers haue beene andſhall be daply about 
greatre pꝛynces. But onely Unniball aduyſed the kynge, to 


prepare foi the commynge ofthe Romarnes, ſayenge, that 


he meruayled moꝛe, that they were not already arryucd, ra⸗ 
ther then their commynge myghte be loked for . Shewynge 
him alſo, that the Romayns were as ſtronge and valiant ypon 
thc ſee, as on the land: Rot doubtyng, dut ſhoꝛtely. they wold 
ſtriue fo: the dominion of Ala, and that eythet he muſte take 


from theim their Empire, 02 cls he ſhuld be in dangier to loſe 


his kyngdome . For he knewe, their deſire was tobe rulers 
ouer all the woꝛlde, Counſelynge him to loke for none other 
thyng at their handes. Foꝛ incaſe he did, he huld deceiue him 
ſelf with his vayne and falſe hope. 

¶ Not long after this beginnynge of the warres in Grece, L. 


Co ꝛnelius Scipio, and C. Lelius, were chooſen conſulles. 
After whiche election, P. Scipio Affricanus offered the ſe⸗ 


nate, that in caſe they would grant his bꝛother, L. Scipio the 
countrey of Grece fo: his pꝛouynce:he would gladly take the 
payne to go with him in his tourney. Wherunto the ſenate a⸗ 


greed, geyynge him alſo further auctoꝛitie, to go into Aſia, it 


he thought it expedient. Sayenge, they woulde nowe pour, 


whether Antiochus ſhould be moꝛe holpen by the counſayl of 


Ann ball, which was befoꝛe vanquyſhed : oꝛ the Romain con⸗ 
ſulkand hig army by the help of Scipio, that had befoꝛe made

At the laſte | 
it chaunced, that the ſoonne of Scipio Aﬀricanus was taken 
puſoner,and brought to Antiochus : who kepte him honoꝛa⸗ 
bly and gentelly . And afrerward, truſtyng to haue the frend= 
ſhyp of P. Scipio, and his bealpe, for a peace to be made be- 
twene the Romarynes and him: be ſente him home his ſonne, 
withoute payeng any raunſome foꝛ him. Fo: when he percey⸗ 
ued the Romaynes to appꝛoche ſo nere vnto him, he thought 
it better to common of peace befoꝛe the battayle, then after, 
truſtyng to haue more eaſy conditions of peace, if it were mo- 
ued in tyme. But when the matter came in communication, 
betwene the conſulle and the kynges embaſſadours, the con- 
ditions of the pcace were ſo ſore, that Antiochus refuſed to 
take theim, althoughe he were thervnto perſwaded by the let 
ters of P. Scipio the Affricane. Wherevpon bothe partyes 

ꝛepured theim to fyghte, The battayle was cruel, but at the | 
ſt the kyng Antiochus was put to fiyght, and. lin, M. of his 

footemen ſlayne, and of hoꝛſemen.iiii. M. beſydes .1. . and | 
titt. C. that were taken pꝛyſoners, with ſmall loſſe of the Ro⸗ 
mayns. Then ſent Antiochus eftſones his embaſſadours to 
the conſull foꝛ peace: which at lengthe, by meanes of Þ. Sci⸗ 

pio Africanus, was graunted him, vpon theſe conditions . | 
¶ Syrſte that he ſhoulde frome thenfe fooꝛthe no moze make 
warre in Europe. Alſoo that he ſhoulde leaue the poſſeſſy= | 
ons of all the cities landes and countrepes , whychc were on 
that ſyde the greatte mountayne, called Taurus. Agaypne, 
be ſhoulde paye the Romaynes fyftene thouſande talentes in 
xu. yeres, and to pay vnto king Eumenes. un. bund:ed talen- 
tes, and a great quantitie of wheate. Upon theſe condytions 
be ſhoulde haue pęace. Pꝛouyded that Anmball, the authour 
of this warre, with iZhoas , and dyuerſe other capytarnes 
and counſaylloureo, myghte bee delyuered vnto hem . 
The Mynge, beynge at this extreeme myſchyeffe, receyued | 
the peace yppon the ſayde condytyons : and putte in foꝛ the

C Aud ſo all thynges thus pꝛoſperouſly brought to paſſe, E. 
Scipio the conſull returned to Rome, who was receyued mz 
to the citte with great honour and triumphe. And as his bꝛo⸗ 
ther, of his victoꝛy in Affrica was named Affricanus: ſo was 
he of bis conqueſtes in Aſta, called Aſiaticus, to the bonour 
of his ſucceſſion euer after.

| Amiball,after the battayle begon betwene the Romains 
f and Antiochus, wherin he was vanquiſhed and fledde, 
miſtruſtinge (as it folowed after,) that the kynge of ne⸗ 
ceſſitie muſt be dꝛyuen to take peace, in whiche be feared, leſte 
the Romaynes, bearyng to hym moꝛtall malyce, wold require 
his delyuerie: thoughte to pꝛouyde fort bym ſelfe in tyme. 
Wherfoꝛe he incontinent fledde to Pꝛuſias, then kyng of Bi- 
thymia. Me had not longe taryed there, but that T. Quinttus 
Flamimus was ſent from Rome to the kynge, ſhewinge bym, 
that the ſenatours thought, he delte not friendly with them, to 
kepe in his realme they: great and capitall ennemy Annibal: a 
man that made fy:ſte his owne countrey to make warre with 
them, to the vtter vndoinge of the ſame, and from thenſe came 
to Antiochus, and was autour alſo of his warre with the Ro⸗ 
maynes, and nawe was repayꝛed pnto bym, which he thought 
woulde tourne to bis vndoinge. Pꝛuſtas, wyllynge to gratyfy 
the Romaynes : deuyſed, eyther to flee hym, oꝛ cis to take and 
delyuer hym to Flaminius. Wheruppon incontinente the ſer⸗ 
uauntes of the kynge, and alſo of Flamimus, beſette the houſe 
of Anniball rounde about, fo that be c oulde no waye iſſue out. 
Anmball, foreſeinge the batred that the Romaynes bare hym, 
and the ſmall fayth of pꝛynces: ſpecially the lyghtnes of Pꝛu⸗ 
ſias: Me ther foꝛe, thynkynge to haue ſome wape to ſlie daun⸗ 
gier, if nede required, had deuyſed. vn. wayes and entrees in⸗ 
to bis houſe, Wherof certayne were yery ſecrete and pꝛiuie. 
But the numbꝛe was ſo great of men of armes, whiche were 
about his houſe : and the watcbe ſo ſtraightly kept by the kyn- 


ges commaundement, that where ſo euer he offered to es 
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chaunces, and fayde: | Romay! 
great thought, ne then tage onge tymetake n, fo b 
to confuſion. Fo: althoughe Z be nowe nd pet | 
it longe befoꝛe I dye. But of this deathe,l t 
minus theyꝛ legate ſhal haue ſmall victoꝛpy. Then vlaming f 
deteſtable falſhede of Pꝛuſias, that ſo cruelly Wolde fi ſuf 
murther of his friend, whom be had receyued into 0

valyaunte capytayne Unmball, in a ſtraunge region, exiled and 
banyſhed from bis owne een countrey. Aboute which time, 
oꝛ not longe before, the Pozthye Romayne Scipio Uſffricanus. - 
alſo dyed: whom the Romaynes bis manyfold benefites 

to them ſhewed,recompentced witty ingratitude, cer⸗ 
tayne of the citie beinge his ennemies (as no man in authoꝛitie 
can eſcape enuye) charged hym with the olde matier, betwene 
Plemimus and the Locrenſes. * they ſayde ) he being 
conſul was corrupted with money. Andtherfoꝛe miniſtred not 
iuſtice. Agayne, they layde agaynſt hym, the delyuerye of his 
ſonne, beinge pꝛiſoner with Antiochus, withoute raunſome: 
whiche they choughte was very ſuſpecious. Foz theſe ſmalle 
cauſes was he called befoꝛe the Senate, and as though he had 


ben a meane per ſone, pu to aunſwere with extremitie: with= 
wr to his noble actes, done 


ingratitude he toke ſo diſple⸗ 


fantly,; that departynge out of de court, be went into the con 
treye, to the towne of Lytarne, where he dwelled as long as 


he lyued, exilynge hym ſelfe from Rome foꝛ euer.
